[N'o.   i^(3.]-NOTE  ON  INFLAMMABLE  COAL  GAS 
NEAR  WIGAN  IN  l(j(57. 

HE  inflammability  of  coal  gas  was  not 
noted  until  16G7,  when  an  account  was 
published  in  the  "Philosophical  Trans- 
actions" for  that  year.  The  account  is 
headed  "  A  description  of  a  Well  and 
Earth  in  Lancashire  taking  tire  by  a  Candle  appro- 
ached to  it.  Imparted  by  Thomas  Shirley,  esq.,  an 
Ej'e  Witness."  (See  also  Local  Gleanings  Nos.  282, 
432,  and  883). 

The  writer  tells  us  he  was  returning  to  his  house 
at  Wigan  in  February,  1659,  when  he  was  informed 
that  the  water  in  a  spring  in  Mr.  Hawkley's 
grounds,  about  a  mile  from  the  town,  on  the  War- 
rington and  Chester  road,  was  burning  like  oil. 
Whereupon  he  and  half-a  dozen  friends  proceeded 
to  the  spot,  and  applying  a  burning  candle,  the 
water  gave  forth  a  flame  at  a  particular  spot,  but 
not  in  the  ditch  which  ran  from  the  spring. 
Neither  did  the  water  burn  when  taken  up  in  a 
dishful,  although  "the  water  at  the  burning  place 
did  boyle  and  heave  like  water  in  a  pot  upon  the 
fire,  though  my  hand  pixt  into  it  perceived  it  not 
so  much  as  warm."  This  led  Mr.  Shirley  to  look 
minutely  into  circiunstanccs.  "  The  boyling  I  con- 
ceived to  proceed  from  the  irruption  of  some  bitu-

minous  or  sulphiireous  fumes,  considering  this 
place  not  above  thirty  or  forty  yards  distant  from 
the  mouth  of  a  coal-iiit  there.  And  indeed  Wigan, 
Ashton,  and  the  whole  country  for  many  miles 
compass  is  underlaid  with  coal.  Then  applying  my 
hand  to  the  surface  of  the  burning  place  of  the 
water,  I  found  a  strong  breath,  as  it  were  a  wind 
to  bear  against  my  hand.  Whereupon,"  saj's  he, 
"I  caused  a  dam  to  be  made,  and  thereby  hinder- 
ing the  removal  of  fresh  water  to  the  burning  place, 
I  caused  that  which  v.  as  already  there  to  be  drained 
away  ;  and  then  applying  the  burning  candle  to  the 
surface  of  the  dry  earth  at  the  same  point  where 
the  water  burned  before,  the  fumes  took  flre  and 
burnt  very  bright  and  vigorous." 

A  similar  experiment  may  be  now  tried  at  the 
stream  close  to  the  Old  Hall  Mill,  Atherton,  where 
the  gas  from  the  coal  seams  below  bubbles  through 
the  water  in  very  considerable  quanities.

Sir  Uyhtred  James  Kay-Shuttle- 
ivorth,  Bart.,  elected  M.P.  for  Hastings  in  1874, 
is  son  of  Sir  James  Kay-Shuttleworth,  first 
Baronet,  who  assumed  the  Shuttleworth  rtame 
and  arms  upon  his  marriage  with  the  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Robert  Shuttleworth,  of  Gaw- 
thorp, Esq.  (third  in  descent  from  the  member 
for  the  County  in  this  Parliament),  who  died 
in  1818,  the  last  of  the  direct  line  of  the 
family.  A  branch,  however,  of  the  Shuttle- 
worths  still  survives  at  Aston  Hall,  Derby, 
Arms  of  Shuttleworth  of  Gawthorp  ;  Argent, 
three  weavers'  shuttles  sable,  topped  and 
furnished  with  quills  of  yarn,  the  threads 
pendant  or.

[No.  /5i.]— THE  LEYLANDS  OF  AMERICA. 
The  connection  between  old  En^'lish  families  and 
their  representatives  in  the   States  is  always   of 
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interest.  Of  the  Leylands  of  Lancashire  (of  Mor- 
leys,  Leyland,  and  Ashton)  there  are  many  de- 
■ceudaats  in  America,  but  unhappily  the  connecting 
links  are  wanting. 

The  "NevvEng.  Hist,  and  Gen.  Register  (xi. — 
354)  gives  among  "  A  List  of  American  Genealo- 
gies "  the  following  : — "  Lelantl.  By  S.  Leland, 
Pub.  by  Wier  and  White,  Boston,  1853." 

In  "  Whitmore's  Handbook  of  American  Genea- 
logy "  (p.  73)  is  mentioned  '^'  The  Leland  Magazine, 
or  a  Genealogical  Record  of  Henry  Leland  and  his 
Descendants,  containing  an  account  of  nine  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  twenty-four  persons  in  ten 
generations,  and  embracing  nearly  every  person  of 
the  name  of  Leland  in  America,  from  1653  to  1850. 
By  Sherman  Leland.  Boston  :  Printed  by  Wier 
and  White,  1850.  Svo.  pp.  278."  Mr.  Whitmore 
commcuts  on  this  book  as  follows: — "This  book 
eontains  the  history  of  a  large  and  widely-scattered 
family,  and  has  all  the  materials  requisite  for  a 
very  complete  record.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  autlior  has  adopted  a  plan  of  cumbrous  cross 
references,  which  mars  the  appearance  of  the  page 
and  requires  considerable  patience  on  the  part  of 
the  reader  to  comprehend.  There  is  a  good  table 
of  contents  and  index,  and  by  perseverance  much 
valuable  information  may  be  found  therein,  especi- 
ally as  very  many  of  the  descendants  in  the  female 
lines  are  traced  for  two  or  three  generations.  A 
list  is  given  on  p.  ii.  of  thirty-two  lithographed 
portraits  bound  in  this  volume,  and  on  p.  viii  a  de- 
scription of  the  Leland  coat  of  arms  concludes  a 
sketch  of  some  English  bearers  of  the  name,  hut  no 
comuction  is  shoiun  between  t/iese  and  the  family  liere. 
This  genealogy  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  on  our 
list,  and  it  is  certainly  a  proof  of  the  author's  zeal 
and  skill ;  but  its  plan  is  a  grave  error,  as  no  dates 
of  days  or  months  accompany  the  years,  and  in  this 
it  is  far  below  our  present  standard."  Tlie  earliest 
Englishman  of  the  name  referred  to  in  this  book  is 
John  Leland,  b.  at  London  1512,  Fellow  at  Christ 
Coll.,  Camb.,  and  after  at  All  Souls,  Oxf.,  King's 
Antiquary  to  Hen.  VIII.  Also  John  Leland,  D.D., 
Wigan,  Lancas.,  1691,  and  Thomas  Leland,  D.D,, 
Trinity  Coll.,  Dublin,  b.  1722.

[No.  i5^.]-THE  SHAKERLEY  DEEDS. 

The  following  series  of  deeds  relative  to  the 
township  of  Tyldesley,  co.  Lane,  and  more  par- 
ticularly to  the  Shakerley  estate.  They  are  trans- 
lated from  the  Latin  abstracts  made  about  the  year 
1650  and  contained  in  the  same  volume  of  MSS , 
from  which  the  curious  account  of  "Cursing  by 
Bell  Book  and  Caudle  in  Leigh  Church  in  1474," 
already  printed  in  the  "Scrap  Book,"  was  taken i^ 
The  original  deeds  from  which  these  abstracts  were 
made  in  1650,  were  then  in  the  possession  of 
Geoffrey  Shakerley,  Esq.,  and  it  would  be  inter- 
esting to  know  where  they  are  now  preserved,. 
They  are  nearly  forty  in  number,  and  have  been; 
arranged,  for  convenience  of  reference  in  chrono- 
logical order.  From  the  information  which  they 
afford  much  light  is  thrown  upon  the  early  descents 
of  the  Shakerley  arid  Tyldesley  families,  as  well  as 
upon  the  minor  local  families  of  Makant,  Brad- 
shaw,  Chisenhall,  Urmston,  Pennington,  Astley, 
Gillibrand,  Rylands,  Longley,  &c.,  &c.,  some  of 
whom  occur  as  parties  to  the  deeds  and  others  as 
witnesses.. 

The  first  deed  relates  to- the  boundaries  of  a  piece 
of  laud  in  Tyldesley  in  which  "a  cross"  is  men- 
tioned, probably  erected  by  the  monks  of  Coker- 
sand  Abbey  to  whom  this  piece  of  land  had  been 
granted.  Many  okl  names  occur  in  the  subsequent 
deeds,  of  which  now  no  trace  remains,  and  it  is 
curious  to  note  the  various  modifications  of  spell- 
iaig  under  which  the  same  name  appears.  As  Ciu-Iy 
as  1308-9  is  a  marriage  settlement  made  between 
William  de  RadclifFe  and  Henry  de  Shakerley  by 
which  Henry,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  de  Shakerley, 
was  contracted  to  Agnes,  daughter  of  the  said 
William.  The  witnesses  to  this  deed  are  very 
numerous  commencing  with  Sir  Henry  de  Bury, 
knight,  a  knightly  member  of  a  local  family  of 
whom  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  more.  ' '  The 
lord  Richard,  rector  of  the  Church  of  Radcliue 
[Radcliffe]  "  is  another  witness.  A  few  years  later 
occurs  the  first  deed  of  entail  in  which  the  above- 
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named  Heary  and  Agnes  de  Shakerley  are  men- 
tioned with  other  members  of  the  same  family.  In 
1351  is  a  marriage  contract,  in  Norman  French,  be- 
tween William  de  Shakerley  their  son  and  Margaret 
daughter  of  Robert  de  Trafford,  the  contracting 
parties  being  sworn  "upon  the  Holy  Gospels," 
probably  at  Manchester,  to  perform  the  Ci^veuauts 
contained  in  the  deed. 

Another  curious  deed  occurs  towards  the  end  of 
the  series,  and  states  that  Geoffrey  Shakerley,  i'dn., 
had  "  i)ut  into  the  custody  of  Mr.  George  Collier, 
clarke,  warden  of  the  College  Church  of  Man- 
chester, 61  pieces  of  evidence,  sealed  and  unsealed" 
so  that  he  and  Mr.  William  Shakerley  might  resort 
"unto  the  sayd  Mr.  Warden  for  coppies  of  the 
same."  This  was  in  1529,  a  few  ySars  prior  to  the 
Heformation.     The  latest  deed  is  dated  1546.

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  MISSION  IN  LEIGH. 

For  the  following  notes  on  the  Early  History  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Mission  in  the  district  of  Leigh 
the  Editor  is  indebted  to  the  kind  .assistance  of  tlie 
Rev.  Father  Fanning,  of  St.  Joseph's  Cluirch,  Bed- 
ford, Leigh,  and  of  I\Ir.  H.  Foley,  the  author  of 
the  Fecords  of  the  English  Province  of  the  Society  of 
</esi<s  (London  :  Burns  and  Oates).  Mr.  Foley  has 
generously  allowed  .extracts  to  be  made  from  his 
Interesting  Rcconh,  and  Fr  Fanning  has  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Editor  notes  from  hitherto  un- 
published documents  of  very  considerable  historic 
interest. 

The  English  Province  of  the  Society  of  Jesus 
was  raised  in  1623  (having  been  previously  a  Vice 
Province  of  the  Order),  and  Father  Richard  Blount 
was  appointed  its  first  Provincial.  As  it  was 
impracticable  to  form  regular  "Colleges"  on  the 
plan  of  the  Institute,  England  was  divided  into 
twelve  districts  or  ideal  colleges,  and  to  each  of 
these  districts  a  certain  number  of  missioner  priests 
were  appointed.  One  of  these  twelve  districts  was 
that  of  St.  Aloysius,  commonly  called  the  "Lan- 
cashire District."  The  district  was  one  of  the  first 
three  formed  in  the  year  1622,  and  included,  when 
first  raised,  the  whole  of  the  Counties  of  Lancaster, 
Chester,  and  Stafford.  The  latter  County  waS 
separated  from  the  College  in  1679.  The  state  of 
the  penal  laws  against  the  Roman  Church  made 
concealment  necessary,  and  the  College  in  the  17th 
century  passed  under  various  feigned  names,  some 
of  which  are  very  suggestive  of  the  commercial  and 
manufacturing  enterprise  of  the  North  two  cen- 
turies ago.  The  College  was  known  as  "  Our 
Factory,"  the  superior  priests  were  called  "Head 
Factors"  or  "The  Master,"  whilst  the  missioner 
priests  were  called  "Factors,"  and;  the  districts 
their  "Factories."  The  College  was  sometimes 
described  as  "  Mrs.  Lancashire,"  "Mrs.  Lancaster," 
or  "  Eloisa  Lancaster."  The  priests  themselves 
generally  assumed  disguised  names  in  order  to  pre- 
serve their  liberty. 

Leigh  was  one  of  the  Missions  of  this  College, 
and  it  is  named  in  the  archives  of  the  College  as 
early  as  1670.  By  this  document,  which  is  dated 
March  25th,  1670.  William  Bradshaw  settles  a 
yearly  pension  of  10s  ,  to  be  paid  out  of  certain 
lands  in  Astley  to  Richard  Sale  of  Hopcar,  gentle- 
man, and  John  Yates  of  Westleigh,  yeoman,  ' '  in 
F 


trust  for  the  priest  that  helps  the  parish,  to  pray 
for  the  soul  of  his  late  wife,  Margaret  Bradshaw." 
Another  document,  dated  January  9th,  1689,  being 
a  gift  by  Mr.  John  UrmeHton  of  Higher  Hall, 
Leigh,  of  £20,  "the  use  to  be  given  to  the  priest 
that  should  serve  his  relations  of  Parsonage  in  the 
parish  of  Leigh,  after  the  death  of  one  Mr. 
Mcdher." 

Previous,  however,  to  this  date,  a  Fatlier  Cuth- 
bert  Norris,  whose  real  name  was  Clifton,  was  then 
serving  in  the  College,  and  his  name  is  associated 
with  the  stay  of  James,  the  seventh  Earl  of  Derby, 
in  Leigh,  the  night  before  his  execution  at  Bolton, 
15  October,  1651.  This  priest,  who  was  born  in 
Lancashire  in  1611,  and  was  first  cousin  to  Sir 
Thomas  Tyldesley,  the  cavalier,  is  stated  in  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  College  to  have  endeavoured 
to  obtain  access  to  the  Earl'schamberwhUst  in  Leigh, 
but  was  unsuccessful.  On  the  following  morning, 
however,  he  joined  the  cavalcade  on  the  road  to 
Bolton,  and  gained  the  ear  of  the  Earl,  who  was, 
so  the  recorii  states,  converted  to  the  Roman  faith 
by  the  zealous  priest.  The  narrative  of  Father 
Clifton  is  printed  in  the  Stanley  Papers  (pt.  iii., 
Chet.  Soc,  vol.  ii. )  as  a  "literary  curiosity."  The 
account  published  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the 
English  Province  for  1652  was  probably  written  by 
Father  Norris  himself,  and  the  original  manuscript 
is  preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Society  of  Jesus 
in  Rome.  (Records).  Fr.  Norris,  alias  Clifton,  was 
the  son  of  Sir  Cuthbert  Clifton,  of  Westby,  Kt.,  by 
Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Tyldesley,  of  Tyldesley 
and  Morleys,  Esq.  His  maternal  grand  parent, 
was  a  daughter  of  Christopher  Auderton,  of 
Lostock,  Esq.,  a  member  of  one  of  the  leading 
Catholic  families  in  the  county. 

The  Rev.  Father  Fanning  has  not  been  able  to 
find  any  proof  that  the  Missionary  Priest  had  any 
fixed  residence  at  Leigh  or  at  Bedford  until  the 
Presbytery  was  built  at  the  latter  place  by  Father 
Shaw  in  17S9.  From  one  document  it  certainly 
appears  that  the  missioners  resided  at  Parsonage 
House,  Westleigh,  the  old  family  seat  of  the 
Urmstons.  This  paper  states  that  "  for  many  years 
two  missioners  were  kept,  both  of  them  living 
within  the  parish  ;  one  at  the  old  family  seat, 
called  Parsonage  House,  and  the  other  at  Hopcar, 
within  Leigh."  This  statement  is,  however, 
doubted  on  the  good  authority  of  Father  Joseph 
Beaumont.     The  mission  was  formerly  occasionally 
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served  from  Culclieth  and  Southworth  by  the 
missionary  Fathers  of  those  places.  The  late  Father 
John  Middlehurst  used  to  say  :  "There  is  a  tradi- 
tion that  previous  to  the  Ijuildingof  the  old  Chapel 
at  Bedford  in  1 789,  the  Catholics  of  Leigh  parish 
first  assembled  in  a  room  at  Hopcar,  and  subse- 
quently in  a  room  at  Hall  House.  In  the  latter 
there  is  still  a  room  called  '  The  Chapel.'  Some 
of  my  old  people  now  dead  attended  service  there, 
whilst  they  were  young."  In  Baiues'  Hist.  Lane. 
(vol.  ii.,  p.  198.  Ed.,  1870),  it  is  stated  :  "There 
are  in  the  township  (Bedford)  two  other  places  of 
public  worship.  A  small  Catholic  Chapel  at  Hall 
House,  appropriated  to  this  purpose  early  in  the 
last  century,  superseded  by  the  new  Chapel  at 
Bedford  built  in  1770,  and  this  again  by  St. 
Joseph's  Catholic  Church,  a  handsome  stone  edifice, 
erected  in  1854."  The  first  Chapel  was  built  in 
1779  and  not  in  1770  as  stated  in  Baiues.  Father 
John  Shaw  was  then  the  resident  priest.  Since 
then  the  mission  has  been  called  "  Bedford-Leigh," 
and  its  history  may  more  appropriately  be  told  in 
another  column. 

The  earliest  missionary  priest  of  Leigh,  who  is 
mentioned  by  name,  was  Father  John  Penketh 
alias  John  Rivers,  who  was  serving  in  Leigh  in 
1678,  and  later  on,  in  1693,  is  speciallly  named  in 
the  following  interesting  deed  of  gift  printed  in  the 
Records  : — 

"  To  all  Christian  people  to  whom  these  pre- 
sents shall  come. — I,  Katherine  Smetlturst,  of 
Bedford,  within  the  parish  of  Leigh,  and  county 
of  Lancaster,  spinster,  said  greeting.  Know  ye 
that  I,  the  said  Katherine  Smethurst,  out  of  the 
religious  respect  and  affection  I  have  and  bear  to 
John  Penketh,  S.J.,  priest,  who  now  serveth  the 
Catholics  in  ye  sayd  parish  of  Leigh,  and  to  the 
intent  and  purpose  that  certaine  church  stufFe, 
and  plate,  and  other  vtensils,  may  as  well  during 
my  life  as  after  my  death  be  vsed  by  the  said 
Jolin  Penketh  and  his  successors  for  time  being 
within  the  said  parish  of  Leigh  (and  that  only 
being  a  priest  of  said  Society,  and  thereunto  ap- 
pointed by  his  Superiors),  have  given,  granted, 
and  confirmed,  and  by  these  presents  do  give, 
grant,  and  confirme  vnto  hym  the  sayd  John 
Penhcth,  and  such  his  successors  (for  the  tyme 
being)  for  ever,  all  and  every  the  church  stuffe 
and  plate  and  other  vtensils  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, i.e.,  one  black  sute   of  church  stuffe  for 


the  dead,  one  other  sute  of  church  stuffe  of 
flowered  tabby,  one  very  large  silver  gilt  chalice, 
with  the  paten  belonging  to  it,  two  albs  with 
their  amiers,  one  priest's  girdle  of  the  best  sorte, 

three  napkins one  fair  large  tabby  for  an 

altar,  one  altar  stone,  two  long  towels  for  com- 
municants, three  small  finger  towels,  and  one 
missal,  now  in  my  possession  ;  to  have  an  to  hold 
the  said  church  stuffe,  &c.,  to  the  sayd  John 
Penketh,  and  such  his  successors  for  ye  time 
beinge,  within  the  sayde  parish  of  Leigh  for  ever, 
provided  always,  and  it  is  here))y  declared,  &c., 
that  the  said  church  stuffe,  &c.,  shall  not  at  any 
tyme  or  tymes  hereafter  be  removed  or  trans- 
lated out  of  the  said  parish  of  Leigh,  nor  shall 
they  be  used  or  enjoyed  by  any  other  priest, 
clergie,  or  religious,  but  by  a  priest  S.J.  who 
shall  serve  and  officiate  in  ye  sayd  parish  of 
Leigh  by  order  of  his  Superior  from  tyme  to 
tyme. — C^ignedi)  Katherine  x  Smethurst,  her  mark. 
Witness  :  Richard  Shuttleworth,  Alice  Sale,  Gil- 
bert Sale." 

This  Father  Penketh,  who  was  of  the  Catholic 
family  of  Penketh  of  Penketh,  near  Warrington> 
experienced  much  persecution  during  his  mission 
work  in  Leigh,  and  for  six  years  was  confined  in 
Lancaster  Gaol  for  High  Treason,  under  the  Act  of 
27th  Elizabeth,  which  made  the  taking  of  orders  of 
priesthood  abroad,  and  subsequent  residence  in 
England,  the  offence  of  treason  against  the  crown.

[No.  !(?,?.]— THE     EARLY     HISTORY     OF    THE 

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  MISSION  IN  LEIGH.-(See 

No.  162.) 

Of  the  Father  John  Penketh  (alias  Rivers),  who 
was  serving  in  Leigh  in  1678,  a  very  lengthy  ac- 
count is  given  in  the  Records. 

On  entering  the  English  College  at  Rome  in  1652 
he  gave  the  following  account  of  himself: — "My 
name  is  John  Penketh,  alias  Rivers.  I  am  son  of 
Richard  Penketh,  of  Penketh,  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  Esquire,  who  married  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Patrick,  of  Bisham,  in  the  same  county, 
gentleman.  I  was  born  and  bred  up  in  my  father's 
house,  and  am  now  twenty-one  years  of  age.  My 
father,  before  his  death,  had  spent  nearly  all  his 
fortune,   and  left  very  little  to  my  mother.  .  My 
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relatives  are  of  good  families,  but  reduced  to 
poverty  in  these  evil  times.  I  am  the  youngest  of 
thirteen  children,  and  have  only  two  brothers  and 
one  sister  out  of  the  tliirteen  living.  My  relatives 
are  entirely  Protestant,  but  my  father  with  all  his 
family,  one  brother  excepted,  was  always  Catholic. 
I  have  made  my  studies  in  England  under  private 
tutors  and  at  private  schools.  I  was  always 
Catholic,  and  left  England  on  tlie  13th  of  August, 
1651,  to  proceed  to  Rome,  where  in  the  family  of 
Christ  I  shall  be  more  sure  to  avoid  the  vanities  of 
the  world  and  its  dangers,  moved  also  to  this  by  an 
ardent  desire  of  gaining  souls  if  found  worthy  of 
the  priesthood,"     Signs,  "John  Rivers." 

After  leaving  Rome,  where  he  took  his  orders,  he 
became  confessor  to  the  English  Benedictine  Nuns 
at  Brussels.  Here  he  remained  until  lf)()2-3,  when 
he  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  at  Walton.  It 
would  appear  from  the  account  in  the  Province 
Archives  at  Rome  that  Father  Penketh,  when  a 
young  man,  was  a  soldier  in  the  French  Army. 
The  archives  state  that  "  When  he  understood  that 
his  family  affairs  were  inextricably  involved,  he 
determined  to  attach  himself  in  quality  of  a  ser- 
vant to  some  Catholic  gentleman's  family.  Al- 
though his  resolution  was  approved  by  all,  he 
began  to  meditate  greater  things,  and  became  in- 
flame with  hopes  of  acquiring  great  reputation  by 
engaging  in  a  military  life.  He  therefore  passed 
over  to  Beligium,  and  fought  under  the  standard  of 
his  Catholic  Majesty,  where  he  obtained  amongst 
his  comrades  the  character  of  a  bold  and  daring 
soldier.  But  after  one  or  two  years  of  this  military 
career,  he  came  to  revolve  more  seriously  every  day 
the  interests  of  his  soul,  and  to  meditate  a  farewell 
to  the  transitory  things  of  this  world,  and  the 
vanity  of  such  reputation  of  which  he  had  such 
proof  before  his  eyes.  He  therefore  retired  from 
the  army,  and  betook  himself  to  Rome,  where  he 
was  admitted  to  the  English  College."  The 
Archives  further  state,  respecting  his  minis- 
trations in  this  part  of  the  County,  that,  on  his 
arrival  in  England,  he  was  assigned  to  his  native 
County  of  Lancashire,  and  was  appointed  chaplain 
in  the  family  of  a  nobleman,  but  on  condition  that 
he  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  excursions  into  the 
neighbouring  villages.  He  passed  his  time  by  pre- 
ference with  the  humbler  class  of  society,  and 
always  made  his  rounds  of  the  neighbourhood  on 
foot. 


It  was  whilst  Father  Penketh  was  thus  engaged 
that  Titus  Gates  made  his  pretended  discoveries, 
and  the  wearisome  persecution  of  the  Catholic 
clergy  was  begun.  The  Annual  Letters  of  the 
Province  for  1678  say  :  "Father  John  Rivers  was 
caught  whilst  visiting  the  houses  of  Catholics  by 
night  to  administer  the  holy  sacraments,  which  it 
was  unsafe  to  do  by  day.  In  this  arrest  the  folly 
of  the  Father's  betrayer  is  no  less  extraordinary 
than  his  treachery  was  detested.  He  was  a  captain, 
who  not  only  pretended  to  entertain  a  friendship 
for  the  Father,  but  likewise  sought  the  society  of 
Catholics,  and  was  invited  to  their  social  meetings. 
This  man,  happening  to  meet  the  Father,  accosted 
him  with  every  appearance  of  friendship,  and  de- 
tained him,  though  against  his  will,  by  some  trifling 
conversation,  until  a  constable,  ^diom  he  himself 
had  sent  for,  came  up  and  apprehended  the  Father, 
who  little  suspected  such  an  event  After  this 
infamous  act  of  treachery  the  captain  was  unable 
to  show  his  face  in  the  society  of  Catholics  as  here- 
tofore, and,  on  being  reproached  for  the  villainy  of 
the  act,  excused  himself  on  the  plea  of  intoxication. 
The  Father  was  immediately  committed  to  prison, 
and  from  thence  brought  to  trial  at  the  Lancaster 
Assizes,  where  he  was  indicted  upon  a  charge  of 
high  treason  for  having  taken  the  holy  orders  of 
priesthood  abroad,  and  returning  to  England,  &c." 
He  was  found  guilty,  and  condemned  to  death. 
Father  Penketh  was  not,  however,  execiited,  but 
remained  a  prisoner  at  Lancaster  Castle  for  six 
years  under  a  Royal  reprieve. 

The  account  of  this  priest,  preserved  in  the 
Archives  at  Rome,  give  a  somewhat  dififerent  ac- 
count of  Father  Penketh's  arrest,  and  also  a  lengthy 
account  of  his  trial  in  1679.  This  record  states  that 
word  was  brovght  to  him  that  a  number  of  persons 
in  a  remote  village  desired  his  "assistance.  The 
Father  arose  in  the  dead  of  the  night,  taking  with 
him  a  man  who  was  trusty,  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  road.  They  had  gone  one  or  two  miles 
only  when  they  unexpectedly  met  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  who  was  well  known  to  the  Father,  from 
whom  he  had  received  many  kindnesses.  This  man 
civillj'  accosted  Father  Penketh  as  an  intimate 
friend,  invited  him  to  his  house,  and  insisted  upon 
the  guide  intrusting  him  to  his  care  The  Father, 
not  suspecting  any  deceit,  trusted  himself  to  his 
care  accordingly.  But  the  Justice,  unmindful  of 
all  his  benefit,  detained  him  prisoner  that  night  ia 
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his  house,  though  it  had  been  a  prison.  The  next 
day  he  was  taken  off  to  the  public  county  gaol  [at 
Lancaster],  where,  after  being  detained  two  months, 
he  was  brought  up  for  trial  at  the  Assizes.  He 
was  indicted  for  the  priesthood,  and  witnesses  were 
called  to  prove  tliat  he  had  administered  the  sacra 
ments.  He  replied  that  this  evidence  was  worth- 
less, according  to  the  laws  of  England.  The  jury, 
however,  found  the  Father  guilty  of  being  of  the 
priesthood,  and,  on  receiving  sentence.  Father 
Penketh  fell  upon  his  desk  and  joyfully  exclaimed  : 
Dro  gratias,  Laus  Deo  \  Te  Deumlaudamas  \  After 
his  reprieve  he  remained  in  prison  until,  upon  the 
death  of  Charles  II.,  his  brother  James  succeeded 
to  the  English  Crown.  By  his  command  all  the 
priests  detained  in  prison  wei'e  liberated,  amoui^st 
whom  was  Father  John  Penketh.  However,  he  did 
not  use  his  release  to  take  his  ease  or  remain  in- 
active. He  returned  to  his  native  county  and 
with  alacrity  resumed  his  former  round  of  labours. 
After  the  Revolution  of  1688,  new  and  very  severe 
laws  were  enanted  against  Catholics,  especially 
against  priests,  so  they  were  once  more  compelled 
to  seek  hiding-places.  Father  Penketh  had  now  no 
constant  abode,  and  could  only  visit  the  afHicted 
Catholics-during  the  shades  of  evening,  or  at  day- 
break. The  account  in  the  Archives  concludes  : 
"  At  length,  broken  down  by  his  pious  labours,  he 
succumbed.  He  was  extremely  old,  and  scarcely 
able  to  stand,  when,  being  called  to  the  bedside  of 
a  sick  man,  he  hastened  thither,  consoled  him,  ad- 
ministered the  sacraments,  and  with  difficulty 
returned  home.  He  was  immediately  seized  with 
his  last  illness.  For  two  weeks  he  suffered  from  a 
burning  feuer,  dui-ing  which  time  he  gave  very  great 
edification.  No  word  escaped  his  but  of  God  and 
heavenly  things ;  he  continually  repeated  those 
words  of  St.  Paiil,  Ciipio  dissolvi,  et  esse  cum 
Ghrlsto !  Sit  nomeii  Domini  benedictum !  Fiat 
voluntas  tua  !  Fortified  by  all  the  sacraments  of 
the  Catholic  Church,  he  sweetly  rendered  his  soul 
to  his  Creator.  These  are  a  few  amongst  many 
things  that  could  be  said  concerning  Father  Penketh, 
Lowliness  of  heart  and  humility  shone  epiinently 
in  him,  and  hence  many  facts  have  been  kept  back 
from  us,  which  otherwise  would  have  rendered  his 
praise  the  greater.  Morietur  aiiima  morte  just07'um." 

Father  Penketh  died  on  the  1st  of  August,  1707, 
aged  71.  He  was  most  possibly  then  residing  with 
one  of  the  Catholic  families  in  the  neighbourhood 


at  Culchetli,  Hopcarr  Hall,  or  Westleigh.  In 
the  Stony  hurst  MSS.  (Angl.  vol  v.,  n.  100)  is  the 
following  account,  quoted  in  Mr.  Foley's  Records, 
and  with  which  the  account  of  Father  Penketh 
may  well  conclude  :  — 

"  A  true  relation  of  some  judgments  of  God  against 
those  who  accused  the  priests  and  other  Catho- 
lics after  the  pretended  conspiracy  in  England. 
The  chief  accuser  of  Father  Penketh,  a  Jesuit, 
who  was  imprisoned  in  Lancaster  Castle,  under 
sentence  of  death  for  being  a  priest,  &c.,  was 
formerly  a  penitent  of  the  Father's,  and  having 
fallen  in  love  with  a  daughter  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  who  was  a  heretic,  was  persuaded  by  her, 
under  a  pi'omise  to  marry  him,  to  accuse  the  Father  ; 
but  as  he  was  coming  back  from  the  court  after, 
having  accused  him,  he  was  taken  ill,  and  in  the 
space  of  ten  days  died  with  much  contrition,  con- 
fessing to  all  that  visited  him  his  grievous  sin,  and 
the  just  judgment  of  God,  send'ug  money  to  Pen- 
keth and  other  Catholics  in  prison,  begging  them 
to  pray  for  him.  The  person  who  told  me  this  was 
present  when  the  disconsolate  father  of  the  young 
woman,  with  her  mother  and  sister,  came  to  the 
prison  some  eight  days  after  his  death,  and  kneel- 
ing at  Father  Peuketh's  feet,  witli  many  tears 
begged  his  pardon  in  the  dead  man's  name.  And 
the  good  Father  immediately  gave  it,  and  with  tears 
undertook  to  pray  for  the  soul  of  his  accuser.  The 
young  man  was  the  heir  of  a  rich  family,  and  the 
only  son  of  his  parents,  and  all  the  neighbourhood 
was  in  great  grief  at  his  death."

The  following  extracts  from  the  Domestic  Series 
of  the  State  Papers  of  1640  (State  Papers,  Dom  : 
Corr  :  Vol.  ccccliv.  No.  42)  may  be  acceptable  for 
your  "  Scrap  Book."  — John  Maclean. 

Bicknor-court,  Coleford. 


1640,  May  21,  Petition  of  Sir  William  Elphin- 
stone  and  Jolm  Crojtes  to  the  King. 
Petitioners  about  six  years  since  were  suitors  to 
you  for  a  grant  in  fee-farm  of  such  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Cartmel,  co.  Lancaster,  as  had  not  been 
formerly  granted,  which  the  tenants  held  by  a  pre- 
tended customary  estate,  being  absolutely  void  in 
law,  and  the  interest  of  inheritance  resting  solely 
in  you,  as  petitioners  undertook  to  make  good.  On 
full  information  touching  the  same  you  signified 
your  pleasure  for  a  grant  thereof  to  petitioners  in 
fee-farm  and  soccage  tenure,  which  accordingly  was 
passed  under  the  Great  Seal  and  the  seals  of  the 
Duchy  and  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  with 
provision  that  no  decrease  of  your  revenue  should 
come  thereby.  On  this  grant  petitioners  prose- 
cuted suit  in  your  Duchy  Court  to  evict  your  title, 
but  by  some  mistake  in  the  grant  they  have  since 
proceeded  in  your  name  in  the  suit,  and  thereupon 
you  again  declared  that  when  petitioners  should 
have  fully  recovered  your  title  you  would  make  a 
new  and  valid  grant  of  the  lands  to  them  ;  all 
which  appears  by  the  several  petitions  and  signifi- 
cations of  your  pleasure  hereto  annexed  Now 
petitioners  have,  with  much  trouble  and  very  great 
expense,  concluded  the  business  of  composition  with 
the  tenants  by  an  Order  in  the  Duchy  Court,  by 
which  it  is  agreed  the  interest  you  have  thus 
bestowed  upon  petitioners  should  devolve  on  them, 
which  your  Chancellor  and  the  Duchy  Council 
thought  the  fittest  way,  that  so  they  may  continue 
your  tenants.     They  pray  you  in  confirmation  of 


this  a'^reement  again  to  signify  to  Lord  Newburgh 
to  give  order  for  a  bill  for  your  signature  to  pass 
the  Great  Seal  and  Duchy  and  County  Palatine 
Seals,  granting  to  each  of  the  tenants  aa  shall  be 
nominated  in  trust  for  the  rest  and  their  lives  in 
fee-farm  and  soccage  tenure,  all  the  said  lands  and 
tenements  within  the  manor  and  bailiwicks  of 
Cartmel,  with  all  woods  and  commons  now  or  here- 
tofore therewith  enjoyed,  with  such  reservation  of 
rents  and  other  services  as  have  been  formerly 
answered  to  you  for  the  same,  and  that  in  this 
settlement  petitioners  may  receive  the  fruit  of  your 
bounty  in  the  said  composition. 

Underwritten  :  An  order  granting  the  above  peti- 
tion ;  the  fines  formerly  answered  on  descent  and 
alienation  being  cast  up  by  a  medium  of  the  last 
seven  years,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  his  Majesty,  that 
there  may  be  no  decrease  of  his  revenue.

[No.    767.]  — THE    EARLY    HISTORY     OF   THE 
ROMAN   CATHOLIC   MISSION   IN  LEIGH.— 

CoNCLUDiiD. — (See  Nos.  162  and  16?.) 

Father  John  Penketh  was  most  probably  suc- 
ceeded in  Leigh  by  Father  Sebastian  Needham 
alias  Robert  Morgan,  who  was  in  Leigh  in  1709> 
but  how  much  sooner  does  not  appear.  He  was 
missioner  as  late  as  1722,  and  received  a  stipend 
of  £6  per  annum  !  Fatiier  Needham  was  a  son  of 
Mr.  Robert  Needham,  of  Hilston,  Monmouthshire  ; 
his  mother  was  Susan  Morgan;  He  entered  the 
society  about  1691.  In  1736,  he  was  appointed 
Rector  of  the  College  of  St.  Ignatius  (the  London 
District),  where  he  had  resided  several  years,  and 
died  in  that  oflice  on  the  4th  of  January,  1743. 
For  greater  safety,  he  had  had  himself  enrolled 
among  the  chaplains  to  the  Sardinian  Embassy, 
Lincoln's  Inn  Fields.     {Records.') 

Father  Robert  Petre  probably  followed  in  Leigh. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Petre  family  of  Thorndon. 
Father  John  Sale  who  also  served  tlie  mission  and 
succeeded,  being  incumbent  from  about  1759  to 
1767,  was  of  a  local  family,  being  born  at  Hopecar 
Hall  in  Bedford,  in  1722.  Father  James  Adams 
was  first  in  Bedford  for  some  time,  until  about 
1770  ;  and  in  1789  Father  John  Shaw  settled  in 
Leigh,  leaving  in  1807,  and  dying  at  Stoneyhouse 
the  following  year,  aged  67  years.  The  late  Rev. 
Middlehurst  has  left  it   on   record   that  a  Father 
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Hawarden — coiinectecl  with  another  county  family 
— preceded  Father  Shaw,  but  Father  Fanning  can- 
not identify  a  priest  of  that  na<ne.  Father  Wm. 
Poole  succeeded  in  1807,  and  died  suddenly  27 
February,  1828.  He  was  buried  in  a  vault  outside 
St.  Joseph's  Chapel.  Father  Edward  Morroa  then 
supplied  the  district  for  a  short  time,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Father  John  Reeve,  who  built  the 
schools.  He  left  in  1840,  his  successor  being  the 
late  Father  John  Middlehurst.  The  missioners  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus  can,  therefore,  be  traced  in 
Leigh  for  more  than  two  centuries.

In  note  No.  51,  it  was  stated  that  Captain  Miles 
Standish  was  of  a  Lancashire  family,  probably 
the  Standishes  of  Duxbury.  Mr.  W  A  Abram 
has  printed  in  the  Preston  Guardian  a  con- 
temporary notice  of  the  celebrated  Puritan 
captain  of  the  New  England  colony,  which 
is  especially  interesting.  It  is  found  in  an 
old  New  England  chronicle,  which  bore  the  title  : — 
"  Morton's  New  England's  Memorial ;  Cambridge, 
printed  by  S.  G.  and  M.  J.  for  John  Usher  of 
Boston.  1669."  This  memorial,  which  was  pub- 
lished within  thirteen  years  of  the  death  of  Captain 
Miles  Standish,  contains  the  following  reference  to 
him  ; — 

1656.  This  year  Mr.  William  Bradford  was 
chosen  Governor  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Plymouth. 
Mr.  Thomas  Prince,  Mr.  William  Collier,  Mr. 
Timothy  Hatherley,  Captain  Miles  Standish,  Mr. 
John  Alden,  Captain  Thomas  Willett,  and  Capt. 
James  Cudworth  were  chosen  to  be  his  assist- 
ants in  the  Government. 

This  year  [165G]  Captain  Miles  Standish  ex- 
pired his  mortal  life.  He  was  a  gentleman,  born 
in  Lancashire,  and  was  heir-apparent  unto  a 
great  estate  of  lauds  and  livings  surreptitiously 
detained  from  him  ;  his  great  grandfather  being 
a  second  or  younger  brother  from  the  House  of 
Standish.  In  his  younger  days  he  went  over 
into  the  Low  Countries,  and  was  a  soldier  there 
and  came  acquainted  with  the  Church  of  Leyden  ; 
and  came  over  into  New  England  with  such  of 
them  as  at  the  first  set  out  for  the  planting  of 
the  plantation  of  New  Plymouth,  and  bore  a 
deep   share   of  their   first   difficulties,    and  was 


always  very  faithful  to  their  interests      He  was 
grown  ancient  [i.e.,   aged];  became  sick   of  the 
Stone  or  Strang ullion,  whereof  after  his  suffering 
of  much  dolorou.s  pain,  he  fell  asleep  in  the  Lord, 
and  was  honourably  buried  at  Duxbury. 
The  writer  of  this  memorial  ajso  repeats  the  asser- 
tion made  by  Captain  Miles  Standish  himself  in  his 
Will,  that  his  "great  grandfather  was  a  second  or 
younger  son  of  Standish  of  Standish,"  and  that  he 
was  the  real  heir  to  estates  in  Lancashire  which  he 
had  been  unjustly  kept  out  of.

May  22.  Petition  of  James  Lord  Strange,  Com- 
mittee of  the  body  and  lands  of  Richard  Lord 
Viscount  Molineux,  the  King's  Ward,  to  the 
King. 

By  letters  patent,  for  valuable  considerations, 
you  granted  to  Edward  Ditchtield,  John  Highlord, 
Humphrey  Clarke,  and  Francis  Mosser,  and  their 
heirs,  the  town  and  manor  of  Liverpool,  co.  Lan- 
caster, with  the  courts  leet  and  all  other  courts, 
and  the  passage  over  the  Mersey,  with  other  tolls, 
and  the  profits  of  the  same,  of  all  which  your 
ward's  ancestors  have  for  above  100  years  been 
farmers.  Now  Edward  Dichfield  and  the  rest  in 
consideration  of  £450  paid  by  Richard  Viscount 
Molineux,  deceased,  father  of  your  ward,  conveyed 
the  town  and  manor  to  Sir  Thomas  Walmsley, 
William  Fazakerley,  and  John  Nutter,  and  their 
heirs  in  trust  for  the  said  Viscount  and  his  heirs. 
After  the  Viscount's  death  the  new  Viscount  Moli- 
neux his  sDn  and  heir  was  found  to  be  your  ward, 
the  custody  of  whose  body  and  lands  was  by  the 
Court  of  Wards  committed  to  petitioners,  who  there, 
fore  endeavoured  to  collect  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  manor  and  tolls  for  the  use  of  your  ward,  but 
was  interrupted  by  the  Mayor  and  burgesses  of 
Liverpool ;  wherefore  Sir  Rowland  Wandsford, 
Attorney  of  the  Court  of  Wards,  about  three  years 
since,  exhibited  an  information  against  them  in  the 
said  Court ;  and  they  thereupon,  about  two  years 
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since,  preferred  their  petition  to  you,  which  you 
referred  to  the  new  Lord  Treasurer  and  Lord  Cot- 
tington.  They  having  heard  the  cause  in  June, 
1638,  dismissed  petitioner  from  further  attendance 
on  the  said  petition,  since  wliich  time,  nearly  two 
years,  the  i^Iayor  and  burgesses  have  not  put  in 
their  answers  to  the  information  though  the  Courts 
in  favour  has  granted  them  several  commissions  to 
take  their  answers,  but  have  stood  out  all  process 
of  contempt,  and  have  lately,  after  so  much  dis- 
obedience to  the  court,  presented  a  petition  to  you, 
which  you  have  referred  to  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  and  other  Lords.  Now  as  this  peti- 
tion is  in  substance  the  same  as  the  former  ;  and  as 
the  new  Lord  Treasurer  and  Lord  Cottington  on 
hearing  the  cause  dismissed  petitioners  as  afore- 
said, and  that  the  matters  in  variance  have  been  so 
long  depending  in  a  legal  course,  and  might  long 
since  have  been  settled,  if  the  Mayor  and  burgesses, 
distrusting  the  justice  of  their  own  cause,  had  not 
used  80  many  unjustifiable  delays  ;  and  as  they 
have  long  stood  and  still  are  in  contempt  of  the 
court,  petitioner  prays  you  to  discharge  him  and 
your  ward  from  further  attendance  on  the  late  re- 
ference, and  to  leave  the  trial  of  the  matter  to  a 
due  course  of  law,  where  the  many  contempts  of 
the  Mayor  and  burgesses  may  be  examined  and 
punished  and  the  legal  rights  of  both  parties  finally 
determined. 

Underwritten  :  1.  His  Majesty  never  intended 
by  his  former  reference  to  interrupt  the  court  of 
justice  in  this  business,  and  therefore  discharges 
that  reference  and  Itaves  the  matters  in  variance 
to  be  tried  in  due  course  of  law.

EXTRACTS   FROM   THE    MARRL-VGE   LICENCE   BOOKS   IN 
THE   bishop's  registry   AT   CHESTER. 

The  following  entries,  though  not  a  complete 
series,  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  history  of  the 
Holcroft  family  to  some  extent.  The  last  extract 
will  probably  interest  many  of  your  readers  as  it 
proves  that  Thomas  Leigh,  the  husband  of  Penelope 
Holcroft,  was  a  woollen  draper  in  Altrincham.  It 
seems  scarcely  likely,  therefore,  that  he  was  a  son 
of  Lord  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh,  co.  Warwick,  as  some 
persons  assert.  The  marriage  appears  to  have  taken 
place  at  Manchester,  for  in  the  Leigh  Parish  Regis- 


ter it  is  recorded  in  the  following  words  : —

Robert  Holte,  Sheriff  of  co.  Lancaster,  to  the 
Council.  In  obedience  to  the  King's  writ  and  your 
instructions  for  the  assessing  and  levying  £4,000 
ship-money  in  this  county,  I  proceeded  m  the 
order  here  stated.  Under  pretext  that  this  county 
had  at  several  times  formerly  paid  ship-money  and 
were  much  disabled  tliereby,  whilst  other  counties 
refused  to  pay,  that  this  tax  had  lately  been  ques- 
tioned whether  of  right  it  ought  to  be  paid  or  not, 
and  that  the  writs  for  Parliaments  issued  shortly 
after  the  writ  for  ship-money,  the  constables  and 
others  intrusted  with  the  levying  of  it  made  a  stay 
in  their  proceedings.  The  county  in  general  binds 
themselves  against  the  tax,  the  inhabitants  in 
every  township  refusing  to  assist  the  constables  in 
the  assessments,  while  the  latter  assert  that  they 
were  not  able  to  make  the  assessments  of  them- 
selves. I  still  endeavoured  by  all  the  means  I 
could  to  put  forward  this  business  but  could  not 
prevail  in  it,  yet  with  much  ado  in  several  parts  of 
three  hundreds  I  ftave  levyed  as  much  as  amounts 
to  £1,319  3s.,  which  I  have  returned  to  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy  according  to  your  in- 
structions. Two  of  the  lai'gest  hundreds,  Amoun- 
derness  and  Lonsdale,  altogether  stand  out,  and 
will  neither  assess  nor  pay.  It  is  impossible  for 
me  to  make  any  particular  assessment  on  every  in- 
habitant in  these  hundreds  they  being  so  many 
and  so  unknown  to  me.  I  can  get  no  help  for  levy- 
ing of  this  money,  and  few  or  no  bailiffs  will  dare 
to  be  employed  about  it,  the  country  in  general 
being  so  averse  against  it.  I  have  several  times 
sent  to  all  the  Corporations  in  this  County  to  pay 
in  their  money  but  only  Liverpool  has  obeyed,  the 
other  towns  stiU  trifle  and  delay.  I  cannot  tell 
how  to  distrain  every  inhabitant  in  particular,  but 
if  you  shall  so  direct  me  I  will  make  trial  what  I 
can  do  to  distrain  every  township  in  general.

[m.  775.]- AN  UNNOTED  CHOWBENT  AUTHOR, 

The  editor  of  the  Preston  Guardian  "Notes" 
has  printed  a  notice  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Nightingale, 
a  native  of  Lancashire,  and  author  of  several  pub- 
lications. He  is  not  mentioned  in  the  comprehen- 
sive list  of  Lancashire  authors  furnished  in  the 
volume  edited  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Sutton,  Chief 
Librarian  of  the  Manchester  Free  Libraries : — 
Died.  August  9th,  1824,  in  his  42th  year,  the  Rev_ 
Joseph  Nightingale,  a  native  of  Chowbent  [born  in 
1775],  and  formerly  a  Wesleyan  minister  in  the 
town  of  Macclesfield.  His  history  is  briefly  this  : 
That  leaving  his  obscure  situation  in  that  town, 
he  came  to  the  Metropolis,  and  by  the  exertion  of 
his  literary  talent  struggled  into  notice,  and  con- 
tributed not  a  little  to  the  instruction  and  amuse- 
ment of  the  community.  He  compiled  several  of 
the  volumes  of  the  "Beauties  of  England  and 
Wales,"  and  afterwards  published  in  1816  a  folio 
volume,  entitled  "  English  Topography ;  or  a  Series 
of  Historical  and  Statistical  Descriptions  of  the 
several  Counties  of  England  and  Wales,  accom- 
panied by  a  Map  of  each  county.  By  the  Author 
of  Historical  and  Descriptive  Delineations  of  Lon- 
don and  Westminster,  the  Counties  of  Salop,  Staf- 
ford, Somerset,  &c."  In  the  preface  to  this  work, 
it  is  called  his  "  tiventy-sixth"  tour  through  the 
Republic  of  Letters.  In  the  meantime  he  had 
seceded  from  the  Wesleyans,  become  a  Unitarian, 
and   pul)lished    "A   Portraiture    of    Methodism," 
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8vo  ,  1807  ;  "  Two  Sermons,  preached  at  Hanover 
street  and  Worship-street  Chapels."  8vo.,  1807  ; 
'•A  Portraiture  of  Catholicism  "  Svo.,  1812;  and 
"Refutation  of  the  Falsehoods  and  Calumnies  of  a 
recent  anonymous  Pamphlet,  entitled  'A  Por- 
traiture of  Hypocrisy,' "  8vo.,  1813.  He  wa?  of  a 
kind  disposition,  lively  imagination,  and  possessed 
a  cheerfulness  that  never  deserted  him  to  the  last. 
He  suffered  long  from  a  severe  disease,  during 
which,  and  in  the  concluding  scene,  he  was  well 
suppoited  by  the  hopes  and  consolations  of  religion. 
He  was  interred  in  Bunhill  Fields  burying  ground, 
London.

CULCHETH,  CO.  LANG. 

I  am  anxious  to  ascertain  at  what  period  the 
Bpakeinans  first  settled  in  the  parishes  of  Leigh 
and  Winwick,  and  whence  they  came.  Piefeiences 
to  them  will  be  found  in  Local  Gleanings,  quarto 
series,  vol.  ii.,  pages  118  and  126.  but  nothing 
Beems  to  be  known  of  the  early  history  of  the 
family.  The  two  Inquisitions  post  Mortem  printed 
below  in  abstract  give  evidence  of  the  respectability 
of  the  family  in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  the 
Leigh  registers  prove  that  as  early  as  1 558  there 
were  several  families  of  Spakemaus  resident  in  the 
parish.  The  name  which  is  now  far  from  uncom- 
mon, is  usually  spelt  "  Speakman  ;"  but  in  Leigh, 
if  not  elsewhere,  though  the  spelling  is  modernised, 
the  old  and  more  correct  pronunciation  of  the  name 
is  generally  preserved.

Within  the  last  few  days  a  Government  Blue 
Book  has  been  issued  giving  the  Return  of  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  from  1213  to  1705,  and  compiled 
from  the  original  writs  in  the  Public  Record  Office, 
and  checked  by  the  Parliamentary  Returns  in  the 
Crown  Office.  This  Return,  while  confirming  the 
general  accuracy,  in  some  few  cases  corrects  the 
articles  which  have  appeared  in  the  "Scrap  Book." 
The  Blue  Book  itself  is  certainly  not  free  from 
errors,  and  it  is  to  be  observed  is  based  solely  upon 
official  sources,  so  that  where  these  are  wanting  no 
attempt  is  made  to  supply  the  points  lacking  from 
sources  of  investigation  which  though  not  official 
are  in  many  instances  scarcely  less  reliable.  In  this 
supplemental  note  the  corrections  given  on  the 
authority  of  the  Blue  Book  are  so  stated.  It  will 
be  seen  that,  Avith  the  exception  of  two  or  three 


clerical  errors  in  copying,  the  alterations  are  prin- 
cipally in  the  transposition  of  members  from  one 
Parliament  to  another  Parliament  which  met  in 
the  same  year.

BOROUGH  OF  LANCASTER. 
This  Borough — the  County  Town  of  Lancashire 
— first  sent  members  to  Parliament  23  Edward  I. 
(1295),  and  ceased  5  Edward  IIL  (LV)!),  after 
making  nineteen  returns.  It  resumed  its  ancient 
privilege  probably  some  time  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
VIII ,  but,  owing  to  the  loss  of  most  of  the  Ee- 
turns  of  that  period,  the  precise  date  cannot  be 
determined.  It  returned  two  members  to  the 
Parliament  of  1529  (21  Hen.  VIII ),  after  which  the 
earliest  return  preserved  is  that  of  1547  (1  Edward 
VI.),  but  from  then  until  the  Parliament  of 
1865  it  continued  without  intermission  to  send  two 
members  to  the  House  of  Commons.     The  Borough 
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was  disfranchised  for  corrupt  practices  by  the  Re- 
form Act  of  1867. 

Prior  to  1832,  the  right  of  election  was  vested 
by  Charter  in  the  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  and  no 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons'  appearing  by 
which  this  right  was  in  any  way  set  aside  or 
modified,  it  continued  thus  until  the  passing  of  the 
first  Reform  Act.  The  number  of  Freemen  in 
1750  was  about  1,000  ( Willis)  ;  in  1820  about  1800 
{Old field). 

The  identification  of  early  Borough  members  is  a 
difficult,  and,  in  most  instances,  an  impossible  task, 
from  the  circumstance  that  in  ancient  times  the 
persons  elected  as  representatives  for  cities  and 
boroughs  could  only  be  resident  citizens  or  bur- 
gesses of  such  cities  or  boroughs,  and  not  strangers 
or  the  neighbouring  country  gentlemen.  In  the 
Modus  Teyicndi  ParUxmientum  (written  between 
1294-1327),  as  concerning  the  burgesses  it  is  said, — 
"In  the  same  manner  it  used  and  ought  to  be  com- 
manded to  the  bailiffs  and  trustworthy  men  of 
boroughs  that  they  should  elect  two  fit,  honourable 
and  experienced  burgesses  from  among  themselves, 
and  for  themselves,  to  come  and  be  present  in  the 
Parliament,  in  the  same  manner  as  has  been  said  of 
citizens,  &c  "  The  same  rule  continued  down  to 
the  reign  of  King  Henry  VI.,  for  by  statute  23rd 
of  that  King,  chap.  14,  was  recited  an  Act  of  the 
previous  reign  (I  Hen.  V.),  which  provided — "That 
the  citizens  and  burgesses  of  cities  and  boroughs 
coming  to  Parliament  should  be  chosen  men, 
citizens  and  burgesses  resident,  abiding  and  en- 
franchised in  the  same  cities  and  borouglis  ;"  and, 
it  is  added,  — "  The  whicla  citizens  and  burgesses, 
and  no  others,  have  at  all  times  been  chosen  in 
cities  and  boroughs."  It  was  not  until  the  sixteenth 
century  that  the  custom  of  choosing  members  frona 
outside  their  own  communities  was  introduced  in  the 
towns,  but  from  that  time  the  practice  became  very 
common,  notwithstanding  the  statute  of  Henry  V., 
which  seems  never  to  have  been  repealed.  It  fol- 
lows, however,  that  while  some  few  of  the  early 
burgesses  may  have  been,  and  undoubtedly  were, 
of  the  landed  gentry  of  the  county,  resident  in  the 
locality  of  the  boroughs  for  which  they  were  re- 
turned, and  their  families  therefore  more  or  less 
known,  the  majority  were  not  inthisposition.  They 
were  simply  persons  of  local  importance,  whose  iden- 
tification, from  lapse  of  time,  and  the  non-existence 
in  their  case  of  the  usual  sources  of  genealogical

investigation,  has  now  become  next  to  impossible.

In  the  "Scrap  Book"  (No.  58),  and  in  Local 
Gleanings,  quarto  series,  vol.  ii.,  p.  293,  appeared  a 
Yery  curious  account  of  "  Cursing  by  Bell,  Book, 
and  Candle,  in  Leigh  Church  in  1474,"  which  was 
taken  from  a  coUfiction  of  deeds  relating  to  the 


Shakerley  family,  which  had  been  copied  from  the 
originals  about  the  middle  of  the  17th  century. 
In  the  same  collection  were  a  number  of  other 
local  deeds,  abstracts  of  which,  taken  by  Mr.  J.  P. 
Earwaker,  F.S  A ,  have  since  appeared  in  the 
"  Sera  Book  "  (Nos.  153,  155,  158,  and  160),  and 
the  two  following  deeds  which  Mr.  Earwaker  has 
printed  in  his  new  antiquarian  monthly  magazine — 
Local  Gleanings, — and  which,  by  his  kind  per- 
missiun,  we  are  able  to  print  in  the  "  Scrap  Book,' 
and  thus  complete  an  exceedingly  interesting  series 
of  old  documents.  Respecting  the  two  "declara- 
tions," Mr.  Earwaker  makes  the  following  intro- 
ductory remarks.  He  notes  that  they  are  very 
curious,  as  they  are  specimens  of  a  class  of  deeds 
by  no  means  common,  and  which  are  of  special 
interest  as  indicative  of  the  customs  of  the  15tli 
century.  Both  these  are  earlier  than-  "the  cursing 
deed,"  but,  like  it,,  both  of  them,  record  how  cer- 
tain persons  appeared  in  Leigh  Church,  and  there 
publicly,  before  a  nmuber  of  persons,  whose  names, 
are  given,  swore  to  the  truth  of  certain  assertions 
on  questions  of  great  importance  as  to  the  owner- 
ship of  laud  and  the  value  of  certain  deeds.  la 
the  first  one,  which  is  dated  in  1430,  a  certain 
Anne,  or  Agnes,  the  daughter  of  Roger  Wynston- 
ley,  of  the  mature  age  of  77,  swore  ujjon  a  missal 
on  Simday  in  the  first  week  in  Lent,  in  the  "  Kirke 
of  Leght,"  that  Hugh  Pemberton,  parson  or  rector 
of  Burnlej',  then  called  Burnell,  had  either  himself 
forged  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  certain  lands,  or 
had  caused  the  same  to  be  forged  for  him.  The 
second  is  dated  1435,  and  it  records  that  Ellen 
Morlegh  took  it  upon  her  charge,  a?  she  would 
answer  before  God,  that  certain  b,n'ls  about  which 
there  had  been  great  disputes,  had  been  conveyed 
by  her  and  her  husband  to  the  Shakerlej's,  and  in 
order  to  confirm  the  accuracy  of  her  statements- 
she  had  sworn  to  the  same  upon  a  book  in  the 
presence  of  Sii'  Henry  Ince,  priest,  her  confessor^ 
and  had  also  sworn  upon  a  book  "in  Leght  Kirke," 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  people  there.  It  is  very 
remarkable  that  one  collection  of  deeds  should 
contain  so  manj'  examples  of  tiiis  curious  custom  of 
swearing  in  public  before  the  congregation,  and 
also  stiU  more  remarkable  tliat  the  Church  of  Leigh 
should  be  the  one  selected.  It  was  no  doubt  con- 
sidered that  the  sanctity  of  the  edifice  rendered 
such  declarations  of  a  much  more  solemn  character 
than  those  made  in  any  other  way,  and  it  is  quite: 
probable  that  the  oiEciating;  priest  pronounced  as 
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accursed  all  who  should  dare  to  commit  perjury  in 
so  public  and  solemn  a  manner.  It  would  be  in- 
teresting to  know  what  weight  such  "affidavits" 
would  have  in  a  court  of  law. 

These  quaint  deeds,  written  in  English,  and  con- 
taining many  curious  words  and  expressions,  are  as 
follows  :— 

ffor  als  mykell  as  I  Annes  ye  daughtr  of  EogR 
or  Wynsionley  being  of  the  age  of  xx/iij  yere  and 
xvij  [77]  haue  bene  requiret  &  hegh  charge  put  to 
me  tn  say  the  soth  [truth]  as  touching  a  dede  wch 
is  said  that  the  said  Bor/rr  shulde  haue  made  & 
shulde  haue  asselet  [sealed]  to  one  Hugh  of  Pern- 
berfon  sume  tyme  p'son  [parson]  of  the  kyrke  of 
Burnell  [Burnley]  of  certen  lands  &  ten[emen]ts 
lying  in  the  towne  of  Pemberton  called  Sledl>r'k. 
And  for  as  mykell  as  I  haue  full  mynd  &  knaw- 
ledge  yrof  [thereof]  how  y*  [that]  estate  was  made 
&  asselet  [sealed].  Therefore  I  the  said  Annes 
haue  sworne  opon  a  myssale  on  Sunday  in  ye  first 
weke  of  Lenton  last  past  in  ye  kirke  of  Leght  in 
p'sence  of  Bor/i'  Htilton,  Oeffrpy  Shalcreley,  Ranf 
Holcroft,  John  of  Vrmeston,  Rorf  Gelibrond,  Ma- 
thno  of  Sale,  Bolt,  of  Leylond,  Bog^  of  Bodley, 
WiUvi.  of  Hulton,  Bkhard  of  PradshgJi,  WiUm.  oj 
Bradshagh  and  many  other  that  this  yt  [that]  I 
shall  say  is  ye  suthe  [truth]  &  yrof  [thereof],  and 
for  eu'  [ever]  I  take  it  vpon  my  charge  as  I  shall 
onswere  [answer]  before  god,  that  the  sayd  Bog''' 
Wynstonley  my  father  neu'  [never]  made  none  siche 
a  dede  nyfe  [?  nor]  non  siche  clede  asselet  [sealed] 
to  ye  said  Hugh  of  Pemherton,  but  after  yt  the 
said  Boger  of  Wlnstonlcy  my  father  was  dede  [dead] 
ye  said  Hvgh  of  PemVton  wcli  [which]  was  execu- 
tr  and  minister  [administrator]  of  the  goodes  & 
catell[s]  of  the  said  Bogr  my  father  toke  [took]  ye 
seel  [seal]  of  armes  of  ye  said  Bog'''  Wynstonley  my 
father  &  asselet  [sealed]  ye  said  dede  after  the 
dethe  of  ye  said  Bog''  my  father  or  ells  [elsej  who 
[someone]  yt  he  ordent  &  made  to  do  it  for  him. 
Also  I  the  said  Annes  haue  sworne  opon  ye  sayd 
mysale  [missal]  before  ye  said  record'  [recorders] 
y  yr  [that  there]  is  no  lond  nyf  [?  nor]  ten[emen]t3 
wthine  ye  sayd  towne  of  Pemberton  yt  ben  [is] 
called  Sledbroke  but  yat  [that]  same  wch  yt  dede 
was  forgot  [forged]  &  made  of  by  ye  said  Hugh  of 
Pemherton  &  that  is  now  in  plee  [pleading  or  ques- 
tion]. In  witness  of  ye  wch  thing  to  these  p'sents 
I  haue  set  my  scale.  And  for  [because]  my  seale  is 
not  knawen  [known]  I  haue  prayet  [begged]  these 


before  nomet  [named]  worshipful  men  to  yes 
p'sents  [tliese  prefents]  to  set  hor  [their]  seales. 
And  we  the  said  Boff  Hidton  Geffrey,  Bauf,  John, 
Bog''  Gelibrond,  Muthew,  Boht ,  Bog^  Bodley, 
WiUm.,  Bkhard  ct-  Willm  recorden  [do  record]  yt 
[that]  ye  said  AN^ES  has  sworne  &  taken  charge  of 
the  said  dede  as  is  before  reherset  &  written.  In 
witness  of  ye  wch  thing  to  yes  [these]  p'sents  we 
haue  set  our  seales,  given  at  Leght  on  munday  the 
first  weke  of  Lenton  In  ye  eght  years  of  Kynge 
Henry  ye  sext.     [March  1429-30.] 

Knowen  be  it  to  all  men  that  I  Eltn  or  te  Mor- 
LEGH  take  on  my  charge  as  I  will  answers  before 
that  Bog'''  of  Crofte  my  husband  and  I  maden 
[made]  astate  [an  estate]  of  our  land  in  Asteley  to 
Baffe  of  Shal-erley  &  his  heires  &  to  his  assignes  for 
eu'  [ever]more  by  a  deede  ye  wch  is  redy  for  to 
shew  [to  be  shown]  and  the  sayd  deede  &  liu'y  of 
seisin  [livery  of  seisin]  by  the  said  deede  was  made 
freeljr  by  assent  of  my  husband  &  me,  and  that  I 
was  neu'  [never]  constrenet  [constrained,  com- 
pelled] yrto  [thereto]  by  my  sayd  husband  nor  by 
non  other  man  as  I  will  answere  before  god,  and 
that  it  is  my  will  that  that  d^ede  and  liu'y  [livery] 
of  seisin  made  to  the  saj'd  Baffe  should  [remain]  in 
strength  &  virtue  and  that  I  pray  all  men  here 
witnes.  Also  for  as  mych  as  ther  was  variau[n]ce 
&  debate  betweene  Henry  of  Crofte  and  Mayhe-n 
Gilibrunt  my  sonnes  of  the  wch  variaunce  they  were 
sworne  to  abyde  my  deme  [award,  arbitration]  And 
I  gaf  [gave]  them  there  deme  byenden  [indenture] 
to  the  terme  of  lyfe  of  ye  said  Mayken  and  made 
them  sworne  to  keepe  it.  And  ye  cause  of  the 
giving  was  for  fere  [fear]  lest  anther  [either]  of 
them  had  slayin  other,  but  my  will  is  now  that  it 
be  knowen  to  all  men  that  I  had  no  power  to  give 
non  siche  deme  Ijetwene  them  because  I  stowde 
[stood]  in  non  estate 'in  my  lond  for  as  michs  as 
my  lond  was  given  before  to  ths  sayd  Baffe  of 
Shalcerley  by  deede  in  the  man'  [manner] 
abouesayd  the  wch  Baffe  of  Shakerley  is 
dead,  and  after  his  decease  Geffrey  of  Shak- 
erley brother  to  the  said  Baffe  enteret  [entered] 
into  the  same  land  as  next  heire  to  ye  sayd  Baffe 
&  thereof  was  seised.  And  then  after  the  death  of 
my  husband  in  my  widowhode  stonding  upon  my 
selfe.  I  made  an  estate  by  deede  to  Geffrey  of 
Shakerley  to  him  &  to  his  heires  for  eu'more  [ever- 
more], the  wch  is  for  to  shewe  [to  be  seen].  And 
the   sayd   Geffrey  in  his  possession  has   made  an 
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estate  to  Rafe  of  Crofle  sonne  &  heire  to  Henry  oj 
Crofle  to  haue  to  Rafe  of  Crofte  before  sayd  to  his 
heire  of  his  body  getten  male  and  so  forth  as  my 
■will  is.  And  also  I  take  on  my  cliarge  that  [neither] 
my  sayd  husband  ne  [nor]  I  made  non  estate  of  the 
sayd  lands  to  no  man  before  the  state  made  to  the 
sayd  Raffe  of  ShaJcerley  he  that  we  take 
neu'  [never]  estate  againe  to  us  two,  ne  to  one  sole 
as  I  will  answere  at  the  day  of  dome  And  that 
this  saying  i^  true  I  the  sayd  Elyn  have  sworne 
vpon  a  booke  in  the  p'nce  [presence]  of  Sir  Henry 
of  Ines  [/«cp],  preste,  the  confessor  of  [me]  ye  sayd 
Elyn,  Rogr  of  Hulton,  Oliuer  of  Anderton,  Roht.  of 
Shakerlry,  Roht.  of  Leyland,  Tho :  Latwys.  And 
also  I  haue  sworne  upon  a  booke  in  Leght  Kirke  in 
the  p'nee  [presence]  of  all  the  people  that  this  i 
south  [truth]  that  is  heare  aboue  written,  as  I  shaU 
answere  before  god.  And  I  tlie  sayd  Elyn  and  we 
all  haue  set  our  seales,  written  at  Asteley  the 
seventh  day  of  May  in  the  xiij  yeare  of  the  raigne 
of  the  sixte  King  Henry.  [1435.]  — -Editor.

[No.  20^.]— TABLET  OR  MONUMENT  IN  LEIGH 
OLD    CHURCH. 

In  No.  184  an  enquiry  was  made  respecting  a 
"monument  to  the  memory  of  Thomas  Leigh, 
which,  it  is  said,  was  formerly  placed  in  the  Old 
Parish  Church  of  Leigh,"  &c.,  (See  Note.)  Among 
some  memoranda  jotted  down  before  the  restoration 
of  the  church  (the  note  book  containing  which  has 
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been  lent  to  the  Editor  of  the  "Scrap  Book,") 
occurs  the  following  : — "In  the  old  galleiy  on  one 
of  the  boaids  is  an  angel,  a  cross,  a  square,  three 
unicorns,  and  a  /\,  a  cross,  and  three  crowns."  It 
may  be  worth  noting  that  the  arms  of  the  Leighs  of 
Stoneleigh,  Co.  Warwick,  are — Arms  :  Gules,  a  cross 
engrailed  Argent,  in  the  dex'er  canton  a  lozenge,  of 
the  second;  Supporters  :  Two  unijorns  Argent 
armed  and  maned  Or  ;  Crest  :  An  unicorn'' s  head 
couped  Argent  armed  and  mancd  Or.  The  Arms  of 
the  Corona  family,  sometimes  borne  by  the  Leighs 
of  Adlington,  were  :  Azure  three  crotuns  {or  coromts) 
Or.  We  should  be  glad  to  learn  something  more 
-respecting  these  heraldic  insignia  in  the  Old  Chuvch 
of  Leigh  :  whether  they  were  upon  a  monument  or 
a  hatchment,  and  if  they  are  still  in  existence  and 
if  so  where  ?  — Editor.

Referring  to  article  No.  154  on  "  Lancashire 
Parliamentary  Representation,"  it  may  perhaps  in- 
terest your  readers  to  know  that  in  the  Manchester 
Royal  Exchange  there  is  a  full-length  life-size 
painting  of  Thomas  Stanley,  who  sat  as  M.P.  for 
the  County  for  a  period  of  thirty-two  years — from 
1780  to  1812.

In  20  Eliz.  a  fine  \vas  levied  in  the  Duchy  Court 
of  Lancaster  in  the  case  of  Francis  Bolde  and 
others,  plaintiffs,  and  Eichard  Bolde,  Esqre.,  and 
William  Willyamson  alias  Appleton,  deforceants, 
of  one  messuage,  one  yard,  one  orchard,  fifteen 
acres  of  land,  four  acres  of  mead,  and  six  acres  of 
pasture  in  Bold, 

In  the  Plea  Roll  of  the  Cdunty  of  Chester,  38 
Henry  VI.,  occurs  the  name  of  Thomas  Appulton, 
of  Grafton. 

In  the  extracts  from  the  Lay  Subsidies  referring 
to  the  Appletons  lately  published  (See  No.  186), 
the  Essex  family  is  evidently  introduced.  This 
can  be  proved  by  the  Ditton  Subsidy  in  4  Charles 
I.,  where,  in  the  first  assessment,  Henry  Appleton 
and  his  wife  Jane  appear.  In  the  next  assessment, 
made  soon  after,  Henry  Appleton  and^?e'cehis  wife 
are  put  down  for  a  similar  amount.  I  find  it 
stated  in  the  history  of  the  Essex  Appletons  that 
Sir  Henry  Applelon,  the  second  Baronet  of  South 
Bemfleet  and  Jarvis  Hall,  married  twice.  His  first 
wife  was  Joan,  daughter  of  Edward  Sheldon,  of 
Beoley,  Worcestershire,  the  marriage  settlement 
being  dated  23rd  of  May,  1618.  His  second  wife 
was  Alice,  daughter  of  William  Riplingham,  of 
Harborough,  Worcestershire,  and  they  were 
married  at  St.  Catherine's,  Fenchurch-street. 
on  11th  August,  1628.  It  appears  that  she 
died  a  few  years  after,  and  was  buried  at  South 
Bemfleet,  8th  November,  1631.  With  Alice  was  a 
dowery  of  £3,500,  proving  her  to  have  been  of  a 
wealthy  family,  — H,  A.

He  married  at  Deane  Parish  Church,  25  May,  1613, 
Mary  Mather,  who  in  her  will  (proved  in  the 
Prerogative  Court  at  York  in  1645,  by  her  son 
Peter  Rylands,  of  Culcheth,  Gent.)  desires  to  be 
buried  ' '  at  my  Parishe  Church  of  Winwicke  in  my 
ancestors  buriall  &  neere  unto  Raphe  Rylandes  my 
late  husband."  No  doubt  she  was  buried  at  Win- 
wick,  but  the  registers  do  not  record  it,  nor  do 
they  record  the  burial  of  her  husband,  who  died 
between  the  11th  and  the  23rd  November,  1633. 
Their  children  Peter,  John,  Ralph,  William,  Roger. 
Anne,  Elizabeth,  EUen,  and  Alice  were,  most  of 
them,  baptised  at  Winwick  and  Newchurch.  I 
also  wish  to  ascertain  the  place  and  date  of  burial 
(between  1652  and  July,  1659,)  of  the  second  son 
John,  who  lived  at  Bedford  in  Leigh  Parish,  and 
the  burials  of  William,  who  was  living  at  Cul- 
cheth in  1662,  and  of  Roger  the  youngest  son. 

The  Inventory  of  the  personal  property  of  Ralph 
Rylands,  preserved  at  Chester  with  the  will,  con- 
tains some  curious  items,  and  shows  the 
stock-in-trade,  &c.,  of  a  well-to-do  yeoman 
in  the  time  of  Charles  I.,  and  the  great 
difference  in  the  value  of  farm  stock  in  those  days 
compared  with  the  present  time.  It  may  therefore 
interest  some  of  your  readers.

IN  FURNESS. 

Roger  de  Kirkby,  of  Kirkby-Ireleth,  in  the  time 
of  Richard  the  First,  had  a  son  John,  who,  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  III. ,  was  a  Judge  in  the  King's 
Bench,  and  the  aiath or  of  the  "Inquest  for  York- 
shire." Either  the  Judge  himself  or  some  of  his 
immediate  descendants  went  to  reside  at  Kirkby- 
Stephen,  which  thenceforth  became  the  abode  of 
the  family  for  many  generations.

Nearly  a  year  ago  Mr.  J'.  E.  Bailey,  F.S.A.,  of 
Manchester,  contributed  to  these  "Notes"  an 
original  series  of  papers  entitled  :  "  Troubles  of 
William  Ryley,  Lancaster  Herald,  and  of  his  Son, 
Clerks  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower."  In  the  re- 
j»rints  of  the  articles  a  pedigree  was  given  of  the 
Kyley  family  and  some  additional  facts  noted.  Mr. 
W.  A.  Abram,  editor  of  the  "  Local  Sketches  "  in 
the  Preston  Guardian,  referring  to  Mr.  Bailey's 
papers,  has  printed  in  the  columns  he  so  ably 
edits  the  following  additional  note  respecting  the 
Byleys  : — "The  elder  William  Ryley  held  his 
offices  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.,  the  Protectorate 
of  Cromwell,  and  the  reign  of  Charles  II.,  and  died 
in  July,  1667  ;  and  his  son,  William  Ryley,  junr  , 
Clerk  of  tlie  Records,  died  in  November,  1675. 
William  Ryley,  the  father,  was  a  Lancashire  man 
by  birth  and  family  connection  ;  but  it  is  not 
positively  known  to  which  of  two  or  three  local 
clans  of  Ryleys  of  that  period  he  belonged.  We 
conjecture  it  was  either  the  Ryleys  of  the  Green, 
near  Hoghton  Tower,  or  the  Ryleys  of  High  Riley, 
or  Ryley  Hey,  in  Accrington,  both  yeoman  stocks 
of  a  certain  respectability.  Since  Mr.  Bailey  pub- 
lished his  useful  biographical  sketches  of  the  two 
Ryleys,  T  have  noted  a  circumstance  which  con- 
nects these  two  functionaries  in  the  Heralds'  Office 
with  Preston,  and  also  affords  a  fresh  item  or  two 
jtliout  their  family.  I  have  found  the  name  of  the 
elder  William  Ryley,  his  sons,  his  brother,  and 
brother's  son,  enrolled  upon  the  Guild  Roll  of 
Preston  in  1642.  It  seems  very  likely  that  the 
elder  William  Ryley  atteud^id  the  Preston  Guild  in 
li6'42,  in  his  official  character  as  Lancaster  Herald, 
3Jid  secured  to  himself  the  freedom  of  the  Guild 
arid  the  privileges  of  a  Burgess  of  the  Borough 
Ihe  entries  as  they  appear  in  the  Guild  Roll  of 
164'2.are  as  follows  '.r-^-

The  plain  English  of  this  record  is  : — William 
Ryley,  Esq.,  Lancaster  Herald-atarms  ;  William 
Ryley  his  son  ;  Phillip  Ryley  and  Charles  Ryley, 
brothers  of  the  younger  William  (younger  sous  of 
the  first-named  William)  ;  Richard  Ryley,  brother 
of  the  fore-named  William  ;  John  Ryley  his  son. 
The  information  does  not  include  the  name  of  the 
father  of  William  Ryley  the  Lancaster  Herald, 
which  is  wanted  to  connect  him  with  one  or  other 
of  the  local  families  ;  but  it  supplies  the  names  of 
two  of  his  younger  sons,  Phillip  and  Charles,  both 
living  in  1642  ;  as  well  as  of  his  first  son  William, 
who  became  Clerk  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower.  It 
further  tells  us  that  William  Ryley  the  Herald  had 
a  brother  Richard  Ryley,  living  in  1642,  who  was 
enrolled  with  him  at  Preston  Guild  that  year  ;  and 
we  are  led  to  assume  that  his  brother  lived  near 
Prestion,  doubtless  in  the  paternal  homestead.  For 
it  is  to  be  noticed  that  both  the  brothers  Ryley, 
with  their  sons,  were  entered  on  the  list  of  In-Bur- 
gesses  at  this  Guild,  not  of  Foreign  Burgesses  ;  and 
although  cases  of  persons  being  In-Bui-gesses  whose 
ortlinary  domicile  was  not  within  the  town  oc- 
curred, the  parties  so  privileged  were  usually  near 
neighbours.  Examination  of  some  of  the  later  Rolls 
when  occasion  serves  may  afford  further  clues  as  to- 
the  generations  of  this  particular  family  of  Ryleys. 
Some  of  them  may  turn  out  to  have  been  regular 
residents  in  Preston  Robert  Ryley,  and  Thomas 
Ryley,  were  resident  In-Burgesses  of  Preston  and 
voted  as  such  at  the  election  in  1690.  "

Therefore  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  aforesaid  T  ho  mas  a,nd  Richard  should 
recover  their  seism  against  the  aforesaid  William  and 
Edward  of  the  tenements  and  commons  aforesaid 
with  the  appurtenances,  and  that  the  same  William 
and  Edward  should  have  of  the  land  of  the  said 
Samuel  and  John  to  the  value,  &c.,  and  that  the 
said  Samitel  and  John  should  have  of  the  land  of  the 
said  George  to  the  value,  &c.,  and  the  same  George 
in  mercy,  &c.  And  thereupon  the  said  Thomas  and 
Richard  crave  a  writ  of  our  lord  the  king  to  be 
directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  aforesaid  to 
cause  them  to  have  full  seisin  of  the  tenements  and 
commons  aforesaid  with  the  appurtenances,  and  it 
is  granted  to  them,  retui'nable  on  Monday  next  in 
the  same  session  of  this  court,  &c.  At  which  day 
came  the  said  Thomas  and  Richard  in  their  proper 
persons  and  the  Sheriff,  namely,  Roger  Mainwarlng, 
sendeth  that  by  virtue  of  the  writ  aforesaid,  to  him 
directed,  he  did  cause  them  to  have  full  and  peace- 
able seisin  of  the  said  tenements  and  commons  \vitLu 
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appurtenances  as  by  the  said  writ  he   was  com- 
manded. Judgment  and  Seisin. 


[No.  S17. ]-TOETlC  DESCRIPTION  OF  LEIGH. 

The  following  is  the  title-page  of  a  small  volume 
which  has  a  special  local  interest  as  the  production 
of  a  native  of  Leigh  town — the  Rev.  Richard 
Smetham,  Wesleyan  minister  : — 

NATAL  LOVE,  a  Poem,  together  with  two  other 
pieces.  By  Eichard  Smetham.  Sandbach : 
Printed  by  R.  Lindop.  [No  date.] 
The  poems  are  entitled  "Natal  Love,"  "  An  Early 
Walk  in  Spring,"  and  "Farewell  Lines  to  Willow 
Brook."  "  Natal  Love  "  occupies  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  volume,  and  is  divided  into  six  parts. 
In  the  first  part  the  author  thus  describes  his 
recollections  of  Leigh  when  the  present  century 
was  young  : — 

NATAL  LOVE. 
Shall  e'er  I  cease  to  love  my  native  soil  ? 
Where  first  I  felt  the  vital  flame,  and  breath'd 
The  breath  of  life?    Where  first  my  youthful  eye 
Beheld  the  cheerful  sun,  the  rising  moon, 
Ami  yon  blue  sky,  spotted  with  sparkling  gold  ? 
No — not  till  death,  pale  death,  these  eyelids  close, 
And  mem'ry  perish  in  the  shades  below. 

Tho'  sevcr'd  from  thee  long,  alas  !  I've  been, 
I  love  thee  still,  as  in  the  spring  of  life. 
When  by  thy  silver  streams,  or  o'er  thy  green 
And  flow'ry  meads  I  wandered  forth  in  quest 
Of  youthful  joys,  blithe  as  the  tuneful  lark, 
When  first  he  soars  to  sing  at  rising  day. 

And  O  !  when  favour'd  with  a  transient  visit 
What  busy  thoughts  arise  !  and  strangely  move 
And  melt  my  soul  as  o'er  the  past  I  ponder  I 
Fond,  fond  imagination  hurries  back 
The  stream  of  time,  and  unrestricted  fancy 
Paints  scenes  of  former  years  :  reanimates 
The  dead  ;  they  wake  to  life  ;  I  trace  their  steps 
Thro'  ev'ry  street ;  their  conversation  hear  ; 
Their  names  I  know  ;  their  ancient  dwellings  see  ; 
Well  nigh  to  some  a  little  gai'den  blooms. 
With  roses,  pinks,  and  sweet  carnations  deck'd  ; 
Where  oft  kind  neighbours  meet  at  sunny  noon, 
Or  evening  mill,  for  rest  or  friendly  talk. 

Beneath  yon  tree,  begirt  with  kindly  seat's, 
Whose  ample  shade  hangs  o'r  the  high-way  side, 
I  see  a  smiling  group  of  damsels  fair, 
With  flail,  and  sticks,  and  wheels,  and  cotton  cards. 
All  busy  as  the  bee  in  summer  sun. 
Whose  sonnets  sweet  beguile  the  hours  away. 
The  limber  lads  upon  the  green  I  see, 


With  rosy  cheek,  at  eventide,  playful 
As  kids  or  lambs,  till  youthful  pith  is  spent, 
And  drowsy  night  her  sable  mantle  spreads  : 
Now,  putting  on  a  graver  face,  they  all 
In  circlets  stand,  and  fearful  stories  tell 
Of  pale  or  bloody  ghosts  that  oft  are  teen  ; 
When  each,  alarm'd,  betakes  himself  tu  flight 
With  nimble  speed,  and  ev'iy  shaking  leaf. 
Or  rustling  breeze,  becomes  a  frightful  spectre, 
Nor  is  he  saf  .^  till  close  to  mother's  lap  ; 
I  laugh,  I  weep,  and  mutter  o'er  the  tales 
Of  ancient  time  ;  forget  the  years  between  ; 
And  for  some  fleeting  transient  moments  again 
Enjoy  the  pleasing  scenes  of  youthful  days. 

But  soon  the  airy  vision  takes  its  flight. 
And  pensive,  and  sad,  and  lonely  leaves  me  ; 
A  stranger  on  my  native  soil ;  where  once 
I'd  friends,  sincere  and  kind,  a  numerous  train  ; 
A  few,  I  see,  with  hoary  locks  are  left 
Behind,  companions  of  my  childish  years. 
The  rest  are  gone  the  way  of  all  the  earth  ! 

Where'er  I  turn  my  wandering  feet,  or  thro' 
Thy  distant  dales,  or  woods,  or  lawns,  some  names 
I  miss  :  a  few  were  great ;  names  of  renown  ; 
Once  thy  chief  boast  and  pride,  whose  stately  cars, 
And  mettle  steeds,  in  silver  harness  bright. 
And  pages  gay,  oft  rattl'd  thro'  thy  streets. 
Alas,  are  they  too  gone  !  could  gold  not  bribe 
The  king  of  terrors  to  grant  a  longer  lease 
Of  life,  and  give  them  some  advantage  'bove 
Their  poorer  neighbours  ?     Go,  to  the  place 
Of  skulls,  the  deep  damp  vault,  you'll  find  them  there. 

As  here  I  pensive  roam,  in  quest  of  things 
Antique,  thy  greatest  ornament  I  miss  ; 
The  massy  mansion  fair,  whose  stately  top 
Look'd  o'er  the  neighbouring  pines  ;  a  pleasing  sight. 
Which  courted  oft  the  passing  stranger's  eye  ; 
But  ah  !  that  pleasing  sight  is  seen  no  more  : 
Tho'  once  the  pride  of  him  who  laid  the  firm 
Foundation  stone,  and  smil'd,  and  mutely  said, 
"  Rise,  noble  fabric,  rise,  and  proudly  stand 
Unmov'd  by  wasting  time,  and  tell  my  name 
To  many  a  generation  yet  unborn. " 
Delusive  hope,  on  foolish  fancy  built, 
For  ere  the  lapse  of  fifty  years  twice  told, 
Methinks,  'twill  scarce  be  known  thou  e'er  didst  live. 

The  gentle  youth,  last  heir  who  could  thy  name 
Transmit  to  future  time,  I  knew  ;  I've  seen 
Him  trip  along  the  woodlands  gay  with  dog 
And  gun,  ere,  ere,  the  glitt'ring  dew  uprose 
To  meet  the  coming  sun,  I  guess,  o'erjoy'd 
To  think,  "  What  youth  is  there  on  earth  more  bless'd 
Than  I  ?    Richer  far  than  many  a  lord  ; 
By  Providence  I'm  destined  to  preserve 
The  mem'ry  of  a  noble  race  of  ancestors ;" 
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But  ah  !  too  soon  the  tender  blossom  fell, 
Nipt  by  chill  death,  and  with  it  died  thy  name  ! 
And  thy  princely  fortune,  disappointed  youth, 
Has  flit  to  other  owners  ;  other  names  : 
For  thee  ray  bosom  heaves  a  pensive  sigh  ! 
And  half  inclines  to  growl  at  ruthless  death. 

Thy  fishy  pools,  with  oozy  fen  and  sedge, 
And  slimy  reed  upfiUing  fast,  I've  seen 
In  gay  attire,  showing  their  faces  bright 
To  th'  golden  sun,  whose  life  inspiring  ray 
In  quick  commotion  sets  the  shining  inmates  ; 
Now  here,  now  there,  and  ev'ry where,  see,  see 
Them  dance,  and  plunge,  and  play  in  merry  mood, 
Dimpliug  with  boiling  circles  these  crystal  pools ; 
But  ah,  dear  youth,  since  thou  was  snatch'd  away, 
They  all  seem  lone,  and  sad,  and  sigh  for  thee  ! 

The  goodly  peacock,  too,  has  mournful  left 
His  favourite  haunt,  where  he  was  wont  to  strut 
In  stately  pride,  showing  his  splendid  wings. 
And  glossy  moons,  spangl'd  with  orient  beams  ; 
Nor  does  jon  silent  sylvan  grove  re-echo 
His  shrill  matin  thro'  the  neighbouring  vales. 
The  myrtle,  lily  white,  and  fragrant  rose 
Have  ceas'd  to  sent,  with  odoriferous  sweets. 
Thy  shady  walks,  where  thou  wast  wont  to  stray 
At  sunny  noon  to  taste  the  cooling  zephyrs  : 
And  soon,  methinks.  the  e  venerable  oaks. 
These  lofty  pines,  and  all  this  sylvan  scene. 
Hewn  down  by  ruthless  hands,  will  disappear. 
And  houseless  leave  the  cooing  dove,  the  jay, 
The  chatt'ring  pie,  the  rook  and  linnet  sweet, 
And  all  the  warbling  tenants  of  the  wood. 

But  where  are  you,  ye  lovely  little  dames, 
As  lilies  fair,  bedeck'il  with  youthful  smiles  ? 
Oft  have  I  seen  you  nimbly  trip  o'er  yon 
Green  level  lawn,  blithsoniv^  as  rosy  morn  j 
And  oft  as  o'er  this  sad  ill-fated  scene 
I  stray,  in  pensive  mood,  for  you  I  look  ; 
But  tho'  I  look,  and  look,  and  look  again, 
Alas,  I  look  in  vain,  for  ye  are  gone  ! 
Methinks,  if  e'er  ye  chance  to  sojourn  here 
Awhile,  indignant  eyes  around  ye  cast. 
Then  sigh  and  drop  a  painful  parting  tear. 

But  tho'  I  mourn  the  rueful  ravages 
Of  time,  I  smile  to  see  some  things  the  same. 
Thy  gentle  stream,  O  Gles,  not  yet  gone  by ; 
I  hear  thy  murmers  as  in  younger  days  : 
Along  thy  peaceful  banks  oft  I've  wander'd, 
Ere  Phffibus  rose  to  wake  the  world,  or  from 
The  east  had  snot  his  golden  beams  athwart 
Our  hemisphere  to  gild  the  western  sky  : 
In  guileful  mood  I've  sa    beneath  thy  green 
And  shady  willows,  and  with  insidious  art 
Tempted  thy  tim'rous  tribes  to  their  destruction. 


The  speckled  trout,  lur'd  from  his  favourite  haunt 
By  vernal  showers,  and  gliding  gently  thro' 
Thy  muddl'd  stream,  with  hunger  qmcken'd  eye, 
In  hapless  moment  takes  the  fatal  snare  ; 
Away  he  strikes,  now  springs  aloft,  descends. 
And  whirling  round  and  round  with  ample  sweep  ; 
But,  after  many  a  fruitless  eflFort 
His  freedom  to  regain,  the  barbed  hook. 
The  faithful  line,  and  pliant  rod  force  him, 
Alas,  to  yield  up  liberty  and  life  : 
These  scaly  captives  oft  I've  view'd  with  huge 
Delight,  and  with  the  mighty  prize  blithsome 
Retraced  my  morning  steps  and  hurried  home, 
Greeted  by  brothers  kind,  companions  oft 
In  these  great  conquests  o'er  the  finny  race. 

In  thee  is  nought,  of  ancient  date,  but  has 
For  me  some  charm,  and  oft,  in  pensive  mood, 
To  hillocks,  stones,  and  running  rills  I  talk 
Of  early  joys,  alas,  forever  fled  ! 
Thy  trees  with  aged  tops,  and  wither'd  limbs, 
Whose  better  days  are  past,  e'en  these  I  love  ; 
And  thy  feather'd  choirs,  whose  successive  broods 
Have  cheer'd  them  all  with  many  a  tuneful  song. 

These  little  warblers  are  not  whims  I  find  ; 
But  fixt  unchang'd  to  customs  old  as  time  : 
'Tis  nature's  law  that  rules  the  winged  tribes. 
Which  leads  the  wise  to  nature's  God,  whose  will 
Ordains  how  all  the  feather'd  race,  or  in 
The  flow'ry  dale,  or  woody  hill,  or  by 
The  peaceful  lake,  or  crystal  stream,  on  wing, 
Or  on  the  mountain  pine  shall  sing  His  pi-aise  ! 

By  heavenly  insrinct  taught,  the  throstle  sits 
On  yonder  tree,  where  oft  I've  seen  his  sires 
In  former  days,  whistling  these  selfsame  notes 
At  morn  and  eve  to  hail  the  welcome  spring. 
The  finch,  in  golden  beauty  clad,  loves  still 
The  meek  monotony  of  all  his  race. 
Tomtit,  conceited  little  thing,  ne'er  tries 
To  catch  a  single  note  from  his  more  tuneful 
Neighbours,  nor  cares  to  hear  the  soaring  lark. 
Or  lovely  linnets  lay  ;  but  seems  content, 
And  better  pleas'd,  with  his  own  tuneless  prate. 
In  blackcaps  various  notes  nought-new  I  hear  ; 
But  as  of  old,  in  yonder  lonely  brake, 
Near  noon  of  night,  he  merry  makes  himself, 
And  wishful  seems  to  charm  the  list'ning  reeds, 
And  rising  willows  with  his  ev'ning  song. 
The  bird  of  spring,  in  all  his  wonted  flights 
To  distant  climes,  never  seems  to  fancy 
Foreign  melody,  but  his  own  prefers. 
And  the  old  note  cuckoo,  cuckoo,  tells  thee 
He's  come,  more  pleasing  far  to  village  swains. 
Than  all  the  warbling  music  of  the  woods. 
We  thank  you  all,  ye  various  winged  choirs 
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For  your  tenaciousness,  or  rather  Him 
Who  did  this  rare  endowment  first  bestow  : 
Variety  your  sameness  makes,  and  ceaseless  change, 
And  to  the  list'ning  well-instructed  ear, 
Your  notes  discordant  sweetest  harmony. 

The  school  stands  where  it  did  in  days  of  yore, 
Nor  seems  to  suffer  aught  from  caiik'ring  time. 
The  master  of  my  youth,  a  noble  scribe, 
Is  gone  ;  but  him  do  I  remember  well  ; 
I  see  him  gravely  sit  with  glasses  on. 
Flame  flashes  from  his  busy  frowning  eye, 
By  disobedience  vext,  and  his  potent  word 
Brings  many  a  sturdy  boy  with  low'ring  brow 
And  briny  cheek,  to  the  place  of  judgment. 
Thy  name  I  love,  altlio'  to  me,  to  all 
Beneath  thy  care,  thoii  wast  severely  kind. 

The  Rev'rend  Vicar  B.  from  head  to  foot 
In  flowing  mantle  clad,  his  person  tall 
And  stately,  too,  with  fine  majestic  face, 
And  lofty  looks,  and  sparkling  eyes,  enters 
The  school,  and  with  a  well-known  smile  exclaims, 
"  Those  for  a  holiday  uplift  your  hands  :" 
The  pleasing  mandate  is  by  all  approv'd, 
And  soon  obey'd  :  the  niasfer  bows  assent 
As  lightning  quick  away  we  fly  o'er  hill 
And  dale,  thro'  streets  and  verdant  lawns,  in  quest 
Of  various  sport,  as  youthful  fancy  leads ; 
His  Rev'rence  and  the  master  haste  away, 
By  pleasing  charm  of  sacred  music  drawn, 
To  meet  congenial  souls  ;  the  swelling,  soft, 
Harmonius  voice,  with  tuneful  organ  sweet. 
Delight  the  list'ning  ear,  and  melt  the  heart. 
And  raise  the  raptur'd  soul  to  thine;s  sublime. 

But  what  a  change,  companions  of  my  youth, 
In  you,  in  me,  this  reeling  world  has  made 
Since  last  we  parted  at  the  school-house  door. 
Some,  well  I  know,  to  Afric's  burning  suns 
Have  gone,  no  more  to  see  their  native  soil ; 
Others,  alas  !  high  rais'd  on  baseless  hope, 
Themselves  transplanted  to  the  western  world, 
To  seek  for  fickle,  faithless,  fortune  there  : 
And  some,  from  whom  my  melting  eye  lets  fall 
A  tear,  have  perish'd  in  their  country's  cause  ; 
Whose  youthful  mangl'd  bones  were  left  upon 
The  battle  field,  all  sprinkl'd  with  their  gore, 
Expos'd  to  wintry  winds,  or  summer  suns, 
Or  into  some  vast  grave's  terrific  jaws 
Unpitied  thrown  'mong  heaps  on  heaps  of  slain. 
A  few,  perchance,  on  fortune's  lap  high  fed, 
Have  grown  to  greatness  ;  but  you  I  envy  not ; 
I  wish  you  all  the  joy  that  earthly  things 
Oan  give,  and  joy  more  pure  ;  more  xjermanent, 
And  sweeter  far,  which  from  religion  springs, 
And  hope  celestial  of  celestial  blios. 


Thy  noble  Gothic  pile,  with  rising  tower, 
I  rev'rence,  proud  monument  of  dusky  time  : 
My  musing  soul,  inquisitive  and  prying, 
Would  gladly  know  thy  history,  what  skulls 
Thy  model  plann'd  ;  who  thy  foundation  laid, 
And  top  stone  with  shouting.     Time  was  when  these 
Were  present  things  ;  but  now  for  many  an  age 
Gone  by.     Perhaps  thy  builders  lie  entomb'd 
Within  thy  ample  walls  ;  thy  sacred  dust 
Their  bed  has  been  for  ten  times  fifty  years  : 
Sleep  on  and  take  your  rest,  ye  architects 
Of  ancient  time,  till  time  shall  be  no  more  ; 
Till  the  last  trump  of  God  shall  wake  the  world. 

The  curfew  tolls,  and,  as  in  former  days. 
Thy  humming  echo  strikes  my  list'ning  ear  : 
Delightful  bell,  thou  oft  my  heart  hast  cheer'd. 
Fresh  stung  my  slacken'd  nerves,  when  plodding  on 
My  lonely  way  in  ev'niog  dark  and  wild 
By  thy  own  sound,  borne  swift  on  airy  wings, 
And  seem'd  to  whisper,  "  Thou  wilt  soon  be  home.' 
But  ah  !    too  oft  thy  mufH'd  tongue  bears  doleful 
Tidings  ;  its  sound  is  like  the  voice  of  death 
Announcing  to  the  living,  "  Ye  must  die  !" 
And  if  kind  heaven  permit  my  life  to  end 
Where  it  begun,  thy  toll  will  tell  I'm  gone. 

The  succeeding  parts  of  "  Natal  Love  "  are  mainly 
theological  arguments,  and  the  poem  thus  con- 
cludes, with  the  exception  of  a  few  lines  of 
religious  application  : — 

But  ere  I  drop  my  pen,  another  word 

To  thee,  Dear  Natal  Place,  and  I  have  done. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  said  I  cannot  see  ; 

Or  that  I  look  on  thee  with  partial  eyes  : 

Well,  'tis  a  harmless  weakness  seldom  blam'd. 

Nor  is  it  rare  among  the  sons  of  men. 

Who  fondly  praise  the  spot  that  gave  them  birth, 

No  matter  what  or  where  it  is,  or  in 

The  tonid,  temperate,  or  the  frigid  zone. 

But  thou  hast  faults  which  all  that  will  may  see  ; 
Thy  speech  is  faulty  and  thy  manners  rude  : 
Hence,  when  a  stranger  wanders  thro'  thy  streets. 
He  t.iinks  thee  void  of  sense  and  kindness  too. 
And  yet  we  know  of  both  thou  hast  thy  share  : 
O  let  these  ancient  faults  be  mended  soon, 
'Twill  raise  thy  credit  and  promote  thy  weal. 

Tho'  I'm  no  prophet,  nor  a  prophet's  son. 
Yet  I'll  predict  that  thou  art  doom'd  to  rise  : 
This  is  not  fancy's  dream,  for  well  we  know 
That  men  of  late  have  seen  thy  real  worth. 
And  heads  and  hands,  and  hearts  are  coming  here, 
Scatt'ring  their  wealth  abroad  to  make  it  more. 
And  give  employment  to  thy  active  sons  ; 
Hence,  looking  onward  far,  to  distant  time, 


These  verJant  fields  and  flow'ry  meads  I  see 
With  busy  crowds,  and  streets,  and  traffic  fill'd. 
The   local  allusions   in  the  poem  will  be   readily 
noted  and  understood.  — Editor.

Tlie  deeds  printed  below  are  abstracted  from  the 
originals  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Rowland  Leigh, 
of  Lowton.  — Editor. 

To  all  people  to  whom  this  present  writing  of 
award  shall  come  we,  John  Starkey,  of  Penington, 
Co.  Lane,  Yeoman  ;  James  Starkey,  of  the  same, 
Mercer  ;  Jonathan  Br ideoake,  of  the  same,  Mercer  ; 
and  John  Parkinson,  of  the  same,  Mercer,  arbitra- 
tors chosen  by  and  between  William  Wood,  of 
Penington,  Carrier,  and  James  Wood,  of  the  same 
town.  Husbandman,  his  son,  do  arbitrate  and 
award  : — 

That  the  said  William  Wood,  his  executors,  &c., 
shall  at  the  cost  of  the  said  James  Wood,  his 
executors,  &c.,  before  10  May  next,  grant  and 
assign  to  the  said  James  Wood  all  his  (  William's) 
riglit,  &c.,  in  certain  messuages,  tenements,  &c., 
In  Penington,  reserving  to  the  said  William  Wood 
and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  the  south  bay  of  the  said 
dwelling-house  part  of  the  garden,  orchard,  &c., 
for  so  much  of  the  original  lease  as  shall  be  spent 
in  their  several  lives. 

In  consideration  whereof,  we,  the  said  arbitrators, 
do  award  that  the  said  James  Wood,  his  executors, 
&c.,  shall  before  the  10  May  next  pay  to  Ralph 
Eaines,  Esq.,  so  much  money  as  shall  appear  to  be 
due  to  him  by  the  said  William  Wood  touching  the 
said  premises  with  interest,  &c.  And  if  such 
money  shall  fall  short  of  £70  then  all  such  re- 
mainder to  be  paid  to  the  hands  of  the  said  William 
Wood  or  his  assigns. 

And  we  do  also  award  that  the  said  James  Wood 
shall  before  the  10  May  next,  produce  good  security 
to  the  said  William  Wood  or  his  assigns  for  the 
payment  to  him  of  the  annual  sum  of  £6  to  be 
paid  qiiarterlj'  for  nine  years. 

And  we  do  likewise  award  that  if  the  said  James 
Wood,  his  executors,  &c.,  shall  make  default  in 
p'Byment  or  security  of  the  moneys  due  to  the  said 
Mr.  5a»/He?  and  to  the  said  William  Wood  in  manner 
as  aforesaid,  then  this  award  to  he  void  and  of 
none   effect.     And  in  such   case  the  said  James 


Wood,  his  executors,  Ac,  shall  on  payment  and 
tender  to  him  made  by  the  said  William  Wood,  his 
executors,  &c.,  of  the  sum  of  £10  seal  and  execute 
to  the  said  William  Wood,  his  executors,  &c.,  such 
good  and  sufficient  assignment  and  release,  &c  ,  to 
the  messuage,  &c.,  as  trie  counsel  of  the  said 
William  Wood  or  his  assigns  shall  then  tender  and 
direct.     6  March,  1706  [-7.]

BOROUGH  OF  PRESTON. 

The  history  of  the  Parliamentary  Representation 
of  Preston  has  been  so  well  told  by  Mr  Dobson 
{Hist,  of  the  Pari.  Rep.  of  Preston,  by  W.  Dobson, 
1868),  and  still  later,  and  even  more  elaborately,  in 
the  admirable  series  of  papers  now  appearing  in 
the  Preston  Guardian  (Ed.  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Abram) 
that  it  seems  scarcely  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the 
subject  in  these  columns.  But  inasmuch  as  our 
purpose  is  to  give  a  brief  chronological  view  of  the 
wliole  of  the  representative  history  of  Lancashire, 
alike  of  the  county  and  its  boroughs,  it  is  of  course 
impossible  to  exclude  from  our  plan  the  Borough  of 
Preston.  At  the  risk  therefore  of  going  over 
ground  already  so  well  covered,  we  proceed  to  deal 
with  this,  which  in  point  of  antiquity  may  possibly 
be  termed  the  second  important  Lancashire 
Borough,  simply  premising  our  notes  with  the  state- 
ment that,  without  in  all  cases  accepting  the  iden- 
tifications to  be  found  in  the  before-named  authori- 
ties, we  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the  light  cast 
upon  the  subject  by  both  writers. 

The  right  of  sending  two  members  to  Parliament 
was  exercised  by  the  Borough  of  Preston  at  least 
as  early  as  the  23  Edw.   I.  (1295).    To  the  Parlia^ 
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ment  which  met  on  27  November  of  that 
year — the  first  Parliament  of  which  reliable  returns 
have  been  preserved — the  County  of  Lancaster  con- 
tributed, in  addition  to  the  two  knights  of  the 
shire,  two  burgesses  for  each  of  the  boroughs  of 
Lancaster,  Preston,  Liverpool,  and  Wigan.  The 
two  latter  very  soon  ceased  exercising  the  right, 
but  Lancaster  and  Preston  continued  to  make  re- 
turns until  the  year  1331.  From  thence,  for  the 
space  of  nearly  200  years,  the  privilege  was  wholly 
suspended  in  all  the  Lancashire  Boroughs.  In  the 
Parliament  of  1529  (21  Henry  VIII.)  we  find  the 
Boroughs  of  Preston  and  Lancaster  each  again  send- 
ing two  members,  but  owing  to  the  total  loss  of  all 
the  Parliamentary  records  between  1477  and  1527, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  definitely  if  the  latter  date 
was  the  earliest  in  which  the  elective  right  was  re- 
newed. From  1529  until  the  present  time  the 
borough  has  continued  almost  without  intermission 
to  send  two  members  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Prior  to  the  Act  of  1S32  the  elective  franchise  in 
this  borough  was  of  an  exceptionally  wide  charac- 
ter. All  the  male  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  21 
years  and  upwards,  who  had  resided  six  months 
within  the  borough  and  had  not  for  the  space  of 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  been  charge- 
able to  any  parish  as  paupers,  were  entitled  to  vote 
on  the  occasion  of  a  Parliamentary  election.  This 
right  was  conferred  or  confirmed  by  several  suc- 
cessive resolutions  of  the  House,  although  it  does 
not  date  back  farther  than  the  middle  of  the  last 
century.  At  the  election  of  the  Convention  Parlia- 
ment in  April,  1660,  the  members  returned  for 
Preston  were  Richard  Standish  and  Alexander 
Rigby,  Esqrs.  This  return  was  petitioned  or  com- 
plained against.  "The  journals  of  the  House  of 
Gammons  contains  no  record  of  the  nature  of  the 
petition  nor  from  whence  it  proceeded,  but  doubt- 
less the  question  at  issue  was  the  one  decided  the 
following  year,  whether  the  Corporation  or  the 
whole  of  the  inn-burgesses  (freemen)  were  entitled 
to  elect  the  members"  (Dobson,  p.p.  18  19).  Upon 
this  petition  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elec- 
tions reported  to  the  House — 20  June,  1660, — that 
"Upon  examination  of  the  facts  it  appeared  that 
at  the  time  of  the  election  the  taking  of  the  poll 
was  denied  by  the  Mayor,  and  that  in  respect  there- 
of the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  election  is 
void."  Thereupon  it  was  resolved  by  the  House 
that  the  election  was  void,  and  a  writ  was  issued 
for  a  new  election.     At  the  next  general  election  in 


1661,  the  question  as  to  the  persons  entitled  to  the 
franchise  was  more  fully  brought  up.  "  At  this 
period  the  C  Tporation  claimed  the  privilege  of 
alone  returning  the  members,  the  inn-burgesses  or 
freemen  insisted  upon  sharing  it  with  them"  (Dob- 
son).  The  exclusive  Corporation  party  returned 
Edward  Rigby,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  William  Fyfe,  as  their 
candidates,  while  the  inn-burgesses,  or  general 
body  of  freemen  of  the  borough,  made  a  return  of 
Edward  Rigby,  Esq.,  and  Jeffrey  Rishton,  M.D, 
Petitions  were  lodged,  and  on  31  May,  1661,  the 
House  ordered  that — "Mr.  Rishton  doth  sit  in  this 
House  until  the  merits  of  the  cause  be  determined." 
The  final  decision  was  made  on  18  December  fol- 
lowing, the  House  resolving  upon  the  report  of  the 
committee  as  follows:  "That  upon  the  petition  of 
Dr.  Fyfe  against  Dr.  Rishton  they  had  proceeded  to 
examine  the  matter  touching  the  elections  for  the 
Borough  of  Preston  and  the  question  being  whether 
the  Mayor  and  twenty-four  burgesses  had  only 
voices,  or  the  inhabitants  at  large  ;  the  committee 
is  of  opinion  that  all  the  inhabitants  have  voices  in 
the  election,  and  that  the  majority  of  such  voices 
is  with  Dr  Rishton,  and  that  he  is  duly  elected  a 
burgess  of  the  said  borough  and  ought  to  sit." 
Upon  this  ruling  of  the  House  of  Commons  turned 
the  decision  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  return  made  more 
than  a  hundred  years  after,  and  the  popular  fran- 
chise which  thereafter  obtained  in  Preston  had  its 
origin  in  this  same  ruling  of  the  House  in  1661, 
broadly  construed  by  a  majority  of  the  House  in 
1768.  ("  Sketches  of  Preston  Parliamentary  Elec- 
tions," No.  3.  Preston  Guardian,  23  Nov  ,  1878). 
It  was  at  the  election  of  1768  called  "  The  Great 
Election, "  that  the  celebrated  contest  first  arose  as 
to  the  construction  to  be  placed  upon  the  decision 
of  the  House  in  1661.  The  question  in  dispute  was 
whether  the  term  "all  the  inhabitants"  denoted 
inn-burgesses  or  enrolled  freemen  of  the  borough 
only,  or  the  whole  of  the  adult  male  population  at 
large.  To  test  the  question  the  Corporation  and 
freemen  nominated  Sir  Peter  Leicester  and  Sir 
Frank  Standish,  Bart.,  while  the  opposite  party 
proposed  Sir  Henry  Hoghton,  Bart.,  and  General 
John  Burgoyne  After  a  poll  of  nine  days,  the  two 
former  were  declared  by  the  Mayor — who  admitted 
the  votes  of  freemen  only — to  be  duly  elected.  The 
unsuccessful  candidates  immediately  petitioned. 
On  the  29th  November,  1768,  the  House  determined 
"that  the  words,  'all  the  inhabitants,'  mentioned 
in  the  resolution  of  the  House  in  1661  did  not  only 
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meau  the  inn-burgesses  of  the  last  guild,  or  those 
admitted  since  by  copy  of  court  roll,  as  are  inhabi  - 
tants  of  the  said  place,  but  all  the  inhabitants  at 
large."  (Oldfield  s  Rep.  History  iv.  97).  The  ques. 
tion  was  further  raised  at  the  general  elections  of 
1780  and  1784,  but  in  each  case  the  House  continned 
its  previous  decision.  From  thence  until  1832  no 
further  attempt  was  made  to  dispute  the  right  of 
'•  the  inhabitants  at  large"  to  vote  at  Parliamentary 
elections  for  the  borough. 

The  Reform  Bill  of  1832,  which  "gave  the  right 
to  vote  to  all  occupiers  of  premises  in  boroughs  of 
the  annual  value  of  £10  and  abrogated  other  fran- 
chises, preserved  to  the  then  possessors  their  exist- 
ing privileges,  so  that  those  who  before  the  7th 
June,  1832,  the  day  the  Reform  Act  received  the 
Royal  assent,  had  resided  in  the  town  six  months, 
and  were  21  years  of  age,  continued  to  be  electors 
of  Preston,  although  possessing  no  other  qualifica- 
tion. The  constituency  of  Preston  was  thus  a  large 
one — more  numerous  than  it  had  ever  been  since, 
until  the  operations  of  the  Reform  Act  of  1867,  for 
the  old  '  potwallopers'  have  yearly  been  reduced  in 
number.  The  register  of  1832  contained  the 
names  of  6,291  qualifying  by  the  old  fran- 
chise and  736  by  a  ^£10  occupancy,  but  of  the 
latter  676  had  a  duplicate  qualification,  so  that  the 
total  number  of  names  on  the  list  was  6,852  "' 
(Dobson,  p.  79).  Since  that  date,  while  the  register 
of  ^10  voters  has  nearly  every  year  shown  an 
increase,  the  old  franchise  list  has  year  by  year 
diminished,  and  is  now  become  almost  extinct,  al- 
though it  is  believed  that  a  few  individuals  still 
exist  who  have  the  right  to  vote  by  virtue  of  the 
franchise  created  by  the  resolutions  of  the  House 
of  Commons  in  1661  and  1768.

Christopher  Haydock.  The  ancient  Lancashire 
family  of  Haydock  of  Haydock  became  extinct 
in  the  male  line  in  1422  (See  County  Rep., 
Pari.  1320.)  But  a  collateral  branch  long 
flourished  at  Cottam  Hall,  near  Preston.  Of 
this  line  the  earliest  known  ancestor — Gilbert 
Haydock — was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Cottam, 
10  Hen.  v.,  1422,  where  his  descendants 
continued  for  nine  generations.  The 
last  in  direct  descent,  William  Haydock, 
of  Cottam,  Esq.,  died  in  1717,  s.  p-j  leaving 
three  sisters  his  co-heirs.

The  Rev.  George  Leo  Haydock,  the  noted 
Biblical  annotator,  who  died  in  1849,  appears 
to  have  been  the  last  male  of  the  family.  The 
name  of  the  member  for  Preston  in  this  Parlia- 
ment does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  known 
pedigrees  of  Haydock  of  Cottam,  but  there 
cannot  be  any  doubt  but  that  he  was  of  the 
family.

[No.  SJ(?.]— THE  WAG3S  OF  BOLTON  WEAVERS 
IN   1808. 

The  Editor  of  the  Preston  Guardian  "Notes" 
has  printed  an  address,  issued  in  the  form  of  a 
hand-bill,  by  the  weavers  of  Bolton  in  1808.  From 
the  address  it  appears  tliat  that  year  was  one  of 
great  depression.     It  reads  : — 

Friends  and  Fellow  Weavers, — The  hand 
of  Opjjression  lias  again  snatched  from  you  a 
considurahle   portion   of    the    miserable    Wages 
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former  reductions  had  left  you  This  last  abate- 
ment exceeds  all  the  former  in  wanton  injustice. 
No  cause  is  assigned  for  it,  and  it  appears  to  have 
no  other  object  than  to  render  you  desperate  by 
starvation.  The  persons  concerned  therein  have 
the  cruelty  to  tantalise  your  sufiferings  by  offer- 
ing you  with  one  hand  a  Petition  for  Peace, 
whilst  with  the  other  they  tear  the  last  morsel 
from  your  lips.  Perhaps  they  hope  to  shake 
that  loyalty  and  love  of  your  country  for  which 
you  have  been  remarkable,  under  every  priva- 
tion ;  beware  of  the  allurements  held  out  to  you, 
and  remain  firm  and  unshaken  in  your  fidelity. 
A  wise  and  just  Legislature  will  ere  long  relieve 
your  grievances,  and  already  those  Manufacturers 
who  feel  for  your  sufferings  are  actively  engaged, 
in  conjunction  with  your  Committee,  in  promot- 
ing the  measure  of  a  Regulation  of  Wages. 
Every  day  is  adding  to  the  number  of  those  who 
will  support  you  in  an  Application  to  Parliament- 
Your  Committee  therefore  again  call  upon  you  to 
avoid  the  snares  laid  for  you,  under  the 
specious  mask  of  petitioning  for  Peace.  A 
disloyal  or  riotous  spirit  would  blast  every  pro- 
spect of  relief  from  Government.  Continue  that 
peaceable,  loyal,  and  good  conduct  which  you 
have  ever  shown,  and  be  assured  that  every 
exertion  shall  be  made  by  your  Committee  to 
promote  your  welfare,  and  they  have  no  doubt  of 
ultimate  success.

History ;  and  who  has  shewn  himself  no  leas  the 
Patron  of  Learning  and  the  .Arts,  than  the  munificent 
Benefactor  of  those  charitable  Institutions  for  which 
our  Country  ia  so  justly  celebrated  :  we  should  con- 
ceive ourselves  deficient  in  national  feeling,  if  we 
allowed  it  to  pass  without  a  public  Manifestation  of 
our  Sentiments.

[N-o.  ^5,f.]-R0MAN  ROAD  NEAR  LEIGH. 

The  Eccles  Advertiser,  in  an  interesting  note, 
says  :  During  the  past  few  weeks  the  men  em- 
ployed in  widening  the  railway  between  Eccles  and 
Manchester  have  come  across  the  remains  of  the 
road  which  connected  Roman  Manchester  with 
Roman  Wigan.  The  road  took  from  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Medlock  is  a  direct  line,  or  nearly  so,  to 
Hope  Farm,  Pendleton,  and  the  point  where  the 
railway  crosses  is  at  Weaste,  between  the  Derby- 
road  and  the  Langworthy-road  Bridges,  a  little 
nearer  the  latter.  They  cross  at  an  angle  of  about 
15  degrees.  The  gravel  describes  a  thin  line  of 
near  50  yards  in  length,  and  is  easily  seen  from  the 
train  by  passengers  travelling  from  Eccles,  Liver- 
pool, Bolton,  and  Wigan  to  and  from  Manchester. 
It  is  said  to  have  been  about  six  yards  wide 
originally,  and  set  or  paved  with  large  stones, 
which  would  cause  them  to  be  dug  up  for  the  use 
which  could  be  made  of  them,  and  because  of  the 
hindrance  they  would  be  to  the  plough.  The  road 
passes  about  where  the  Weaste  Parsonage  stands, 
crossing  Weaste-lane  just  below  Hart-hill  to  Old 
Hope  Farm.  It  continues  by  Chorlton  Fold,  Mon- 
ton,  and  over  Broad  Oak  Park.  No  trace  of  the 
road  has  been  found  in  the  drainage  of  Ellesmere 
Park  (new  part),  but  when  the  Eccles  and  Wigan 
Branch  Line  was  in  cutting  about  eighteen  years 
ago  traces  of  it  were  found  near  Seven  Pits,  West- 
wood,  a  little  south  of  Worsley  Station.  It  crosses 
the  Worsley  highway,  in  front  of  Mr.  Wood's 
house,  Drywood,  and  was  formerly  traceable  in  the 
cutting  of  the  tramway  that  runs  on  the  level  of 
the  highway.  The  road  takes  near  to  Captain 
Heaton's  and  crosses  the  Cross  Field  nearly  mid- 
way between  the  church  (St.  Mark's)  and  the 
vicarage.  In  very  dry  summers  it  may  be  easily 
traced  here  still  by  the  eye.  Remains  were  fouad 
just  beyond  the  Old  Hall  nearly  forty  years  ago. 
It  crosses  Mosley  Common,  passes  near  Cleworth 
Hall,  Dangerous  Corner,  near  Caer  Common  {Caer^ 
old  name  for  castle),  and  Amberswood  Common  and 
by  the  Scholes.  It  was  not  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant of  the  Roman  ways.  From  it  Whittaker 
imagines  that  another  road  started  near  Little 
Bolton,  Pendleton,  passing  through  Eccles,  L'lam, 
and  Cadishead,  to  Warrington.  That  may  be 
doubted,  but  Stanney-street  and  Streetgate  were 
real  roads  branching  from  it.  The  latter  was  laid 
bare  at  Little  Hultou  a  few  years  ago  when  thu 
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railway  was  in  cutting.  It  led  to  Blackrod  where 
there  was  a  Roman  station.  During  the  re-exam- 
ination of  the  route  of  the  Manchester  and  Wigan 
Roman  road,  the  first  Earl  of  EUesmere  took  a 
deep  interest  in  the  work  and  was  at  various  times 
of  great  assistance  in  it.  The  road  is  not  quite 
direct  in  its  course  ;  from  about  Cleworth  Hall  to 
the  Bolton  and  Kenyon  line  there  is  a  slight  deflec- 
tion northward.  — Editor.

[^,?5.]— CARVED  SHIELDS  ON  LEIGH  CHURCH 
TOWER. 
It  is  singular  that  no  satisfactory  explanation  has 
yet  been  offered  of  the  meaning  of  the  two  shields 
carved  on  the  south-west  buttress  of  the  tower  of 
Leigh  Parish  Cliurch,  incidentally  referred  to  in 
note  No.  47.  The  shields,  which  are  side  by  side, 
bear  carved  in  relief  representations  of  (1)  a  hammer 
nails  and  pincers,  and  (2)  a  horse  shoe.  There  are,  I  am 
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told  some  popular  traditions  respecting  these  shields 
which  would  be  well  put  into  narrative  form  and 
printed  in  the  "Scrap  Book."  It  is  very  unlikely 
that  the  shields  were  so  carved  without  a  meaning 
— but  what  meaning  ?  The  church  tower  was 
erected  possibly  circa  1500,  when  most  of  the  true 
spirit  of  mediasval  church  architecture  was  lost  ; 
but  nevertheless  it  is  too  sweeping  an  explanation 
to  attribute  the  carving  to  a  mere  freak  of  the 
workmen  who  wrought  the  stone.  Are  other  in- 
stances known  of  such  emblems  appearing  upon 
church  towers  ?  Is  there  any  special  superstitious 
belief  associated  with  such  emblems  ?  Do  they  in 
any  way  resemble  the  armorial  bearings  of  any 
local  family  ?

In  Note  No.  231  particulars  were  printed  of  the 
festivities  held  in  Leigh  on  the  occasion  of  the 
accession  of  George  IV.  Other  papers  lent  by  Mr. 
J.  Dickinson,  of  Leigh,  refer  to  the  coronation 
festivities  of  ten  years  later.  A  placard  was  then 
issued,  calling  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  in  the 
following  form  : —

A  printed  circular  was  subsequently  issued  by  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  in. 
habitants.  From  this  we  learn  that  the  festivities 
on  the  Coronation  Day  were  very  similar  to  those 
arranged  ten  years  previously,  with  some  trifling 
changes.  The  bells  of  the  Parish  Church  were 
rung,  and  a  procession  assembled  in  the  Avenue 
formed  of  the  Pensioners,  the  Freemasons,  Odd- 
fellows, Druids,  Gardeners,  Orangemen,  Constables, 
Churchwardens,  Clergy,  the  Inhabitants  (four 
abreast  and  wearing  blue  and  I'ed  favours),  and 
Sunday  School  children.  This  procession  moved 
through  the  Market-place,  Market- street.  King- 
street,  over  the  Canal  Bridge,  through  Pooter's- 
laue,  then,  turning  to  the  left,  passed  on  the  west 
and  south  sides  of  Mr.  Nield's  house,  returning  by 
the  same  route  to  the  Market-place,  where  the 
"  National  Anthem  "  was  sung,  three  cheers  given, 
the  bells  gave  a  volley,  and  all  went  off  for  refresh- 
ment, barrels  of  ale  being  distributed  in  the 
Market-place.  Twenty  Pounds  were  expended  in 
Buns  and  Ale /or  tlie  Children,  and  seventy- five 
pounds  were  expended  in  Roast  Beef  and  Plum 
Pudding  for  the  aged  and  indigent.  A  dinner 
(tickets  three  shillings  each)  was  held  at  the  Cloth 
Hall,  on  the  Coronation  Day,  under  the  presidency 
of  the  Rev.  T.  Topping,  the  Vicar.  Mr.  Tickle 
and  Mr.  Lund   superintended  the  arraugemout  of 
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the  procession,  in  which,  by  special  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee,  no  flags  or  banners  bearing 
any  political  or  party  devicej^were  exhibited.

This  library,  now  reduced  to  about  six  score 
volumes,  has  very  possibly  grown  less  with  years 
since  first  left  by  Mr.  Ralph  Pilling,  about  a  cen- 
tury and  a  half  ago,  for  the  use  of  the  masters  and 
scholars  of  Leigh  Grammar  School.  One  volume, 
purchased  for  a  few  pence  and  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  editor  of  the  "  Scrap  Book,"  evidently 
belonged  to  the  Leigh  Grammar  School.  The  book 
is  entitled  : —

Institute  and  the  Leigh  Co-operative  Society.

[No.  i4S.'\  -NOTES  FROM  AN  OLD  POCKET 
BOOK. 

Mr.  William  Norbury,  of  Leigh,  has  kindly  sent 
the  Editor  of  these  Notes  a  transcript  of  a 
memorandum  and  account  book  belonging,  in  1762 
and  subsequently,  to  a  resident  in  and  near  Leigh. 

Mr.  Norbury  wiites  :  "  The  book  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  James  Dean,  King-street,  Leigh, 
it  formerly  belonged  to  his  grandfather,  John 
Dean,  sometime  of  Dean's  Farm,  Landside,  Pen- 
nington, and  afterwards  of  Golbome  Dale.  Whilst 
he  was  at  Landside  he  was  a  farmer,  and  served  the 
office  of  Overseer  of  the  Poor.  The  earlier 
memoranda  in  the  book  relate  chiefly  to  his  office 
and  to  his  farm.  The  latter  part  of  the  book  is 
made  up  of  similar  memoranda  made  whilst  he  was 
residing  at  Golbome,  where  he  kept  a  public-house, 
and  these  relate  chiefly  to  his  business  as  a  publican. 
There  is  nothing  particularly  striking  in  the  book, 
nor  do  the  entries  follow  in  chronological  order, 
nor  yet  is  the  spelling  to  be  taken  as  a  guide  even 
for  the  times  in  which  the  book  was  written  up. 
But  incidentally  there  is  some  information  con- 
tained in  it  as  to  the  relief  of  the  poor — the  amount 
per  head  paid  for  maintenance  in  the  Poor-house 
and  for  out-relief ;  the  rate  of  wages  ;  the  price  of 
farm  produce,  team-work,  etc.  Also  the  charges 
made  for  hospitality  at  a  country  roadside  public- 
house,  etc.,  etc.  In  the  latter  case  it  appears  that 
then,  as  now,  the  drinking  cost  more  than  the 
eating  There  is  a  curious  charm  for  fever  or  ague 
in  the  book ;  and  last,  but  not  least  interesting,  a 
valentine  written  in  1762  to  one  Alice  Lowe."  Mr. 
Norbury  writes  further  that  he  has  copied  the 
book  at  considerable  trouble  for  the  Editor  of  these 
Notes,  and  sends  the  copy  as  a  few  insignificant 
ears  "gleaned  after  Time." 

Among  the  names  noted  in  this  old  book  occur 
"  John  Sale,  ©f  Etherson"  [Etherston  Hall  or  Farm, 
in  Penrdngton]  ;  "Adam  Green,  for  Davonports  ;" 
and  "John  Starkey,  for  Grosfold."  In  March, 
1763,  John  Blackburn,  Esq.,  paid  a  sum  of  money. 
There  are  also  entries  of  comparatively  large 
amounts  being  paid  to  Edioard  Leigh  and  Thomas 
Boidell — possiblj'  township  officials.  The  entries 
of  names,  wliicli  are  numerous,  nearly  all,  however, 
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refer  to  ale  scores,  or  to  paj'inents  for  relief,  the 
latter  varying  from  sixpence  to  six  shillings  weekly. 
Sick  paupers  were  comparatively  costly,  and 
special  entries  are  frequent  for  "  tenting'  them  atthe 
Workhouse,  for  bringing  them  there  in  sickness, 
and  towards  burying  them  when  the  poor  folks 
made  their  last  claim  on  the  charity  of  the  world. 
"  Fliting  [moving]  Mathew  Hampson  from  Work- 
house" cost  one  shilling.  Then,  as  now,  school  fees 
were  sometimes  paid  out  of  the  rates.  Under  date 
June  25,  1762,  occurs  the  entry  :  "  Paid  a  quarter's 
scool  wage  to  Caterin  Arrosmith  for  two  children, 
3s.  ;"  September  3,  "  Pd.  scool  wage  for  Richd. 
Turner's  children,  at  3d.  pr.  week,  2s.  fid."  The 
pauper  children  appear  to  have  been  "  boarded 
out,"  for  in  1762  the  "  Governiss'  received  sundry 
payments  for  "  heads"  at  averages  varying  from 
fifteen  pence  to  one  shilling  and  tenpence,an  amount 
not  very  suggestive  of  many  luxuries.  As  a 
township  officer,  Mr.  Dean  also  records  other 
public  expenses.  In  May,  1762,  and  in  the  four 
following  months,  town's  meetings  were  held  and 
the  "shot"  paid  on  these  important  occasions 
totalled  up  to  5s.  lid.,  and  is  duly  noted.  In 
September  of  the  same  year  Mr.  Dean's  "spences 
at  privet  sesans  [private  sessions]"  was  the  modest 
sum  of  one  shilling  and  sixpence. 

In  1762  John  Duccoth  [Duckworth]  huntsman 
to  Mr.  Legh,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  was  staying 
at  the  Golborne  Inn,  paying  at  the  rate  of  6s.  6d. 
per  week  for  his  board.  On  August  28,  in  this 
year,  drinking  ilr.  Legh's  health,  cost  some  custo- 
mer two  shillings,  and  when  the  huntsman's  wife 
came  to  see  her  husband  the  "  price"  of  three  pints 
was  scored  up.  Duckworth  is  often  down  for  both 
ale  scores  and  "  lant"  money,  but  in  October,  1778, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  Mr.  Dean  "settled 
with  him  of  all  accounts." 

There  are  some  miscellaneous  entries  worth 
noting.  For  instance  in  1779  "  Bragat  Quart"  cost 
a  customer  7d.  "To  Guar  Bleding  at  Noase,"  a 
memorandum  prescribes  "  Voitril  Blue  stone 
knocked."  Another  recipe,  jotted  down  by  Mr. 
Dean,  is  somewhat  like  a  complete  shelf  in  a 
doctor's  surgery  : — "  Take  4oz.  conserve  of  roses 
50  drops  of  spirits  of  veitrel  50  drops  of  oile  of 
Aniseeds  2  drams  of  mallows  2  drams  of  almonds 
20  drops  of  oile  of  sulphur  made  into  an  Electuary 
for  a  Surfit." 

There  are    many   entries    referring   to    articles 


bought   both   as   Overseer   of  the   Poor,  and   as  a 
tradesman.     In  August,  1762,  Mr.  Dean  paid  "for 
half  a  measur  of  Beans  for  workhouse.  5d."     On 
the  same  date  "  2  pars  stokins  "  cost  Is.  lOd.     Two 
Barrils  of  Ale  came  to  £1   143.  Od.     "  7  pound  of 
Shugar  "  were  bought  at  4^d.  per  pund  ;  and  on 
the  same  page  on  which  this  item  is  entered  is  a 
memorandum  of  "ling-liver  oile,"  i.e.,   cod   liver 
oil.  In  the  spring  of  1780  Mr  Dean  sold  "  Taters  " 
— -which  in  other  entries  he  calls   "praters"  and 
"  tatoes" — at  one  shilling  and  threepence  a  measure. 
In  November,   1762,  a  "  measure   of   aples  "   cost 
Is.    4d.,    and   a    "  windle   of    malt"  was   6s.  3d. 
"  Coals  for  the   poor  of  Pennington  and  leading" 
cost     in    November,     1776,    .£4    Os.    Id.     Other 
entries  relating  to  fuel  show  the  average  price  for 
'  four   quarters  and  leading "  to  have   been  about 
thirteen  shillings.     In   1762,    a  "  quarter  of  coals 
and  careingfor  Jno.  Hill  child  "  cost  Is.,  and  "  four 
quarters  of  coals  and  leading  for  Mary  Robenson  " 
cost  lis.     A   "pare   of  sues"   for  this  man's  wife 
were  bought  for  33.  3d.     In  October  9,  1762,  two 
pairs  of  children's  shoes  cost  4s.  6d.     Another  pair 
of  shoes  cost  3s.  6d.    "  A  par  of  clogs  for  a  child," 
sixpence ;    which   was   also   the   money  paid    for 
"  setting  up  grate  "  in  the  Workhouse.     Malt  cost 
from  29s.  to  36s  6d.  per  load,  and  hops  were  lOd. 
per  lb.  and  64s.  per  pocket  in  1779.     Candles  were 
sixpence  and  sixpence-halfpenny  per  lb.    "32  [lbs.] 
of  Poark  "  cost  10s.  Sd.  A  Load  of  Beans  is  priced 
at  19s.     In    1769,    barley  straw  was   fourpence    a 
thrave  ;  one  hundred  and  a  half  "  pricks  and  latts  " 
cost  sixpence.     Other  entries  of  prices  paid  are  :  — 
"Smoothing  Oyin,"    4s.    2d.;    bookcase.   Is.  6d.  ; 
table,  9s.  6d.  ;  six  thrave  of  straw,  4s.  ;  grinding 
"  Razurs  and  Sizars,"  fourpence  ;  and  for  "  puling 
toth  out "  Mr.  Dean  paid  the  odd  amount  of  five- 
pence. 

Labour  was  then  cheap.  In  1762,  Thomas  Wood 
was  paid  2s.  5d  for  three-quarters  of  a  day  "  sher- 
ing  '  [shearing],  and  Thomas  Boidel  [BoydeU] 
received  eightpence  for  "moing"  [mowing].  A 
quarter's  wages  to  Ann  Smith — possibly  a  domestic 
servant — wrs  eight  shillings  Sawing  wood,  one 
day,  Is.  ;ditchin,  3s,  ;  and  in  Nov.,  1677,  "Ditch- 
ing for  Bridgman  and  levelling  Roads,  3  days  at 
Is.  2u." 

In  another  part  of  the  Note  Book  is  written  the 
following  very  curious  "  charm  "  for  the  ague  : — 
"When  Jesus  Saw  the  Cross  which  Lis  Body  was  to 
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be  crucified  he  shaked  the  head.  Jews  said  unto  Him 
what  maks  thee  shake.  Art  thou  in  an  ague,  hee 
answered  and  said  I  am  Not  in  an  ague  But  those  that 
Bhall  keep  these  words  Eather  in  mind  or  writing  shall 
never  have  the  Ague  Nor  the  fever.  Lord  Jesus  bless 
and  keep  this  Thy  servant. 

This  "  charm  "  is  not  mentioned  in  Harland  and 
Wilkinson's  Lancashire  Folk-Lore.  For  catching 
tench  the  following  unsportsmanlike  receipt  is 
given  :  "2  Peneworth  Copras,  1  .  O  Rozen,  1  pound 
7d.  sugar."  And,  lastly,  to  demonstrate  that  love 
rules  all  times  and  all  men,  a  "Valentine"  is 
written  in  this  old  Note  Book— original  in  spelling, 
though  not  original  in  sentiment : — 

Assure  as  Grapes  grow  on  the  vine 
So  sure  you  are  my  valentine 
I  chuse  you  out  from  amongst  the  rest 
The  raison  wha  I  loved  you  best 
The  prmirose  white  a  vilac  blue 
The  time  is  sweet  and  so  are  you 
But  if  you  take  it  in  good  part 
I  should  be  glad  with  all  my  hart 
But  if  you  do  the  same  refuse 
Pray  Burn  the  paper  and  me  Excuse.

[No.  ^^4.]— THE  BYROM  FAMILY.— (See  No.  239.) 
An  interesting  article  recently  appeared  in  the 
Manchester  Guardian  upon  the  Byroms  of  Man- 
chester, which  will  well  supply  the  information 
sought  for  by  *'H.  B."  This  article  is  printed 
below  by  permission. 

In  Marshall's  "Genealogists'  Guide"  the  follow- 
ing references  are  given:  —  "  Bykom. — Burke's 
Landed  Gentry,  5  supp.  Harleian  Society,  iv.,  11. 
Chetham  Society,  Ixxxii.,  35  [Visitation  of  1613] ; 
Ixxxiv.,  66,  68  [Visitation  of  1664-5]."      —Editor. 

The  Byroms  take  their  name  from  "a  small 
reputed  manor "  in  the  parish  of  Winwick.  The 
name  of  Henry  de  Buyroum  occurs  as  far  back  as 
the  reign  of  Ed  ward  II.  Very  little  is  known  of 
the  personal  history  of  the  successive  generations 
of  these  Lancashire  landowners.  John  Byrom  was 
one  of  the  magistrates  appointed  to  inquire  as  to 
the  Popish  plots  in  1584,  and  nine  years  later  he 
died,  seized  of  the  ancestral  manor  and  lands  at 
Byrom,  Lowton,  Westleigh,  Pennington,  Bedford, 
Warrington,  Parr,  Golborne,  Abram,  Hindley,  and 
Sutton.     A  Cavalier  major  who  is  supposed  to  have 


been  the  son  of  the  last-named  was  slain  at  the 
battle  of  Keyneton  in  1642.  In  the  same  fight  fell 
Henry  Byrom  of  Byrom,  who  was  born  in  1613,  and 
at  the  age  of  five  years  was  betrothed  to  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Ireland,  of  Bewsey,  then 
a  damsel  of  nine.  This  precocious  marriage  con- 
tract was  afterwards  annuled,  and  the  lady  by  her 
subsequent  husband  became  the  mother  of  the 
infamous  Judge  Jeffreys.  It  is  a  curious  evidence 
of  the  social  life  of  the  period,  however,  that  this 
marriage  of  a  boy  of  live  and  a  girl  of  nine  should 
have  been  solemnised  and  duly  recorded  in  the 
parish  register.  The  seventeenth  in  lineal  descent 
from  the  Henry  de  Byrom  who  flourished  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.,  was  Samuel  Byrom,  who  was 
born  about  1685,  and  fluttered  in  the  gay  world  of 
London  for  a  brief  space  as  "  Beau  Byrom."  To 
support  his  reckless  and  riotous  living  his  estates 
were  first  encumbered  by  mortgages  and  then  sold. 
In  1710  he  was  in  treaty  with  a  prudent  kinsman 
for  the  sale  of  the  manor.  Doubts  were  expressed 
as  to  the  legality  of  certain  re-arrangements  of  the 
estate  made  four  years  earlier.  "  I  am  surprised," 
indignantly  exclaims  the  spendthrift,  "that  you 
should  make  so  many  objections  without  any  colour 
or  pretence,  yor  /  have  sold  ten  times  what  you  pre- 
tend to  buy."  Then,  with  the  impertinent  good, 
humour  of  his  race,  he  declares  that  he  has  no 
occasion  for  money  except  to  put  in  the  lottery,  and 
concludes,  "If  I  sell  Byrom  I'll  have  it  for  that 
purpose."  He  sold  the  ancestral  estate  to  his 
opulent  trader  kinsman.  The  sharpers  and 
gamesters  who  live  by  the  plunder  of  men  of  the 
Beau  Byrom  type  found  him  an  easy  prey.  The 
fashionable  fop,  reduced  to  penury  and  want,  was 
more  than  once  relieved  in  a  debtor's  prison  by  his 
old  schoolfellow,  the  Duke  of  Dorset.  The  Beau, 
like  others  in  straits,  adventured  upon  the  thorny 
field  of  literature,  and  printed  "  for  the  benefit  of 
the  author  "  in  1729  a  whimsical  pamphlet  con- 
taining "an  irrefragable  argument  fully  proving 
that  to  discharge  great  debts  is  less  injury  and  more 
reasonable  than  to  discharge  small  debts."  In  this 
para;doxical  performance  he  asks  :  "Must  I  be 
starved  to  death  and  kept  in  prison  for  no  other 
reason  but  because  I  am  a  gentleman  and  had  once 
an  estate,  when  an  insignificant  fellow  shall  have 
his  liberty  who  has  done  more  real  injury  by  his 
small  debts  than  I  have  done  by  my  great  debts  ? 
For  what  he  owes  is  to  poor  families  that  he  has 
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ruined,  but  what  I  owe  is  to  the  rich,  who,  per- 
chance, have  defrauded  me  and  drawn  me  into 
inconveniences  "  He  concludes  by  suggesting  that 
the  Act  of  Insolvency  should  compel  creditors  to 
allow  debtors  a  weekly  maintenance  suitable  to 
their  rank  and  quality.  Whether  the  Beau  obtained 
many  eleemosynary  shillings  by  the  aid  of  his 
pamphlet  is  not  clear,  but  it  is  certain  that  he  sank 
deeper  and  deeper  into  poverty,  until  he  would 
have  died  of  hunger  in  the  streets  of  London  but 
for  the  casual  charity  of  his  kinsman,  John  Byrom. 
He  reached  that  stage  when  rescue  becomes  almost 
an  impossibility.  He  inherited  wealth  and  social 
position,  and  died  a  beggar  in  the  Great  Babylon. 

At  an  early  date  a  branch  of  the  Byroms  settled 
at  Salford,  where,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.,  they 
are  found  engaged  in  commerce.  Adam  Byrom 
was  the  richest  merchant,  with  one  exception,  in 
the  Hundred  of  Salford,  and  was  assessed  at  JE220 
in  goods  for  the  subsidy  of  1540  ;  whilst  his  knightly 
neighbour.  Sir  Alexander  Eatclyffe,  of  Ordsal,  was 
only  estimated  at  £100  inlands.  The  average  assess- 
ments were  about  ^620.  Adam,  Byrom  was  not  only 
a  wooUen  merchant,  but  imported  iron  from  Spain, 
and  had,  much  against  his  will,  to  pay  ' '  town 
dues "  at  Liverpool  for  licence  to  carry  his  wares 
away.  He  also  endeavoured  to  obtain  exemption 
from  the  tells,  &c.,  of  the  fairs  at  Salford  and 
Preston.  He  died  in  1558,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son  George,  whose  third  daughter  was  one  of 
the  chief  actors  in  a  grotesque  exhibition  of  super- 
stition and  folly.  She  was  staying  at  Cleworth  in 
1594,  which  was  then  the  house  of  Mr.  Nicholas 
Starkie,  of  Huntroyd,  and  was  one  of  the  seven 
persons  who  were  believed  to  be  "  possessed  "  by 
demons.  At  the  sight  of  Hartley,  who  had  the 
character  of  being  a  conjuror,  she  fell  down  speech- 
less, but  afterwards  declared  that  she  saw  a  great 
black  dog,  with  a  monstrous  tail  and  a  long  chain, 
running  at  her  open-mouthed .  She  was  sometimes 
seized  with  violent  tremblings,  and  on  other  occa- 
sions became  as  rigid  as  iron,  these  uncanny  per- 
formances being  varied  by  shrieking,  howling,  and 
barking.  Godly  ministers  were,  of  course,  called 
in,  and  Mr.  George  More  and  Mr.  John  Darrell, 
with  much  ceremonial  in  the  way  of  fasting  and 
prayer,  ousted  the  legions  of  Satan.  Margaret 
Byrom  felt  the  spirit  come  up  her  throat ;  it  gave 
her  a  "  sore  lug,"  and  then flewthrough  the  window 
with   a  flash  of  fire.    The  spirit  and  the  flash  of 


fire  were  only  visible  to  the  poor  demented  crea- 
ture. The  entire  affair  was,  like  many  other  cases 
of  "possession,"  a  mixture  of  hysteria  and 
imposition  fostered  by  designing  persons.  The 
Cleworth  case  of  "demoniacal  possession"  attracted 
some  notice,  and  its  real  character  was  detected. 
The  conjuror  Hartley  was  hung,  and  the  Rev.  John 
Darrell  was  condemned  as  an  imposter,  turned  out 
of  the  ministry,  and  imprisoned.  Margaret  Byrom 
is  described  as  a  poor  kinswoman  of  Mrs.  Starkie's, 
a  statement  not  easily  reconciled  with  the  position 
of  her  father.  Of  her  after  fate  no  information 
appears  to  have  been  preserved.  George  Byrom 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  Ralph,  his  grandsons, 
Ralph  and  Adam,  and  his  great-grandson,  John 
Byrom,  the  Cavalier,  who  compounded  for  his 
estates  in  1646  for  £201,  There  was  a  burial  ques- 
tion in  1651,  as  now.  The  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  was  then  proscribed,  and  the  ' '  directory 
for  public  worship  "  carried  the  Puritan  dislike  of 
ceremonial  to  the  degree  of  forbidding  prajing, 
singing,  and  reading  at  funerals.  The  dead  body 
was  to  be  interred  without  any  ceremony.  "  Major 
Byrom,"  says  Henry  Newcome,  "  had  his  brother, 
to  be  buried,  and  because  I  was  with  Mr.  Heyricke, 
the  warden,  when  they  came  to  ask  leave  for  the 
pulpit,  and  he  only  cautioned  them  from  speaking 
at  the  grave,  they,  in  a  pet,  buried  the  body  at 
Salford,  and  cast  the  odium  of  it  upon  me." 
Whether  the  choleric  major,  as  part  of  the  Church 
militant,  wished  to  preach  himself  or  desired  the 
pulpit  for  some  sympathetic  divine  does  not  appear. 
Ralph  Byrom,  B.D  ,  in  consequence  of  this  dispute, 
was  buried  at  Trinity  Church,  Salford,  When  the 
King  enjoyed  hisown  again,  the  major  led  therejoic- 
ings  for  the  "restoration  of  Charles  II.  and  marched 
at  the  head  of  120  freeholders  to  the  Old  Church, 
where  they  heard  a  sermon  as  loyal  as  it  was 
orthodox  from  Warden  Heyricke,"  The  ensign  of 
these  auxiliaries,  we  are  told,  was  blue  and  white, 
with  a  very  rich  crown  of  gold  in  the  middle,  with 
the  motto  "  Vincit  qui  patitur."  It  was  carried  by 
Mr.  William  Byrom,  at  whose  expense  this  gorgeous 
flag  had  been  made.  Heyricke's  text,  characteristic 
of  the  man  who  had  maintained  his  monarchial 
sentiments  during  the  interregnum,  was—"  And  he 
brought  forth  the  King's  son,  and  put  the  crown 
upon  him,  and  gave  him  the  testimony  ;  and  they 
made  him  King,  and  anointed  him,  and  they 
clapped  their  hands  and  said,  God  save  the  King  ' 
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(IL  Kings,  11,  12).  In  this  discourse  Heyricke 
brings  in  support  of  monarcliy  some  very  curious 
arguments.  "  Kings,"  he  says,  "  have  their  descent 
from  God.  King  of  king  is  written  upon  his  thigh, 
and  Melchizedek,  his  tirst  king  and  his  type,  is 
brought  in  without  father  or  mother  to  show  that 
kings  are  the  generation  of  God."  After  the  ser- 
mon there  was  a  grand  procession,  headed  by  the 
town  music,  halting  at  Byroni  s  house  for  the 
officers  to  drink  sack,  then  shouting  and  firing  all 
about  Salford  and  back  toByrom's,  where  the  men 
were  drawn  up  in  files  in  the  street  and  freely 
entertained  with  sack  and  claret.  John  Byrom 
married  a  sister  of  iSir  WilUam  RadcUffe,  of  Fox- 
denton,  and,  having  been  placed  on  the  commission 
of  the  peace  as  a  reward  for  his  zeal  in  the  royal 
cause,  died  in  1677-8,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
Adam,  at  whose  death,  in  1683-4,  the  male  line  of 
the  Byroms  of  Salford  became  extinct.

[No.  245.]-A  LEIGH  PHILOSOPHICAL  INSTEU- 
MENT  MAKER.— (See  No.  236.) 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  replying  to  the  enquiry 
of  "X.  Y.  Z."  The  barometer  to  which  he  refers 
is  the  property  of  Mr.  Mason,  Vicarage-square, 
who  kindly  lent  it  to  me.  It  is  the  oblique  variety 
which  was  invented  by  Sir  Samuel  Morland,  The 
wooden  back  on  which  the  tube  is  mounted  is 
mahogany  five  and  a  half  inches  wide  with  a  small 
moulding  round  the  edge.  Twenty-three  inches 
from  the  top  the  tube  and  also  the  back-plate  are 
bent  over  to  the  right  and  brought  into  a  position 
not  very  far  from  the  horizontal  in  order  to  make 
any  change  of  reading  more  evident.  Tlie  slope 
being  about  one  in  four,  of  c  urse  a  vertical  rise  of 
one  inch  will  cause  the  mercury  to  advance  about 
four  inches  along  the  inclined  part  of  the  tube,  and 
in  this  way  every  change  is  magnified  about  four 
times.  The  vertical  part  of  the  tube  ia  twenty-nine 
inches  long,  and  the  cistern  (which  I  have  not  seen) 
has  a  hemispherical  wooden  cover.  On  the  in- 
clined part  is  a  brass-plate  containing  a  gradiation 
in  inches  and  I  think  tenths,  but  the  "inches  "  are 
each  four  inches  long.  Tlie  plate  has  engraved 
upon  it  "Made  by  James  Smetham,  of  Leigh,  1765." 
There  is  at  Westleigh  Hall  another  barometer 
precisely  similai'  to  the  one  described  above,  except' 
that  in  this  latter  the   vertical  part  of  the  tube  is 


protected  by  a  fluted  pillar  of  mahogany  "  planted 
on "  so  as  to  cover  the  tube.  The  base  of  this 
pillar  is  removeable  and  covers  the  loose  cistern 
into  which  the  lower  end  of  the  tube  dips.  The 
cistern  is  cylindrical  about  two  and  a  half  inches 
high  and  one  and  a  half  inches  diameter.  Here 
also  the  inscription  is  "  Made  by  Jas.  Smetham,  of 
Leigh,  1765."  The  two  instruments  were  evidently 
made  not  only  at  the  same  place,  but  by  the  same 
workman  or  workmen.  Both  the  instruments  are 
in  capital  preservation.  There  is  hardly  a  scratch 
on  either  of  them.  There  is  said  to  be  a  third  one 
in  the  neighbourhood,  but  I  have  not  met  with  it.

Wo.  ^-^.]-THE  BYROM  FAMILY.— Continued.— 
(Nos.  239  and  241.) 

The  founder  of  the  Manchester  branch  was  Henry 
Byrom,  of  Salford,  who  died  in  1558,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded first  by  his  son  Robert  and  then  by  his 
second  son  Laurence,  who  appears  to  have  been 
engaged  in  more  litigation  than  could  have  been 
conducive  to  his  peace  of  mind.  He  had  evidently 
conceived  the  idea  that  he,  together  with  his  elder 
brother  (who  died  young)  and  sister,  had  been 
wronged  by  the  relatives  in  whose  care  the  young 
orphans  had  been  placed.  He  died  in  1598.  His 
son,  Edward,  was  a  considerable  merchant,  and  took 
an  active  part  in  the  defence  of  xManchester  when 
it  was  besieged  by  the  Royalists.  Eosewarm,  the 
valiant  and  choleric  German  mercenary,  who  was 
the  captain  of  the  town  forces,  was  "in  physic" 
when  Byrom  discovered  a  plot  concocted  by  some 
disaffected  Royalists.  The  dozen  ringleaders  were 
considei-ably  astonished  to  be  sent  for  into  one 
room  at  one  time  and  examined  as  to  their  com- 
plicity. These  men  being  secured  the  "conspiracy 
vanished  into  smoke."  The  second  son  of  this  Byrom, 
John,  was  a  skilful  and  active  soldier  and  was 
accidentally  killed  at  the  entry  into  the  town  of  a 
supply  of  gunpowder  for  the  besieged.  The  eldest 
son,  William,  who  succeeded  to  the  estate,  was 
also  an  active  Parliamentarian  and  an  elder  of  the 
Presbyterian  Classis  which  then  regulated  the 
religious  affairs  of  the  district.  He  was  borough- 
reeve  of  the  town  in  1657,  and  an  intimate  friend 
of  good  Henry  Newcome.  There  are  some  interest" 
ing  items  in  his  will.  Thus  lie  desires  that  liis  sons 
should  be  educated  "  in  the  way  ui  learning  accord- 
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ing  to  the  promptness  of  my  said  sons."  An  idle 
apprentice  is  left  to  the  consideration  and  discre 
tion  of  his  executors,  and  there  are  legacies  to 
Heyricke,  Moseley,  and  others.  His  wife  was  a 
member  of  the  old  family  of  Beswick,  which  had 
b^en  settled  in  Manchester  since  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  William  Byrom  desired  that  Heyricke 
or  Moseley  should  preach  his  funeral  sermon.  His 
sons  all  died  unmarried.  Edward  Byrom,  of 
Kersal  Cell,  was  the  youngest  son  of  Edward 
Byrom,  of  Salford,  and  the  grandfather  of  "  Doctor" 
Byrom.  He  was  one  of  those  who  invited  New- 
come  to  Manchester.  That  sturdy  Nonconformist 
was  one  of  the  witnesses  to  Byrom's  will.  On  the 
death  of  the  eldest  son  Edward,  Joseph  the  second 
son  succeeded  to  the  estate,  and  bought  from  Beau 
Byrom  some  of  the  ancient  possessions  of  the 
family.  In  1722  he  purchased  the  manor  and  hall 
of  Smithills  for  £4,688.  Before  1800  it  was  re-sold 
for  £21,000.  He  helped  in  buildins  a  church  at 
Lowton,  near  Leigh,  and  in  providing  an  endow- 
ment for  the  chapel  at  Ainsworth.  He  died,  at 
the  age  of  seventy-three,  in  1733.  His  brother 
Edward  married  Dorothy  Allen,  whose  father  was  a 
retainer  of  the  martyr  Earl  of  Derby.  The  off- 
spring of  this  marriage  were  six  girls  and  three 
boys.  The  second  son,  afterwards  known  to  fame, 
was  John  Byrom,  F.E.S.,  who  played  an  active  and 
useful  part  in  the  literary  world  of  the  last  century. 
His  native  wit,  his  philosophical  acquirements,  his 
talents  as  a  versifier,  and  the  unblemished  purity 
of  a  long  and  honourable  career  reflect  lustre  iipon 
the  old  Manchester  family  of  which  he  was  a  scion. 

Of  the  thousands,  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
who  at  Christmas  time  hear  the  carol  of  "Chris 
tians  Awake,"  but  few  probably  think  of  the 
author  of  tliose  high-wrought  strains.  John  Byrom 
was  born  February  29,  1691,  and  was  educated 
first  at  Chester  and  afterwards  at  Merchant  Taylors' 
School,  wlience  he  proceeded  to  Cambridge  in  the 
year  1709.  He  became  a  favourite  with  Dr.  Bent- 
ley,  and  is  even  said  to  have  had  a  boyish  regard 
for  the  Master's  daughter  "Jug,"  who  became  the 
wife  I  f  a  bishop  and  the  mother  of  a  dramatist. 
She  is  considered  to  be  the  heroine  of  a  pastoral 
that  was  printed  in  the  "  Spectator,"  and  attracted 
the  notice  alike  of  Addison  and  Pope.  To  be  a  con- 
tvil  utor  to  the  "Spectator,  "was  a  distinction  that 
can  hardly  be  realised  in  the  present  age  of  universal 
authorship,  and  Byroms  "Colin  and  Pl.cebtj "  and 
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disquisitions  on  Dreams,  no  doubt,  helped  him  to 
the  Fellowship  of  Trinity,  which  by  the  goo  Iwill 
of  Bentley  he  obtained  in  1714.  Then  intervened 
a  somewhat  mysterious  passage  in  his  life  which 
necessitated  a  temporary  removal  to  Frnnce.  It 
has  been  conjectured  that  his  well-known  leanin.; 
towards  Jacobitism  had  involved  him  in  some 
movement  of  disaffection  against  the  Government, 
At  Montpelier  he  attended  medical  lectures,  and  on 
his  return  home  practised  physic,  but,  it  would 
appear,  with  but  slender  knowledge  and  indifferent 
success.  He  had  lost  his  fellowship  by  not  enter- 
ing into  holy  orders.  In  1721  he  married  his 
cousin,  and  the  young  couple  had  but  a  poor  pro- 
spect before  them. 

At  College  his  attention  had  been  attracted 
to  shorthand,  and  his  ingenious  mind  not  only 
detected  the  arbitrary  confusion  of  the  existing 
systems,  but  enabled  him  to  introduce  a  philoso- 
phical harmony  and  order  into  the  tangled  muddle. 
In  modern  times  England  has  been  the  birthplace 
and  home  of  stenography.  Dr.  Timothy  Bright, 
the  first  native  writer  on  the  art,  dedicated  his  book 
to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  John  Byrom,  who  intro- 
duced, at  least  partially,  the  phonetic  element,  had 
abundant  patronage  and  a  large  number  of  aristo- 
cratic pupils.  Shorthand  has  at  the  present  time 
an  importance  greater  than  it  had  in  Byrom  s  day, 
but  it  may  be  doubted  if  its  acquisition  is  now  as 
general  amongst  students  as  in  the  last  century, 
when  it  was  largely  used  for  correspondence  (more 
perhaps  for  secrecy  than  for  speed),  for  diaries, 
sermons,  exti-acts,  and  general  purposes.  Byrom 
began  to  teach  shorthand,  and  amongst  those  who 
learned  it  were  the  Earl  of  Morton,  the  Lord 
Chancellor  Pratt,  the  Rev.  Charles  Wesley,  Lord 
Stanhope,  Isaac  Hawkins  Browne,  Martin  Folkes 
(President  of  the  Royal  Society),  David  Hartley, 
Sir  Darcy  Lever,  Sir  Joseph  Yates,  and  other 
notabilities.  In  consequence  Byrom  passed  a  good 
deal  of  his  time  in  London,  and  was  a  welcome 
guest  in  the  literary  and  scientific  circles  of  the 
metropolis.  He  always  retained  a  strong  liking 
for  the  place  of  his  birth  and  for  the  congenial 
spirits  he  found  at  the  Cottonian  Library,  as  he 
humorously  styled  the  Chetham  collection.  From 
London  he  sent  most  affectionate  letters  to  his  wife 
and  her  little  flock.  These  are  full  of  quaint 
humour  and  homely  affection,  the  record  of  his 
intercourse  with  the  great  folk  around  him  alter- 
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Dating  with  inquiries  as  to  the   health  of  his  little 
"wenches."      There    is   perhaps    no    more    vivid 
picture   of  certain   aspects   of  LouJou   life   in  the 
early  part  of  the  last  century  than  the  hrief  jottings 
made  in  his  shorthand  journal.  They  have  evidenly 
been  set  down  without  the   faintest  notion  of  ever 
being  submitted  to  the  eyes  of  strangers,  and  hence 
there  is  an  entire  absence  of  that  posing  and  self- 
conscious   air   which   detracts  so  greatly  from  the 
value  and  enjoyment  of  some  so-called  "diaries.' 
We  find  him  dining  with  the  Duke  of  Richmond, 
who  was  "very  merry  and  good  company,"  attend- 
ing  with  regularity   the   meetings   of    the   Royal 
Society,  going  to  see  the  quarter-staff  fight  between 
Figg   and  Sutton,    and   the   hanging    of  Jonathan 
Wild,  who  had  on  a  nightgown  and  a  periwig,  and 
cried  very  much  ;  the  performance  of  the  "  Recruit- 
ing Officer,"  where  he  sat  behind  the  scenes  ;  aad 
the   opera,    then   a   novel   form  of  entertainment, 
which  he  did  not  much  care   for.     The  town  was 
full  of  the  dispute  as  to  the  rival  merits  of  Handel 
and  Bononcini,    and     on  this    grotesque    dispute 
Byrom  wrote  this  epigram  : — 
Some  say  to  Bononcini 
That  Mynheer  Handel's  but  a  ninny  ; 
Others  aver  that  he  to  Handel 
Is  scarcely  fit  to  hold  a  candle. 
Strange  all  this  ditference  should  be 
'Twixt  tweedle-dum  and  tweedle-dee  ! 
The  witty  Dr.   Byrom  became  a  personage  at  the 
coflFee-houses,  where  most  of  the  lovers  of  literature 
used  to   congregate  in  little  coteries.     These  were 
the   rudimentary   forms   from  which   the    modern 
clubs   have   developed.     Many   of  Byrom's  pupils 
were  enthusiastic  disciples,  and  formed  themselves 
into  the  Shorthand  Society,  of  which  he  was  elected 
Grand   Master,  his   sister  Phoebe  becoming  Grand 
Mistress.     There  was  great  desire  to  communicate 
the  art  to  the  public  so  far  as  could  be  done  without 
injuring  Byrom's  pecuniary  interests.     He  not  only 
received    high  fees  for  teaching,  but  subscriptions 
for  a  book  descriptive  of  his  system,  which,  how- 
ever, did   not   come   out  till  after   h's  own  death. 
Sometimes  these   anticipatory  purchasers   became 
iraijatient  at  the  delay — a  delay  for  which  no  very 
satisfactory  reason  can  be  assigned.     It  was  also  a 
favourite  theme  with  a  rival  teacher  of  shorthand, 
James  Weston,  who  was,  however,  very  unequally 
matched  when  he  entered  upon  a  dispute  with  one 
so  learned   and   so   witty  as  Byrom.     Byrom  was 


a  very   facile    verse  writer ;  indsed,  the  ease  with 
which  he  wrote  has  been  the  greatest  enemy  of  his 
fame,  for  it  led  him  to  discuss  questions  of  theology 
and  archaeology,  and  other  unpoetical  subjects,  in 
easy  flowing  rhymes.     Amidst  the  mass  of  matter, 
which  would  have  been  better  in   prose,  there  are 
some  verses  which  have  enjoyed  at  least  a  century 
of  appreciation   and   fame.       The    "Three     Black 
Crows "   is   a  story   that  has   pointed  a  moral   for 
centuries,  but  anyone  who  will  compare  Byrom's 
lively  and  vigorous  version  with  its  coarse  original 
in  the  "  Gesta  Romanorum"  will  see  at  once   the 
superiority  of  the  modern  writer.     Byrom  was  the 
first  to  use  the   Lancashire  dialect  as  a  vehicle  for 
poetry,    and   there   are   many   evidences   that    he 
relished  the  Doric  of  his  native  county.     His  poem 
of  "  Careless  Content  "  is  one  of  the  most  singular 
and   successful    examples    of  the   employment    of 
alliterative  ornament  to  be  found  in  the  language. 
Of  the  other  pieces  which   at  one  time  enjoyed  a 
large   share    of    popularity   we  need    only    name 
"  Contentment ;  or,  the  Happy  Workman's  Song." 
About  this  Phoebe  Byrom  writes  to  her  brother  in 
1760  :  "  Our  man  says  that  there  was  no  coals  to  be 
had  at  the  coalpit,  and  he  was  coming  away  with- 
out, and  the   bankman   said  to   the  men  that  get 
them,  '  It's  for  him  that  gave  you  the  workman's 
song  ; '  upon    which  they  said  :    '  Then  they   shall 
have  some  ; '  and  so  they  went  down  into  the  pit 
and  got  to  fill  him  his  cart."     Byrom,  althougli  he 
mixed   so   much   in   the    busy   world   of    London, 
which  is   not    usually  thought  favourable   to   the 
devotional  spirit,  had  a  large  element  of  mysticism 
in  his   composition.     He  was  a   student  of  Jacob 
Behmen,  and  a  constant  friend  and  correspondent 
of  William  Law.     He  had  a  certain  interest  and 
liking  for   heresiarchs,    some   of  whom   were  but 
badly  treated  by  rulers  who  had  not  yet  learned  to 
distinguish  between  offences  against   the   common 
weal  and  protests  against  received  opinions.     The 
death  of  Edmird  Byrom  in  IV^O  brought  the  family 
estates   to  the   witty   stenographer.     He  was  thus 
relieved  from  the  further  pursuit  of  a  course  of  life 
which,  with  some  pleasures  and  advantages,  must 
have  had  in  it  much  that  was  unpleasant  to  one  so 
sensitive   and   affectionate   as  Byrom.     From  this 
date  until  his  death,  in  1763,  his  life  was  that  of  a 
man  of  lettered  ease.     The  most  serious  disturb- 
ance of  its  even  tenour  was  the  Stuart  rebellion  in 
1745.     The  wisdom   that  should   come  with  riper 
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years  prevented  Byrom  from  taking  any  active  part 
in  that  ill-starred  insurrection,  although  his 
Jacobite  proclivities  were  well  known.  The  rebel- 
lion was  crushed  with  merciless  severity,  and  left 
behind  it  in  Manchester  a  legacy  of  controversy  in 
which  Byrom's  practised  pen  had  a  large  share. 
He  died  on  the  26th  September,  1763,  at  the  ripe 
age  of  seventy-two,  leaving  a  widow,  who  survived 
until  1778,  and  a  son  and  daughter.  Several 
children  had  died  in  childhood.  — Editor.

[No.  ^45.]-THE  BYROM  FAMILY.— Concluded.— 
(See  Nos.  239,  244,  and  246.) 
To  Dr.  Byvom' a  Elizabeth,  or  * '  Beppy  "  Byrom, 
we  owe  an  exceedingly  graphic  picture  of  the  doings 
of  the  Young  Pretender  and  his  Highlanders  in 
Manchester,  in  the  form  of  a  shorthand  diary  that 
remained  undeci  hered  for  a  century.  "Beppy" 
was,  in  truth,  a  fervid  Jacobite,  and  confesses  to 
becoming  almost  "  fuddled"  by  much  drinking  of 
the  Prince's  health.  With  other  damsels  like- 
minded  she  sat  up  all  night  making  St.  Andrew's 
crosses.  She  saw  the  white  rose  of  the  Stuarts 
dyed  red  in  the  blood  of  her  friends.  She  died  in 
1801,  and  so  lived  long  enough  to  know  that  every 
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hope  of  Jacobitisin  was  buried  in  the  basilica  of  St. 
Peter's,  at  Rome,  where  rest  the  ashea  of  James 
III.  Charles  III.  aid  Henry  IX.  the  three  last 
Princes  of  the  Stuart  race.  The  inscription  which 
claims  the  titular  grandeur  of  the  English  throne 
for  the  son  and  grandsons  of  James  II, — the  Old 
Pretender,  the  Young  Chevalier,  and  Cardinal 
York — is  not  the  least  impressive  reminder  that 
The  glories  of  this  earthly  state 
Are  shadows,  not  substantial  things. 
Edward  Byroni,  the  son  of  Dr.  Byrom,  was  bo7'n 
in  1724.  There  are  many  references  to  him  in  his 
father's  diary,  as  also  dutiful  letters  in  which  the 
family  news  is  conveyed  to  the  head  of  the  house- 
hold during  his  absence  in  London  and  elsewhere. 
He  married  in  1750  Eleanora  Halstead,  whom  a 
newspaper  of  the  period,  after  the  impertinent 
fashion  then  in  vogue,  styles  "a  lady  of  great  merit 
and  a  handsome  fortune."  The  marriage  was  happy, 
but  brief,  for  after  bringing  her  husband  four 
daughters  she  died  in  1758,  at  the  early  age  of  31. 
The  eldest  and  the  youngest  each  lived  to  a  green 
old  age,  whilst  the  second  and  third  died  in  infancy. 
Mr.  Byrom  is  best  remembered  as  the  founder  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Manchester.  The  foundation 
stone  was  laid  April  28,  1768,  and,  as  new  churches 
were  then  by  no  means  everyday  affairs,  the  cere- 
mony attracted  some  thousands  of  spectators,  who 
duly  cheered  the  proceedings.  The  church  was 
consecrated  in  the  following  year.  The  Bishop  of 
Chester  and  attendant  clergy  from  the  Old  Church 
and  elsewhere  were  offered  plentiful  refreshments  of 
wine  and  fruit  in  the  founder's  house  in  Quay- 
street,  and  at  the  close  were  entertained  at  a  grand 
dinner  at  the  Bull's  Head  Inn.  Byrom  was  not 
only  a  zealous  Churchman  but  a  lover  of  old  forms 
and  customs,  and  so  gave  a  silver  mace  to  be  carried 
before  the  clergyman.  He  took  some  interest  in 
local  affairs,  and  was  boroughreeve  in  1761.  He 
died  at  the  age  of  49,  in  1773.  His  younger 
daughter,  Eleanor,  remained  unmarried,  and  was 
not  less  remarkable  for  her  large  fortune  than  for 
the  charitable  use  she  made  of  it.  Her  death  oc- 
curred in  October,  1838,  when  she  had  attained  the 
ripe  ago  of  82.  She  is  buried  in  the  Byroni  chapel. 
Her  testamentary  benefactions  exceeded  £4,000. 

The  eldest  daughter,  Ann,  married  Henri/ 
Atherton,  of  Preston,  who  was  a  notable  man 
amongst  the  lawyers  of  his  day.  If  he  had  not  any 
large  share  of  forensic  ability,  he  had  great  powers 


of  judgment  and  discrimination.  It  was  to  him 
primarily  that  John  Scott  owed  that  rise  in  the 
profession  wiiich  ultimately  gained  him  the  peerage 
and  made  him  famous  as  Lord  Eldon.  Mr. 
Atherton's  London  liouse  was  the  centre  of  a  circle 
of  learned  and  accomplished  men,  and  his  two 
young  daughters  would  thus  breathe  an  unusually 
intellectual  atmosphere.  Mr.  Atherton  died  in 
181G,  and  his  wife  in  1826.  In  1819,  Lucij,  the 
younger  of  the  two  sisters,  married  Mr.  Richard 
Willis ;  but  the  elder,  Eleanora,  remained  un- 
married, and  was  the  last  of  her  race.  If  we  were 
to  chronicle  the  many  acts  of  public  spirited 
benevolence  performed  by  Miss  Atherton  the  record 
would  indeed  be  lengthy.  Her  zeal  in  church 
building  was  tempered  by  no  selllsh  considerations 
of  patronage,  and  there  was  scarcely  an  institution  in 
Manchester  tha^t  had  any  claim  upon  a  gentle  heart 
and  liberal  hand  that  did  not  in  some  degree  share 
her  bounty.  She  erected  almshouses  at  Prescot  to 
the  memory  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  Willis,  at  a  cost  of 
£  1 0,  '>(I0.  The  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  Stret- 
ford  Road,  Manchester,  cost  her  an  even  larger 
sum.  Her  numberless  other  charities  have  had  no 
parallel  since  the  death  of  Humphrey  Chetliam. 
Prom  her  great  grandfather  she  inherited  if  not  the 
power  of  literary  expression  at  least  a  keen  interest 
in  literature.  For  the  memory  of  John  Byrom  she 
had  a  profound  reverence,  which  was  manifested  in 
various  ways.  His  library  was  preserved  intact  at 
Kersal  Cell,  and  was  at  her  death  bequeathed  to 
the  Chetham  Library,  where  it  now  stands,  in  the 
room  where  Bj'rom  will  many  times  have  held  con. 
verse  with  Thyer  and  his  learned  cronies.  The 
Chetham  Scociety  had  the  warm  sympathies  of 
Miss  Atherton,  and  some  of  the  earlier  members  of 
its  Council  will  remember  delightful  visits  to  her 
quaint  old  mansion  at  Kersal  Cell.  There,  and  at 
her  town  house  in  Quay-street,  wei-e  many 
memorials  of  John  Byrom.  The  most  precious  of 
these,  his  stenographic  diaries,  were  transcribed  by 
Miss  C.  Bolger  and  published  by  the  Chetham 
Society.  The  cost  of  printing,  which  amounted  to 
£600,  was  d  frayed  by  Miss  Atherton.  It  was  one 
of  her  characteristics  to  live  among  her  people,  and 
sickness  alone  kept  her  from  spending  some  part  of 
each  year  in  the  "house  at  the  Quay."  The 
pleasant  fields  around  it  had  long  since  dis- 
appeared, and  were  replaced  by  busy  streets.  She 
died  September  12,  1870,  at  the  age  of  89.     It  has 
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been  said  that  a  lady  writer  has  sketched  the 
portrait  of  Miss  Atherton,  as  Madame  Arlington, 
in  the  novel  of  "  Longleat."  If  so,  she  has  taken 
the  artist's  liberty  of  altering  and  adding.  Miss 
Atherton,  naturally  enough,  preserved  much  of  the 
style  and  manners  of  a  bygone  generation,  but  was 
neither  soured  nor  cynical.  When  the  hatchment 
was  placed  over  the  doorway  of  the  old  house  in 
Quay-street,  there  were  no  sincerer  mourners  than 
the  poor  inhabitants  of  that  district,  for  almost 
each  had  some  cherished  memory  of  the  kindly 
nature  of  "  Madame  Byrom."  In  the  churchyard 
of  Kersal  sleeps  this  venerable  woman — the  last 
representative  of  a  race  that  was  distinguished  by 
hanourable  wealth,  by  learning  and  ability,  by 
generous  public  spirit,  and  by  wide-reaching 
charity.

There  has  recently  been  printed  fir  the  first 
time  from  the  original  M.S.  in  the  British  Museum 
—  "The  Particular  Description  of  England,  1588. 
With  Views  of  some  of  the  Chief  Towns  and 
Armorial  Bearings  of  Nobles  and  Bishops.  By 
William  Smith,  Rouge  Dragon,"  ic,  In  this 
work,  which  occupied  twenty  years'  labour  of  a 
learned  herald,  each  county  is  separately  described, 
and  the  sketch  of  Lancashire  as  it  then  was  is 
worth  quoting.  The  following  is  the  herald's  sur-

The  length  there- 
of is  from  the  north  to  the  south  55  myles,  the 
breadth  at  the  south  end  is  36  myles  ;  but  the 
more  northward  it  goeth,  the  narrower  it  is,  so 
that  toward  the  further  [sic^  a  little  beyont  Lan- 
caster (at  Kent  Sand,  where  the  river  of  Ken 
falleth  into  the  sea),  the  sea  hath  eaten  through 
Lancashyre,  and  at  a  full  sea  toucheth  upon  West- 
merland.  In  this  countrey  [county]  I  ffynd  to  be 
16  market  townes,  and  98  parish  churches,  and  36 
chapells  which  may  pass  for  churches,  besydes 
villages,  castells,  and  gentlemen's  bowses,  where- 
•withall  it  is  very  well  furnished. 

Lancaster  is  an  old  towne  &  castell,  standing 
uppon  the  south  side  of  the  river  Lan,  which 
springeth  in  INIallerstang  Forrest,  in  Westmerland, 
&  kepeth  his  course  south  to  Kirkby  Lansdale,  & 
not  far  of  entreth  into  Lancashire  by  Thurland 
Casttell,  Aughton,  Caton,  Halton,  and  Lancaster, 
and  about  5  myles  from  Lancaster  it  falleth  into 
the  sea. 

Garstang  is  9  myles  south  from  Lancaster,  & 
standeth  by  Pilliu-Moss,  uppon  a  small  river  nanaed 
Wyre,  which  springeth  in  Wiresdale  Forrest,  not 
farr  from  Wiresdale  towne  [?  towre],  runneth  from 
thence  to  Shj'reshead,  Garstang,  &  at  Michaell 
Church  taketh  in  dyvres  other  small  rivers,  and 
lastly  falleth  into  Bergrode,  &  so  into  the  sea  hard 

by- 

KirkJiam  standeth  not  farr  from  Marton  Moss,  7 
myles  south  from  Garstang,  &  not  farr  from  the 
month  of  the  Eibbell. 

Preston  (commonly  called  Preston  in  Aundernes) 
is  6  myles  est  from  Kirkham,  and  standeth  uppon 
the  river  of  Ribbell,  which  springeth  in  Yorkshyre, 
and  crosseth^through  the  middst  of  Lancashire, 
into  the  sea. 

BlacJcbnrn  is  7  myles  est  from  Preston. 

Colne  is  12  myles  northest  [north-eastj  from 
Blackburn,  &  within  3  myles  of  Yorkshyre. 

Rochdale  (commonlj'  called  Ratchdale)  is  12 
myles  south  from  Colne,  and  standeth  on  a  small 
river  named  Poch,  which  5  myles  thence  falleth 
into  the  Irwell. 

Bury  is  4  myles  south-west  from  Rochdale,  & 
standeth  uppon  the  river  of  Irwell. 

Bolton  is  4  myles  south-west  from  Bury,  and 
standeth  on  a  small  brook,  which  4  myles  thence 
falleth  into  the  Irwell. 


Wigan  is  7  myles  southwest  from  Bolton  & 
standeth  uppon  the  head  of  the  river  Dowles,  which 
falleth  into  the  mouth  of  the  Ribbell. 

Ormesklrk  is  8  myles  from  Wigan,  &  within  4 
myles  of  the  sea.  Three  little  mjdes  northest  from 
Ormeskirk  is  the  goodly  manor  place  of  Lathom, 
belonging  to  the  Erie  of  Darby. 

Lhyoole  standeth  within  3  myles  of  the  sea,  up- 
pon the  river  of  Marsey,  about  9  myles  south  from 
Ormeskirk. 

Warrington  standeth  also  uppon  the  Marsey, 
which  parteth  Lancashyre  from  Cheshyre,  12  myles 
southest  from  Wigan. 

Manchester  is  6  myles  south  from  Bary,  7  ffrom 
Rochdale,  7  from  Bolton,  &  5  from  Stopford,  in 
Cheshyre.  It  is  the  cheffest  towne  in  Lancashire, 
next  to  Lancaster,  and  in  many  respects  passeth 
the  same,  and  standeth  on  the  southest  corner  of 
the  countrey,  uppon  the  river  IrweU,  which  6 
myles  from  thence  ffalleth  into  the  Marsey  at 
Flexton. 

Ulverston  standeth  in  the  furthest  end  of  Lanca- 
shyre, nere  Fournes  Fells,  within  2  myles  of  Leven 
Sands. 

Daulton  towne  and  castell  is  4  myles  southwest 
from  Ulverston,  and  within  3  myles  of  Cumber, 
land.

[No.  ^55.J-LETTERS   TO  HANDLE  COLLIER  OF 
HINDLEY. 

Some  time  ago  an  enquiry  was  made  for  informa- 
tion i*especting  Randal  Collyer  of  Hindley.  Having 
met  amongst  the  Blundell  Papers,  with  the  follow- 
ing letters  I  have  thought  that  their  insertion  might 
interest  your  correspondent.  They  give,  it  is  true, 
but  little  information  about  him.  We  can  only 
gather  that  he  was  a  tenant  of  the  Blundells  of 
Crosby,  and  was  desirous  of  purchasing  his  holding 
at  Hindley  but  could  not  effect  it.  The  whole  estate, 
which  was  of  no  great  extent,  was  subsequently  sold 
by  the  family.  It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Blundell 
notices  incidentally  the  sale  in  1637  of  the  Cuerden 
estate  to  Henry  Banister  of  the  Bank.  Lady 
Haagerston,  whose  inheritance  it  was,  was  herself  a 
Banister. 

William  Blundell,  of  Crosby,  1620-98,  the  writer 
of  these  letters,  was  a  very  remarkable  man,  and  in 
the  eai'ly  part  of  the  Civil  War  accepted  a  com_ 
mission  as  captain  of  dragoons  in  the  regiment  of 
Major-General  Sir  Thomas  Tildesley,  Knt.  He 
never  led  his  troop  into  the  field,  as  before  he  could 
gather  up  his  quota  he  volunteered  to  accompany 
the  Earl  of  Derby  in  his  march  on  Lancaster,  and 
was  so  severely  wounded  in  the  gallant  assault  on 
that  town  that  he  was  completely  disabled  from 
active  service.  "A  Cavalier's  Note  Book,"  now 
ready  for  publication  by  Longmans,  contains  his 
notes,  anecdotes,  and  observations,  but  they  do  not 
relate  to  the  Civil  War,  as  some  have  erroneously 
imagined. 

If  it  would  interest  your  readers  the  writer  could 
procure  from  the  tenants'  books  at  Crosby  the 
names  of  the  tenants  at  Hindley  and  such  informa- 
tion as  abstracts  of  leases  are  able  to  give.

I  received  a  letter  in  the  mouth  of  April  last 
dated  Feby  26  and  written  as  I  take  it  by  your  own 
hand  but  no  name  was  subscribed  to  it.  At  the 
same  time  I  received  29  shillings  which  I  under- 
stood to  be  sent  from  you  as  part  of  the  rents  due 
unto  me  in  Hindley  for  the  year  1671.  Since  when 
I  have  not  received  any  other  rents  from  thence.  I 
do  therefore  now  desire  you  to  pay  unto  my  servant 
Richd.  Harrison  the  bearer  of  this  letter  as  well  all 
such  rent  as  you  do  now  owe  unto  me  for  the  tene- 
ment and  lands  of  mine  which  you  hold  by  lease  as 
also  such  other  rents  as  you  have  received  from  my 
tenants  for  my  use  ;  wherein  I  would  not  have  you 
to  forget  the  chief  rents.  As  to  that  small  yearly 
rent  which  is  due  to  Mr.  Gulcheth  I  do  conceive  it 
ought  to  be  paid  by  yourself  as  long  as  the  lease 
continues  in  regard  it  is  a  charge  upon  the  land  as 
well  as  all  other  taxes  which  you  cannot  deny  to 
pay.  When  the  bearer  hath  received  from  you  all 
such  arrears  as  are  due  unto  me,  he  will  give  unto 
you  by  my  order  2s.  6d.  For  the  next  year  and  so 
long  as  I  shall  think  it  fit  I  purpose  to  take  a  care 
that  you  may  have  no  further  trouble  but  to  pay 
your  own  rents  as  others  are  to  do  when  I  send  to 
demand  them  from  you.

I  am  credibly  informed  that  you  have  held  for 
some  years  and  do  now  hold  and  occupy  as  your  own 
land  a  certain  parcel  of  ground  in  Hindley  taken  or 
inclosed  without  my  consent  or  knowledge  fronx 
part  of  the  estate  or  tenement  of  one  John  Smith 
who  held  one  moiety  of  the  same  (which  was  and  is 
my  own  inheritance)  in  common  as  I  take  it  with 
the  other  moiety  by  virtue  of  a  le  se  from  me  which 
is  since  expired  or  surrendered.

I  have  acquainted  my  master  with  your  desire 
and  he  is  not  willinj^  to  part  with  that  small  parcel 
unless  lie  do  likewise  sell  the  rest  of  his  lands  in 
Ilindley.  But  he  bids  me  tell  you  that  he  holdeth 
those  lands  only  for  the  term  of  his  life  and  cannot 
sell  the  same  without  the  consent  of  his  heirs. 
Whereas  you  desire  to  see  my  young  master  at 
Ormschurch  I  cannot  yet  tell  you  when  you  may 
find  him  there.  My  master  saith  that  if  the  lane 
which  John  Smith  sold  be  part  of  the  tenement, 
then  the  half  of  the  lane  is  my  master's  own  inlieri- 
tance  granted  to  you  by  lease  and  in  such  case  you 
and  he  should  join  to  cause  the  new  ditch  to  be 
legally  cast  down.

I  have  considered  the  proposal  which  you  lately 
made  concerning  my  lands  at  Hindley  ;  and  by 
reason  of  the  trouble  aiul  damage  which  I  find  by 
the  great  distance  of  the  place  from  this  my  dwel- 
ling, I  shall  be  very  willing  and  so  I  think  will  my 
son  to  join  in  tiie  sale  thereof.  But  first  I  must 
let  you  know  that  I  hold  those  lands  in  Hiudley 
only  for  the  term  of  my  life  and  that  after  my 
death  they  are  to  descend  to  my  son  for  his  life 
likewise,  the  remainder  in  tail  to  his  1st,  2nd,  and 
3rd  son,  &c.  And  this  I  must  further  tell  you  that 
the  eldest  son  of  my  son  is  not  yet  completely  4 
years  old  so  that  it  will  be  more  than  17  years 
before  he  be  able  to  join  in  a  fine  to  confirm  the 
sale  of  the  lands.  This  is  the  truth  of  the  matter 
and  if  the  value  of  the  land  were  great  it  seems  to 
me  that  you  could  not  discreetly  lay  out  your 
money  upon  it.

Hindley,  yet  with  this  condition  that  my  grandson 
shall  be  oljliged  when  his  age  permits  to  confirm 
the  sale  abovesaid,  otherwise  that  those  my  pur- 
chased lands  sliall  remain  to  secure  the  purchaser 
of  my  lands  in  Hindley. 

There  was  a  fair  estate  called  Cureden  which  was 
held  by  my  wife's  fatlier  Sir  Thomas  Har/rjersion 
only  for  the  term  of  his  life,  the  remainder  to  his 
infant  son  in  tail  :  this  was  sold  by  Sir  Thomas  to 
Mr.  Banister  of  the  Bank  in  the  year  1637  and 
security  given  for  the  same  out  of  some  lands  in 
Northumberland,  and  now  after  36  years  there 
hath  not  happened  thereupon  any  matter  of  con- 
test or  difference.  I  think  my  Grandson  will  have 
little  cause  or  advantage  to  question  so  small  a 
matter  when  all  that  shall  be  done  by  me  therein 
will  be  more  fur  his  own  advantage  than  either  for 
mine  or  his  father's.  I  can  propose  no  farther 
security  for  you  than  what  I  have  mentioned  above 
unless  my  bond  and  my  son's  may  be  thought  to 
add  any  thing  to  it.

If  any  tenant  of  mine  do  suffer  by 
my  long  absence,  I  shall  when  I  know  so  much, 
undertake  a  journey  thither  even  in  the  depth  of 
winter.     For  the  present  I  do  confidently  presume 
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that  there  is  no  difference  about  the  old  de  lateable 
entry  way  between  you  and  yoar  neighbour  Astleu 
However  I  do  yet  lay  my  claim  to  the  inheritance 
of  one-half  of  the  lane  but  as  to  his  passage  through 
it  to  Mr.  Langton's  lands,  unless  we  be  able  to 
prove  that  the  way  did  anciently  lie  elsewhere  we

[2:7'.]— THE  EXiiCUTtON  OF  THE  E.VRL  OF 
DERBY  AT  BOLTON. 
The  following  interesting  and  succinct  note  from 
the  '  Sketches  in  Local  and  District  History,"  ap- 
pearing in  the  Bolton  Chronicle,  is  reprinted  in  the 
"  Scrap  Hook"  so  that  it  may  become  a  permanent 
record  in  the  reprints.  The  note  states  that  the 
axe,  or  reputed  axe,  with  which  the  Earl  of  Derby 
was  executed  at  Bolton  has  a  pretty  clear  and  un- 
broken pedigree  for  more  than  100  years.  It  is 
pretty  well  understood  that  the  executioner  of  the 
Earl  was  a  man  named  Whowell  or  Whewell,  who 
occupied  a  small  farm  on  the  slopes  of  Edgworth 
Moor,  between  Turtou,  Entwistle,  and  Darwen, 
clearly  to  be  seen  by  a  railway  traveller  looking 
north-east  to  a  towering  chimney  standing  alone 
in  the  fields  called  "Bird"  or  "  Bird's  Folly,"'  from 
the  circumstance  of  the  chimney  being  erected  some 
40  years  since  for  the  services  of  an  intended 
chemical  works,  which,  however,  were  never  built. 
The  name  of  "  Who  well's  Farm"  is  still  retained, 
the  same  branch  having  been  i-esideut  there  prior 
to  1651,  and  178  years  afterwards.  The  Derby 
axe,  tradition  says,  lay  hidden  for  more  than  a 
century  at  Whowell's  Farm,  until  a  sale  took  place, 
more  than  100  years  ago,  w  hen  the  axe  was  put  up 
by  auction  along  with  other  old  iron  in  a  sack. 
The  old  iron  was  put  into  the  sack  to  cheat  the 
byestanders  of  the  real  contents,  and  thereby  veil 
the  horror  with  which  the  blood-stained  instrument 
was  regarded.  James  Holt,  clerk  and  sexton  of 
Turton  Chapel  during  the  tenn  of  70  years,  being 
present  at  the  sale,  and  knowing  the  precise  con- 
tents of  the  sack,  bid  at  the  same,    and  it  was  sold 
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to  him.  He  held  possession  of  it  until  his  death  on 
the  4th  of  March,  1824,  he  being  then  93  years  old. 
His  son,  Natlian,  succeeded  to  the  church  appoint- 
ment, and  inherited  the  axe.  Nathan  was  a 
bleacher,  and  died  at  the  age  of  86  years,  on  the 
18th  December,  1854.  Na  han  Holt  had  a  nephew, 
James  Wood  Holt,  who  in  due  course  became  clerk 
and  sexton,  and  also  succeeded  to  the  Derby  axe 
In  Nathan  Holt's  declining  years  this  nephew  had 
the  government  of  the  axe,  and  underwent  divers 
temptations  as  to  its  sale.  A  nobleman,  Lord 
Londesborough,  was  a  bidder,  when  James  Wood 
Holt  had  a  new  haft  put  to  it,  cut  out  of  an  old  oak 
stancliion  taken  from  the  altar  rading  of  Turton  Old 
Chapel,  when  the  latter  gave  way  for  the  present 
edifice  in  1840-1.  James  Wood  Holt  likewise  had 
the  blade  reburnished,  in  the  vain  hope  that  the 
whole  might  appear  to  better  advantage  in  the  eyes 
of  the  nobleman.  Lord  Londesborough  did  not 
buy,  probably  through  the  heavy  figure  put  upon 
the  axe,  and  also  because  of  the  new  haft  and 
reburnishing.  About  the  year  1851  the  axe  entered 
on  a  new  career.  It  was  sold  by  the  late  James 
AYood  Holt  to  the  late  Mr.  William  Sharpies,  of 
the  Star  Inn,  Churchgate,  Bolton,  premises,  it  is 
well-known,  situated  within  a  few  paces  from  where 
the  scaffold  stood  upon  which  the  Earl  was  executed 
on  the  15th  October,  1651.  Mr  Sharpies  exhibited 
the  axe  in  the  Museum  attached  to  the  Star  Iim. 
On  the  13th  July,  1852,  the  Star  Inn  and  Museum 
were  burnt  down,  but  the  Derby  axe,  along  with 
some  other  relics,  passed  through  the  fire  un- 
scathed. The  possessor  of  it  now  is  Mr.  James 
Pitney  W^eston.  It  has  a  convex  blade,  very  wide, 
heavy,  and  keen.  — Editor.

The    letters   addressed    to    Ptandal    Collier,    of 
Hindley,  and  published  in  the  "Scrap  Book,"  will 
be  found  interesting  to  your  readers. 

Randal,  or  Ranclle  Collier,  was  a  man  of  local 
note  in  his  day,  and  any  further  information  your 
correspondent  (Mr.  Gibson)  can  supply  will  be 
valued  both  by  the  residents  of  the  neighbourhood 
in  which  he  dwelt,  as  well  as  by  those  who  delight 
in  antiquarian  enquiries. 

All  Saints'  Church,  Hindley,  contains  a  table  of 
benefactions,  as  do  most  churches  to  which  bene- 
factions have  been  made.  This  table  sets  forth 
that  Kandal  Collier  gave  "houses  and  land  in 
Hindley  to  the  yearly  value  of  £10  7s.  Od.,"  and 
that  "Mary  Collier,  the  widow,  and  relict,  of  the 
said  Paudal,  left  a  legacy  of  £50." 

The  Hindley  Linen  Cloth  Charity  was  also 
founded  by  him.  In  his  Will,  dated  September 
8th,  1682,  he  left  £5'\  the  interest  on  which  was 
to  be  given  in  Linen  Cloth  to  the  poor  every  New 
Year's  Day.  His  wife  by  her  Will,  dated  Septem- 
ber 12th,  1684,  left  a  legacy  of  £20  for  the  same 
purpose.

Cooper  subsequently  added  £20  to  the  fund,  and 
one  Edward  Green  £1'\  £100  was  thus  realized, 
and  the  sum  was  further  increased  by  accumula- 
tions of  income  to  £1.37  2s.  9d.,  with  which  £151 
6s.  was  ultimately  purchased  in  the  tliree  per  cents. 
by   the   Trustees   of   the    Chapel.       Through   the 


generosity  therefoi'e  of  this  Randle  Collier,  a 
charity  was  established  which  for  every  year  in  the 
last  two  centuries  has  gladdened  the  hearts  of 
twenty  or  thirty  poor  persons,  and  added  to  their 
bodily  comforts.     Memories  like  his— ^

[f6U] -SEIZURE  OF  APvMS  IN  THE  COUNTY 
OF  CHESTER  IN  1G84. 
Great  religious  and  political  excitement  disturbed 
this  country  during  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
King  Charles  II.  Intrigues  and  conspiracies,  plots 
and  counter-plots,  were  of  constant  occurrence.  In 
16G9  the  Duke  of  York  acknowledged  his  conver- 
sion to  Romanism,  and,  in  consequence,  became  an 
object  of  aversion  to  many  persons.  Some  years 
alterwards  a  Bill  even  passed  the  House  of  Com- 
mons to  exclude  him  from  the  throne.  The  King's 
illegitimate  son,  the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  was  set 
up  as  his  rival,  and  around  these  personages,  re- 
spectively, conspiracies  gathered.  In  1682  the 
Duke  of  Monmouth  made  a  progress  through  the 
country  of  almost  royal  splendour,  which  gave 
grave  offence,  and  he  was  held  to  bail.  In  the 
following  year  the  plot  called  the  Rye  House  Plot 
was  discovered,  having  for  its  alleged  object  the 
assassination  of  the  King  and  Duke  of  York  and 
securing  the  crown  to  the  Duke  of  Monmoutii.  The 
Earl  of  Essex,  Lord  William  Russell,  Lord  Howard 
of  Escrick,  Algernon  Sydney,  and  others  were 
arrested,  but  the  Duke  of  Monmouth  escaped  and 
fled  into  Holland.  Lord  Essex  died  in  the  Tower, 
but  Russell  and  Sydney  were  executed.  The  Duke 
of  Monmouth  was  afterwards  pardoned  and  re- 
turned to  Court.  He  made  a  confession  of  his 
offences,  which  having  afterwards  endeavoured  to 
explain  away  he  was  again  banished  and  retired 
to  Holland.  This  left  the  Duke  of  York  in  the 
ascendant.  In  1684  much  disquietude  cjutinu^d 
to  prevail,  and  the  Lords  Lieutenants  of  the  several 
Counties  were  directed  to  seize  the  arms  of  persons 
disaffected  to  the  Government.  This  was  com- 
municated to  Lord  Dartmouth,  Master-General  of 
the  Ordnance,  by  the  Earl  of  Sunderland,  Principal 
Secretary  of  State,  on  the  2nd  June,  with  instruc- 
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tions  tliat  such  of  the  arms  as  were  needful  for 
arming  the  Militia  shoukl  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  the  rest  sliouUl  be  sent  to  such  places  aa 
were  mentioned  in  a  certain  list  enclosed.  In  re- 
spect to  the  county  of  Chester,  the  arms  were 
directed  to  be  delivered  into  the  charge  of  Peter 
Shakerlcy,  Governor  of  Chester  Castle. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that,  to  a  great  extent,  the 
names  of  the  persons  susp'-cted  were  derived  from 
a  document  discovered  among  tlie  papers  of  the 
Earl  of  Shaftesbury  upon  their  seizure  in  1681.  It 
contained  a  list  of  friends  and  opponents  in  every 
shire,  alphabetically  arranged  under  the  respective 
heads  of  "  worthy  men,  '  and  "men  worthy"  [of 
hanging,  as  was  understood,] 

The  schedule  of  the  arms  seized,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  muskets  and  firelocks  taken  from  the 
Earl  of  Macclesfield  and  from  Colonel  and  Captain 
Whitley,  amounting  in  number  to  149^  would  seem 
to  have  been  of  a  very  unsuspicious  character,  con- 
sisting chiefly  of  ordinary  fowling  pieces,  and  old, 
useless,  and  obsolete  weapons.  Among  them  were 
two  brass  blunderbusses.  The  list  of  the  arms 
kept  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  completing  the 
equipment  of  the  militia  is  very  remarkable.  It 
includes  the  abovementioned  blunderbusses,  a 
scimiter,  9  battle  axes,  2  Scotch  partizans,  a  set  of 
body  armour  of  the  period,  an  enamelld  screwed 
gun,  2  swords  with  plated  hiltf,  and  a  rapier  with  a 
gilt  hilt,  leading  to  the  conclusion  that  the  militia 
of  that  time  must  have  been  armed  in  a  most 
heterogeneous  and  irregular  manner. 

The  Earl  of  Macclestield  referred  to  was 
Charles  Gerard,  1st  Baron  Gerard  of  Brandon  ; 
created  Viscount  Brandon,  co.  Suffolk,  and  Earl  of 
Macclesfield,  co.  Chester,  23  July,  1079.  He  died 
1694,  and  the  title  became  extinct  on  the  death  of 
his  second  son,  the  third  Earl,  in  1702.

FAMILY. 
The  following  account  of  the  old  letters,  copies 
of  which  are  subjoined,  is  contributed  by  the  Rev. 
Father  Gibson,  of  Southport.

William  Blundell,  of  Crosby,  the  cavalier,  the 
writer  of  the  following  letter,  was  cousin-german 
to  his  correspondent,  the  Rev.  William  Culcheth, 
S  J.,  then  residing  with  the  Haggerstone  family  in 
the  capacity  of  Chaplain.  In  Foley's  "  Records  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus"  (vol.  5,  p.  347),  it  is  said 
that  he  died  a  missionary  in  England,  27  March 
1C84,  but  no  particulars  of  his  career  are  given. 

Sir  Thomas  Haggerston,  first  Baronet  of  Hag- 
gerston,  Northumberland,  died  at  a  good  old  ao-e 
on  6  March,  1G73-4,  his  lady  having  died  the  pre- 
vious year  on  8  April.  Mr.  hlundell's  letter  written 
in  the  interval,  alludes  to  the  sudden  death  on  22 
June,  1673,  in  childbed,  of  the  younger  Lady 
Hafjcjerston,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis 
Hoxvard,  of  Corby,  Knt.  Sir  Thomas  did  not  go 
abroad  as  he  threatened,  his  sister-in-law.  Miss 
Katharine  Howard,  coming  to  take  charge  of  his 
household.  He  married  shortly  afterwards  Jane, 
daughter  of  Sir   William  Carnahy,  and  was  much 
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at  the  court  of  King  James  the  Second,  who  ap- 
pointed him  Governor  of  Berwick. 

In  "A  Cavaher's  Xote  Book"  (p  251),  is  an 
account  of  a  remarkable  dream  of  Lady  Clifton, 
apparently  foreshadowing  the  death  of  the  two 
brothers  at  Scarisbrick,  viz.,  James,  the  Squire, 
and  Rev.  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  S.J  They  died  at 
Scarisbrick  of  fever  withiu  a  week  of  each  other, 
in  April,  1673,  and  Mr.  Blundell,  who  records  the 
dream,  heard  it  from  the  lips  of  Sir  Thomas  Clifton 
on  the  day  of  the  funeral.  James  Scai-ishrick  had 
married  Frances,  fifth  daughter  of  Bohert  Blundell. 
of  Ince  Blundell,  Esq.,  and  it  is  to  the  birth  of  his 
posthumous  child  that  Mr.  Blundell  alludes. 

The  newly-married  friends  from  Haigh  were  Mr. 
Culcheth's  nephew%  Sir  Boner  Bradshaigh,  after- 
wards second  Baronet,  of  Haigh,  near  Wigan,  and 
his  wife  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Henry 
Murray,  Esq.,  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to 
King  Charles  I.  They  were  married  on  7  April, 
1G73.  He  met  with  a  sudden  death  in  16S7,  his 
father.  Sir  Boger,  first  Baronet,  having  died  31 
March,  16S4. 

Mr.  Blundell  had  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Haggerston,  first  Baronet  then  living,  to 
whom  he  proposed  to  send  his  son  to  condole  with 
him  on  these  severe  losses  ;  this  intention  he 
carried  out  shortly  afterwards.

I  had  a  letter  from  Sir  Thomas  dated  upon 
that  doleful  22d  June,  by  which  I  heard  of  the 
deaths  of  the  good  Lady  of  your  house  and  of 
her  only  daughter,  and  likewise  of  my  brother's 
resolution  to  leave  his  house  and  country  with 
the  utmost  expedition.  All  this  was  extremely 
sad  and  I  looked  upon  the  faniilj  as  tending  to  a 
dissolution  for  the  present,  with  no  little  danger 
for  the  future  that  things  were  like  to  go  ill. 
Upon  this  I  resolved  to  despatch  away  my  son  to 
•wait  upon  Sir  Thomas  and  to  visit  my  sweet 
nephews,  and  that  he  might  thereupon  inform 
me  how  matters  were  like  to  stand  upon  so  great 
a  change.  But  since  this,  I  am  otlierwise  well 
assured  that  my  brother  will  defer  Lis  journey 
for  sundry  months  and  that  the  virtuous  sister 
of  his  late  dear  lady  will  be  a  motlier  to  his 
sweet  children  and  take  a  charge  of  his  house. 


This  news  doth  rejoice  us  much  and  if  my  Br. 
will  so  far  change  his  mind  asnotto  goto  the  wars, 
we  shall  have  yet  a  greater  assurance  that  all 
wOl  do  well 

I  have  lost  by  death  more  of  my  dearest 
friends  in  3  or  4  months  last  past,  than  in  5  or  6 
years  before  ;  so  that  the  image  of  death  being 
still  before  my  eyes,  I  shall  love  this  world  the 
worse  by  the  grace  of  God     .... 

P.S, — Your  good  brother  sent  his  substitute 
on  Monday  last  to  Scarisbrick  to  join  with  my 
wife  at  the  font  in  giving  his  own  name  to  the 
posthumous  child,  wliile  he  entertained  at  Cul- 
cheth his  new-married  friends  from  Haigh.  So 
you  see  there  is  a  time  to  weep  and  a  time  to 
laugh. 

The  following  letter  which  is  a  fair  sample  of  Mr. 
Blundell,  the  cavalier's  pleasant  niiinner  of  writing 
is  a  complimentary  epistle  on  the  birth  of  liis  cor- 
respondent's first  grand  child,  Mr.  Culcheth  having 
married  Ann,  daughter  of  James  Brad.shaigh,  of 
Haigh,  Esq.,  was  by  force  of  this  connection  cousin- 
german  to  Mr.  Blundell. 

The  playful  allusion  to  his  sister  Frances  will  be 
noticed.  She  was  a  woman  of  rare  courage  and 
prudence,  and  during  the  civil  war  was  fre- 
quently left  in  charge  of  his  house  and  familj', 
when  he  himself  Mas  obliged  to  fly  for  fear  of 
seizure.  Mr.  Blundell  tells  us  that  so  grievous  and 
constant  were  the  exactions  of  the  soldiery  (both 
sides  being  equally  plundering  and  rapacious)  that 
they  were  obliged  to  bury  their  bread  from  meal 
to  meal. 

Mr.  Blundell's  letters  show  his  familiarity  with 
Holy  Writ ;  the  twc  Scriptural  allusions  in  this  letter 
to  Christ's  words  to  Martha  and  Book  of  Proverbs 
xxvi.  13,  will  be  easily  recognised. 

The  "Cavalier"  has  left  abundant  proofs  of  his 
love  of  literature,  and  from  tlie  latter  part  of  his 
letter  we  may  suppose  that  his  correspondent  wa« 
a  man  of  similar  tastes

That  young 
couple  of  yours  [Mr.  Culchet /i\s  daughter-indaw 
was  tlien  lying-in]  I  trust  will  be  better  advised 
hereafter  and  contrive  to  have  a  summer  season 
for  the  dispatch  of  these  great  affairs.  You  see 
my  cautious  grave  way  of  writing.  To  a  grand- 
father it  becomes  an  old  grandfather  to  do  so.  I 
gained  this  kind  of  style  by  writing  to  Grand- 
father Bradsliaujh,  and  he  and  I  do  gladly  re- 
ceive you  now  in  our  grand  and  grave  society.

[No.  264.]— X   GENERAL   PARDON    TO    SIR 
ROBERr    BREREWOOD,    OF    CHESTER,     1644 

Sir  Robert  Brerewood — to  whom  the  General 
Pardon  given  in  full  below  was  granted — was  of  a 
Cheshire  family,  and  represented  the  county  city 
in  the  Parliament  of  15  Charles  I.  A  reference  to 
a  member  of  the  family  will  be  found  in  '■  Local 
Gleanings"  (4to  series,  vol.  i,  p.  67).  He  was  one 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and 
a  loyal  supporter  of  the  king  ;  but  of  him  very  little 
is  known.  In  Ormerod  s  "  History  of  Cheshire" 
(new  ed.  vol.  i,  p-  221),  the  following  short  account 
is  »iven  from  a  catalogue  of  the  Recorders  of  the 
City  of  f  hester  (from  Sir  Peter  Leycester"s 
Cheshire  Antiquities). 

"Robert  Brier  wood,  a  citizen  born,  was 
chosen  recorder  of  Chester,  April  9,  15  Car.  I., 
1639.  He  was  son  of  John  Brierwood,  sheriff  of 
this  city,  which  John  was  son  of  Robert  Brier- 
wood,  wet  glover,  thrice  mayor  of  Chester.     John 


had  a  younger  brother  called  Edward  Brierwood, 
the  famous  schollar  (sic)  of  Brasen-nose  Colledge  in 
Oxford,  and  afterwards  professor  of  astronomy  at 
Gresham  Colledge  in  London,  who  writ  many 
learned  books  ;  scilicfet,  a  Treatise  of  the  Sabbath, 
1631.  The  Enquiry  of  Languages,  printed  1635. 
De  Numinis,  printed  1614,  besides  his  logical  notes, 
published  by  Sixsmith  of  Brasen-nose. 

"  Robert  the  recorder  had  two  v/ives ;  the  first  was 
Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Randle  Man  waring,  of  Over- 
Pever  the  younger  ;  the  second  was  Katharine . 
daugliter  of  Sir  Richard  Lea,  of  Lea  and  Ddrnhall 
in  Cheshire  ;  and  had  several  children  by  each  o^ 
them.  He  was  sergeaut-at-law,  judge  of  three 
shires  in  Wales,  and  was  made  judge  of  the  com- 
mon-pleas, and  knighted  at  Oxford  1643.  He  died 
the  eighth  of  September,  1654,  at  Chester,  aged  67 
years,  and  buried  in  St.  Marie's  Church  at 
Chester." 

The  original  of  the  Pardon  is  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Editor.  It  is  a  fine  parchment  en- 
grossed in  Latin,  and  has  evidently  been  written  in 
blank  and  the  name  filled  in  subsequently.  The 
seal  has  unfortunately  been  cat  away.  William 
Beamont,  Esq.,  of  Orford  Hall,  has  kimlly  translated 
the  pardon,  and  his  translation  is  printed  in  full  as 
an  interesting  State  document  as  well  as  one  rela- 
ting to  an  old  Cheshire  worthy.

security  according  to  the  form  and  effect  of  a  cer- 
tain Act  of  Parliament  of  our  Lord  Edward  late 
King  of  England  one  of  our  progenitors  passed  at 
Westminster  in  the  tenth  year  of  his  reign  of  his

Many  of  these  fairs  are  now  held  on  different  dates, 
due  no  doubt  in  most  instances  to  the  change  from 
the  Old  to  New  tJt^de  in  1751,  when  to  rectify  the 
errors  of  the  curi-eut  calendars  eleven  days  were 
omitted  and  the  3rd  iSeptember  in  that  year  was 
reckoned  as  the  14th.  Such  an  old-fashioned  insti- 
tution as  a  fair  day  would  not  fall  in  with  the  new 
order  ;  and  thus  in  some  instances,  for  example  at 


Newton,  fairs  are  now  held  at  a  date  eleven  days 
liter  than  they  were  previous  to  the  adoption  of 
the  Gregorian  calendar,

[.Vo.  f';*;  ]-PLAN  OF  LEIGH  ABOUI  1702. 
A  plan  of  the  town  of  Leigh  plotted  about  the 
year  1762  has  been  kindly  lent  to  the  Editor  by 
J.  K.  VVatkins,  iisq  ,  solicitor,  of  Bolton.  The  plan 
has  been  kept  among  other  papers  relating  to  the 
recently-expired  Bolton  and  St.  Helens  Turnpike 
Trust  which  was  established  by  Act  of  Parliament 
^n  17o2,  being  "An  Act  for  repairing  and  widening 
the  roads  from  a  certain  place  near  Bolton  in-the- 
Moors  to  Leigh,  and  thence  to  Guide  Post  near 
Golborne  Dale,  and  to  the  south  of  Newton  Bridge, 
and  from  the  said  Guide  Post  to  Win  wick,  and 
from  Newton  by  Parr  Stocks  to  the  Guide  Post  in 
Parr,  in  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster."  The 
plan  shows  that  the  town  proper  rather  more  than 
a  hundred  years  since  included  only  Market-street 
and  Market-place,  parts  of  Kiog-st ,  part  of  the  road 
to  Manchester  (now  called  Bradshawgate),  Bi'idge- 
street,  and  the  side  streets  or  entries  therefrom. 
An  open  ditch  extended  across  the  Market-place 
from  about  the  Boar's  Head  to  the  Pied  Bull,  and 
another  open  ditch — styled  in  the  reference  list 
"  The  Ditch" — stretched  along  King-street  between 
the  present  sites  of  the  White  Horse  and  the  Man- 
chester and  Liverpool  District  Bank  The  '•  Old 
Smithy"  at  the  corner  of  Bradshawgate  is  marked 
on  the  plan,  and  the  old  premises  adjoining,  included 
in  the  present  Rope  and  Anchor,  are  styled 
"Samuel  Monk's  House"  Stretching  across  the 
Market-place  from  west  to  east  and  forming  part  of 
the  boundary  of  the  churchyard  is  shown  the  old 
"  Penthouses"  removed  within  the  memorj'  of  many 
old  residents.  The  limits  of  the  manorial  market 
rights  are  also  defined  on  the  map,  which  has  been 
carefully  photo-lithographed  as  an  interesting  record 
of  old  Leigh.

AND    BEDFOliD,     IN    THE    PARISH    OF 

LEIGH,  CO.  LANC. 

In  the  Harleian  Manuscripts  (1535  fo.  2-17J  it  is 

stated  that  Ralph  or  Randal  Starkie,  a  younger 

son  of  Starkie  of  Strelton,  co.  Chester,  married,  in 
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the  fortieth  year  of  King  EclwarJ  III.,  [136t3], 
Agnes,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Hugh 
DE  Pennington,  of  Pennington,  co.  Lancaster. 
However  this  may  be,  the  frequent  occurrence 
of  the  name  of  Starkie,  or  Starkey,  in  the  Leigh 
parish  registers  shows  that  the  family  was  settled 
in  the  parish  at  an  early  date,  and  from  the 
marriages  recorded  in  the  Heralds'  Visitations,  as 
well  as  from  documents  stillin  existence,  it  is  evident 
that  the  Starkies  of  Pennington  were  persons  of 
consideration. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  from  the  information 
now  obtainable  it  would  be  extremely  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  draw  up  a  continuous  pedigree 
containing  every  generation  of  the  Starkie  family 
from  its  presumed  settlement  in  Leigh  parish  in 
the  year  1366,  downwards ;  indeed  this  result 
could  only  be  obtained  by  a  careful  examination  of 
the  muniments  of  the  family  and  these  are  either 
lost  or  are  hidden  away  in  some  unknown  place  of 
safe-keeping.  In  the  absence  of  this  kind  of  docu- 
mentary evidence,  the  following  notes  relating  to 
the  Starkies,  taken  chiefly  from  their  Wills  proved 
at  Chester  will  give  correct,  though  disconnected, 
details  of  the  various  generations  of  this  family 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  sixteenth  and  the  early 
part  of  the  seventeenth  century. 

From  a  Culcheth  pedigree  preserved  in  the  Pic- 
cope  MSS.  in  the  Chetham  Library  we  learn  that 
"  George  Starkie,  of  Pennyngton,  in  Lane.  Esq." 
married  "  Helen  (sister  of  Gilbert,  and)  daughter 
of  Oliver  Culcheth,  of  Culcheth,  Esq.  by  [Douce] 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Gilbert  Langton,  of  Lowe,  in 
Lane.  Esq."  Oliver  Culcheth  died  in  the  first  de- 
cade of  the  sixteenth  ceuturj'-,  and  as  his  eldest  son, 
Gilbert,  was  born  about  1495  we  may  put  this 
down  as  the  probable  period  at  which  George 
Starhie  came  into  the  world.  A  John  Starlcey,  pro- 
bably his  brother,  appears  in  a  Culcheth  deed  (No 
CXXV.)  17  Nov.,  1502  ;  Alice  Starkie,  possibly  his 
sister,  was  the  wife  of  Ralph  Byrom,  of  Salford, 
and  her  will  dated  26  January,  1523-4,  has  been 
printed  by  the  Chetham  Society  ("Wills  and  In- 
ventories," Vol.  ii.,  p.  180).  In  1550  George 
Starlde  witnesses  a  Culcheth  deed  (No.  CLV). 

In  the  reign  of  Philip  and  Mary  (1554-8)  James 
Staekye  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  are  plaintifTs  in  a 
lawsuit  with  Sir  Thomas  Boteler,  of  Bewsey,  re- 
specting property  in  Burton  wood  ;  and  in  1566-7, 
Klizabeth,   late   wife  of  James  Starkey,  with  Bene- 


dict Paynter,  has  a  farther  dispute  about  land  in 
Burtonwood  with  Henry  Hardinge  (Duchy  Plead- 
ings.) 

A  deed  in  my  own  possession  recites  that  James 
Starkey,  of  Pennington,  gentleman,  and  John 
Starkey,  his  son  and  heir  apparent,  granted  to 
Pvobert  Langton,  Ptichard  Ormeston  [Urmeston], 
Ralph  Ashton,  junior,  and  Robert  Boltoa,  all  in 
the  county  of  Lancaster,  Esquires,  all  those  mes- 
suages, lands,  tenements,  &c.,  with  their  appurten- 
ances in  Pennington,  to  hold  to  the  several  uses 
specified  in  a  certain  other  indenture.  The  other 
indenture  is  not  annexed  and  we  are  therefore 
ignorant  of  the  purpose  of  the  deed  though  it  was 
probably  a  settlement.  From  the  Inquisition  post 
Mortem  of  Robert  Bolton  it  appears  that  James 
Starkie,  of  Pennington,  married  Eleanor,  widow  of 
Robert  Bolton,  of  Little  Bolton,  Esquire,  and  that 
she  was  living,  as  a  widow,  at  Pennington  Bridge, 
in  the  year  1608.  Mr.  Starkie  was  buried  at 
Leigh,  IS  March,  1578  9,  as  "James  Starkie,  gent.,'' 
and  left  a  daughter,  Elizibeth,  and  a  son 

John  Starkie,  of  Pennington,  gent.,  who  was 
of  full  age  in  1576,  married  at  Leigh  27  October, 
1579,  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Ashton,  of  Bamfur- 
long,  and  sister  of  John  Ashton,  of  Penketh,  gent., 
and  this  lady  after  his  death  remarried  to  Mr. 
Asshawe,  of  Shawe  Hall.  John  Starkie  died  in 
December,  and  was  buried  at  Leigh  on  the  19th  of 
that  month,  1597,  his  name  appearing  with  the 
affix  "gent."  iu  the  register  book.  In  hia 
Will,  dated  6  December,  1596,  and  proved  at  Ches- 
ter, January,  1597-S,  he  mentions  his  son 

George  Starkie,  of  Pennington,  gent.,  then 
"underage,'  having  been  baptised  at  Leigh,  5  Sep- 
tember, 15S0.  He  is  most  pi-obably  the  same  person 
as  George  Starkie,  of  Pennington,  who  married  at 
Leigh,  11  February,  1612-13,  Elizabeth,  sister  of 
Henry  Rylanels,  and  of  Ralph  Rylands,  of  Culcheth 
(the  inventory  of  whose  goods  is  printed  in  these 
Notes — No.208).  His  kinsman  George  ^tarkye, 
of  Penningtom,  was  buried  at  Leigh  6  March,  1581-2, 
and  in  his  will  dated  10  December,  1579,  and  proved 
at  Chester  24  April,  1582,  mentions  his  wife  Ellen, 
his  sons  George  (then  married),  William,  James, 
and  John,  and  his  daughters  Anne,  wife  of  Simon 
Hurst  (married  at  Leigh,  21  September,  1578),  and 
Margery  (then  unmarried). 

There  had  been  another  George  Starkie  "  of 
Leigh,"  buried  there  6  December,  1578,  who  in  his

\vill  dated  3  December,  1578,  and  proved  at  Ches- 
ter, 8  April,  157'J,  mentions  his  wife  Ellen,  his 
dister  Joan,  and  his  brothers  James  and  Henri/.  He 
probably  died  without  issue. 

About  the  same  period  we  have  James  Starkie, 
of  Pennington,  buried  at  Leigh,  15  November, 
1595,  whose  will  mentions  his  wife  Margeri/,  and 
his  son  and  daughter,  William  and  Anne.  {James 
Starkie  and  Manjnret  Brarhhaw  were  married  at 
Leigh  17  December,  1562.)  We  have  also 
James  Starkie,  of  Pennington,  yeoman  and 
tailor,  buried  at  Leigh,  June,  1614 ;  he  married 
at  Leigh,  25  April,  1599,  Katherine,  daughter  of 
Roger  Darwall,  but  died  without  issue  and  left  a 
becpiest  towards  the  endowment  of  a  proposed  Free 
Grammar  School  in  Leigh,  He  also  left  property  to 
his  bi'other  Richard,  and  his  nephews  and  niece 
William,  Peter,  and  Anne.  This  will  is  referred  to 
under  No.  102,  (Vol.  i.,  page  29.3,)  in  these  collec- 
tions. His  widow  was  buried  at  Leigh  11  July, 
1668,  as  "Katherine  Star  key,  widdowde  Bedford." 

Richard  Starkie,  of  Pennington  gent.,  buried 
at  Leigh,  27  July,  1596,  was  probably  an  unmarried 
brother   of  George  ;  in  his  will  dated  8  July,  1596, 

he  only  mentions  his  two  sisters,  Marie,  and  , 

the  wife  of  William  Smith. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  reign  of  Icing  Charles 
the  first,  before  the  great  rebellion,  it  is  evident 
that  the  Staikies  had  for  some  reason,  now  un- 
known, fallen  into  reduced  circumstances  and  social 
position,  ami  shortly  afterwards,  as  will  be  seen, 
they  sold  their  property  in  Bedford ;  possibly  it 
was  in  consequence  of  this  sale  that  they  obtained 
sufficient  money  to  embark  in  business,  for  about 
half  a  century  afterwards  James  Starlcie,  of 
Leigh,  mercer,  was  fairly  well  to  do  in  the 
world. 

To  return  to  the  family  history  in  the  beginning 
of  the  seventeenth  century,  James  Starkie,  of 
Bedfor<l,  husbandman,  married  at  Leigh  Church, 
22  May,  1587,  Katherine  BucJce.  (Her  will  is  dated 
17  October  1631:  and  she  was  buried  at  Leigh  12  April 
1636.)     Besides  an  illegitimate  son  James  Starkie,* 

*  Probably  ihe  same  person  as  James  Starkie,  of 
Ucdfor'l,  wehsttr,  bmie.l  .it  Lei.^'h  28  Xoveniber  1662  ; 
he  dieil  intestate  and  on  lo  April  16G3  .administration 
of  his  effects  was  granted  to  Eleanor  Starkie  bis 
wido^. 

Anothpr  contemporary  Starkie  was  EichardStarkie, 
of  Bedford,  husbandnia  j,  who  made  his  will  21  March 


he  had  legitimate  issue  1.  Thomas  Starkie  (who 
married  9  August  1612  Ja)ie  Smith  and  had  3 
diiighters).  2.  John.  Buried  at  Leigh  6  Jan., 
1639  40  (?).  3.  James  (married  before  1634 
aud  liad  then  a  son  living  also  named  Janvs 
Starkie).  4.  Elizabeth,  and  5,  Catherine  (married 
before  1634).  James  Starkie  the  father  died 
April  1626,  and  his  will  was  proved  the  .June 
following.  It  may  have  been,  and  probably  was, 
that  his  legitimate  son  Jam''S  was  the  same  person 
as 

James  Starkie,  of  Pennington  and  of  Siddow 
Common  in  Bedford,  who  is  indifferently  styled 
gent.,  husbandman  and  badger.  The  last  appella- 
tion is  described  in  Halli well's  Dictionary  as  "A 
pedlar  ;  a  corn-factor.  Sometimes  a  person  who 
purchases  eggs,  batter  &c.  at  the  farm  houses,  to 
sell  again  at  market,''  so  that  he  probably  sup- 
ported the  dignity  of  his  title  of  "  gent"  by  a  little 
honest  market-trading  in  farm  produce  as  many  of 
the  minor  gentry  did  in  bis  day.  Mr.  Starkief 
was  married  at  Leigh  2  August  1614  to  Elizabeth 
Throppe,  or  Thorpe  (buried  at  Leigh  10  Dec,  1661 ), 
and  by  her  had  issue  a  son  Janus  and  two 
daughters  Elizabeth,  Bapt.  2  August  1617,  un- 
married in  1661,  and  Margery,  Bapt  11  February 
1621-2,  who  was  married  to  Randle  Wright.  He 
was  buried  at  Leigh  15  January  1627-S  and  his  will 
was  proved  at  Chester  a  fortnight  afterwards. 
His  Inquisition  post  Mortem,  in  abstract,  is  as 
follows : —

Lancasiiire  (to  wit). 

Inquisition  taken  at  Leigh  co.  Lane,  before  Hugh 
Eigby  Esq.  Escheator  of  the  King  in  the  said 
county  on  Thursday  17  April  4  Charles  (1628)  by 
virtue  of  his  office  to  inquire  after  the  death  of 

1656.  After  desiring  to  be  buried  "  in  my  parish 
Church  of  Leigh,"  he  bequfaths  "all  my  money  and 
goods  given  me  by  my  mother  Ellen  ^tarki/e,  deceasod, 
to  my  three  children  James,  John,  and  Anne  iitarkire, 
&e," — "  my  loving  nei;;hb)urs  Edward  Crompton  and 
IJichard  Glasbrooke,  of  Bedford,  yeomen,  executors." 
Tho  will  was  read  in  the  presence  of  testator's  wife 
Ellen  ami,  his  "loving  neighbours"  having  both 
renounced,  it  was  proved  by  his  late  wife  28  November 
166-',  she  being  no  longer  his  widow  but  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Greene.  The  inventory  of  his  personal  pro- 
perty amounted  to  £133  Os.  Od.

Jamks  Staekie,  of  Siddow  Common,  in  Bedford, 
yeoman,  by  deed  of  29  June  16:i!),  conveyed  this 
house  and  the  adjoining  land  to  Mr.  James  Greene 
of  Brockhurst,  in  Pennington,  who  had  purchased 
rom  Mr.  Thomas  Minshull,  of  Manchester,  the 
remainder  of  the  Starkie  property  in  Bedford  which 


had  been  sold  to  him  by  James  Starkie,  and  Mr. 
Greene's  descendant,  Mrs.  Eccleston,  only  daughter 
of  the  late  Dr.  Green  of  Newton-le-"iVillows,  is  its 
present  owner.  James  Starkie,  of  Leigh,  Mercer, 
probably  the  same  person  as  the  last-named  James, 
is  a  party  to  deeds  in  1707  and  1710,  acting  as  a 
trustee  in  the  adjustment  of  property  of  the  Lowes 
of  Lowton,  and  on  21  November  1719  he  purchased 
for  £200  from  Robert  Heaton,  of  West  Leigh,  gent., 
"  all  the  capital  messuage  in  West  Leigh  reputed 
as  a  fourth  part  of  an  ancient  house  called  ye  Par- 
sonage, but  since  the  partition  thereof  in  1661  held 
in  severalty,"  which  the  said  Robert  Heaton  had 
had  leased  to  him  for  three  lives,  on  6  September, 
1714,  by  J  homas  Bankes  of  Winstanley,  aad 
William  Rawstorne,  of  Preston,  Esquires. 

Mr.  Worsley  iu  his  History  of  Leigh  Church, 
page  60,  says: — "In  1742,  James  Starke y,  gent., 
gave  to  this  church  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  a  dwell- 
ing-house in  Pennington  for  prayers  every  Saturday 
afternoon."

[No.  ^(J5.]-THE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  EARL  OF 
DERBY  AT  BOLTON.— (See  No.  257.) 
The  following  letter  has  been  published  in  the 
Bolton  Chronicle  with  reference  to  the  sketch  re- 
printed in  these  Notes  : — "  Sir, — In  your  report  of 
'  The  axe  used  at  the  execution  of  the  Earl  of  Derby 
at  Bolton,'  there  are  a  few  inaccuracies  which  I 
should  like  to  correct.  I  am  Richard,  son  of  the 
late  James  Wood  Holt,  and  I  sold  the  axe  by  my 
mother's  instructions  to  Mr.  Wm.  Sharpies  in  the 
year  1861,  some  months  after  the  death  of  my 
father  which  occurred  on  the  9th  Nov.,  1859,  so 
that  the  axe  could  not  possibly  be  in  the  possession 
©f  Mr.  Sharpies  at  the  time  of  the  fire  at  the  Bolton 
Museum.  And  the  amount  received  from  iVIr. 
Sharpies  was  considerably  more  than  wiiat  is 
stated.  That  part  relating  to  the  axe  being  so  long 
in  our  family  is  quite  correct,  being  originally 
bought  by  Mr.  James  Holt,  sexton  and  clerk  of 
Turton,  jnd  was  retained  by  four  generations  in 
our  family,  or  rather  five  generations  if  I  (who  dis- 
posed of  it)  may  be  counted  one.  I  trust  this  in- 
formation may  be  of  use  in  assisting  to  trace  a 
correct  history  of  the  axe. — I  am.  Sir,  faithfully 
yours,  Richard  Holt,  Tinplate  Worker,  Darwen. — 
May  11,   1880."

The  following  letters  written  by  Mr.  John  C'ul- 
cJiefh,  Lawj'er,  of  Gray's  Inn,  have  reference  to  the 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  settlement  of  Lady 
Anderton's  Lydiate  estate.  The  full  history  of 
these  transactions  will  be  found  in  "  Lydiate  Hall 
and  its  Associations"  (p.  71).  When  Laurence 
Ireland,  of  Lydiate,  the  last  squire  of  his  race  left 
the  world  in  1664  to  become  a  Jesuit  and  a  priest, 
he  settled  his  estates  on  his  elder  daughter,  Mar- 
garet, afterwards  married  to  Sir  Charles  Anderton, 
second  Baronet  of  Lostock.  Her  son.  Sir  Francis 
Anderton,  engaged  in  the  rebellion  of  1715  and  his 
estates  were  forfeited,  he  himself  barely  escaping 
death.  He  had  already  taken  possession  of  the 
Lostock  property  which  on  his  attainder  was  seized 
by  the  Crown.  An  elder  brother  now  stepped  in, 
who  claimed  both  title  and  estates.  This  was  Sir 
Laurence,  who  though  not  a  priest,  had  taken  re- 
ligious vows  abroad,  and  was  thus  excluded  by  the 
existing  laws  from  all  capacity  to  inherit.  As  the 
only  possible  means  of  preserving  the  family 
estate,  he  made  an  Act  of  Conformity  on  21  May, 
17'24,  and  was  immediately  put  into  possession.  He 
died  within  six  months  of  this  event  and  his  will,  in 
which  he  left  his  estates  to  his  nephew,  Robert 
Blundell,  after  the  death  of  Sir  Francis  without 
issue,  was  upheld  by  the  Lord  Chancellor.  Lostock 
is  now  held  in  moieties  by  his  descendants.  Sir 
Charles  H.  Tempest,  Baronet,  of  Heaton,  and 
Charles  J.  Stonor,  Esq  ,  of  Anderton  Hall,  near 
Chorley. 

In  the  meantime  Lady  Anderton  held  her  own 
estate  of  Lydiate  till  her  death  in  1 720.  Wishing 
to  secure  it  for  her  son.  Sir  Francis  Anderton, 
she  adopted  the  plan  of  leaving  it  absolutely  to  a 
Protestant  lawyer  in  whom  she  had  great  confi- 
dence, with  secret  instructions  as  to  its  disposal. 
There  was  much  delay  in  carrying  out  his  inten- 
tions, and  it  is  clear  from  Mr.  Calcheth's  letters 
that  he  did  not  think  that  Lady  Anderton  had  been 
honorably  dealt  with.  At  the  same  time  it  is  evi- 
dent that  INIrs.  BlundeWs  somewhat  unreasonable 
obstinacy  prevented  a  satisfactory  settlement  at  an 
early  period  when  the  lawyer  was  disposed  to  make 
one.  On  the  death  of  Sir  Francis  Anderton,  in 
1760,  the  lawyers  eldest  son  and  heir  claimed  the 
estate,  the  remainder  being  given  to  him,  and  only 
yielded  it  to  the  Bluudells  f.jr  a  considerable   sum 
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of  money  though  no  mention  is  made  of  the  exact 
sum  paid  for  its  release.  Tlie  present  owner  of 
Lydiate  is  Thomas  Weld  Blunddl,  Esq.,  to  whom 
it  was  bequeated  with  other  estates  by  the  late 
Charles  Bhmdell,  of  Ince  Blundell,  Esq.,  in  his 
will  dated  2Sth  November,  1834.

In  reply  to  the  Rev.  Kirkby  Trimmer,  v^icar  of 
St.  George's,  Tombland,  Norwich,  I  have  no  doubt 
he  will  find  that  the  last  descendant  of  the  Kirby 
family,  and  lord  of  the  manor  of  Kirby  Irelyth, 
built  Ash  lack  Ilall,  and  resided  there  until  the 
manor  of  Kirkby  Irelyth  came  into  possession  of 
the  Duchess  of  Buckingham,  who  left  it  to  Lord 
Mulgrave,  who  sold  it  afterwards  to  Lord  John 
Cavendish.  The  present  Duke  of  Devonshire  is  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Kirkby  Irelyth.  The  hall 
and  estate  of  Ashlack  was  in  tlie  possession  of  the 
late  George  Mason,  Esq.,  a  kind  friend  of  mine,  for 
nearly  the  List  fifty  years.  The  present  proprietor 
and  occupier,  Thomas  Mason,  Esq.,  I  am  sure  will 
give  your  correspondent  all  the  information  he  may 
be  able  to  search  out.  The  records  in  the  church 
and  yard  of  the  parish  at  Beckside,  Kirkby  Irelyth, 
may  lead  to  what  your  correspondent  requires. 
The  Kirkliy  family  lived  at  Kirkby  Hall  (formerly 
called  Cross  House)  about  a  mile  distant  from  Ash- 
lack Hall,  for  several  generations.

Some  of  the  above  entries  belong  to  the  Starkies 
ov  HuNTEOTD  who  became  possessed  of  Cle worth 
Hall  in  Leigh  parish  by  the  marriage  (at  Leigh, 
5th  August,  1578j  of  Nicholas  Starkie,  son  of 
Edmund  Starkie,  of  Huntroyd,  co.  Lane ,  with 
Anne,  daughter  and  lieiress  of  John  Parr,  of 
Cleworth  Hall,  and  widow  of  Thurstaii  Barton,  of 
Smithills,  CO.  Lane.  In  the  Lancasliire  Visitation 
of  1664-5,  printed  by  the  Ohetham  Society,  Thurstan 
Barton  is  incorrectly  stated  to  have  been  the  second 
husband  of  Anne  Parr  Other  entries  relate  to  the 
Starkies  OF  AsTLEY,  who  seemed  to  have  branched 
off  from  tlie  Pennington  family.  Jane,  wife  of 
William  Starkie,  of  Astley,  yeoman,  was  buried  at 
Leigh,  17th  October,  1723.

Mr.  Earwaker  also  contributes  a 
copy  of  the  title  page  of  a  funeral  sermon  preached 
at  Stockport,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Ctdcheth,  in 
1756,  and  adds  :  "  I  have  this  sermon  which  con- 
tains a  very  lengthy  eulogium  on  Mr.  Ctdcheth. 
'  He  lived  past  the  82nd  year  of  his  age' — 'a  very 
learned  and  good  man.'  '  He  embraced  a  form  of 
religious  worship  different  from  that  of  his  father's 
house  and  kindred.'  The  sermon  is  printed  in 
octavo  and  contains  the  title  and  22  pages.  The 
text  was  Gen:  xv.

Deed  of  Gift. 
Be  it  known  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  that  I 
Thomas  Cidcheth  out  of  the  great  Regard  and  affec- 
tion which  I  bear  toward  the  Congregation  of  Pro- 
testant ©issenters  in  Macclesfield  to  which  I  have 
ministered  in  holy  things  about  thirty  and  four 
years  do  this  5th  Septr.  1754  deliver  into  the  hands 
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and  commit  to  the  Trust  and  Care  of  Mr.  Hugh 
Wortlunqton  of  Upton  and  Mr.  John  Brocklehurst 
of  Macclesfield  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  forty 
Pounds  to  be  occupied  or  managed  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Minister  and  Poor  of  the  said  Congregation 
according  to  the  following  direction,  viz.  I  do 
hereby  direct  the  said  Hugh  Worthington  and 
John  Brocklehurst  to  consult  and  advise  with  the 
Trustee*  (for  the  time  being)  of  the  Chappel  or 
Meeting  H<nxse  of  the  Protestant  Dissenters  in  or 
near  the  Back  Street  in  Macclesfield  how  and  in 
what  manner  tiie  said  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
forty  Pounds  shall  be  laid  out  and  managed  to  the 
best  lawfull  Improvement  and  I  do  hereby  direct 
that  One  handreil  Pounds  of  the  said  sum  be  Im- 
proved for  the  benefit  of  the  Minister  of  the  said 
Congregation.  And  the  Interest  or  Improvement 
of  the  remaining  forty  Pound  to  be  distributed 
among  the  Poor  of  the  said  Congregation  in  such 
manner  and  proportion  and  at  such  time  or  times 
as  to  them  shall  appear  to  be  most  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  Poor  People.  And  I  do  hereby  further 
direct  and  appoint  that  the  said  Hugh  Worthington 
and  John  Brocldehurst  do  lay  out  and  manage  the 
said  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  forty  Pounds  accor- 
ding to  the  advice  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Chappell  or  a  Majority  of  them  and  the  Profits 
thereof  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  tlie  Preacher 
and  the  Poor  as  above  directed.  And  I  further 
direct  tliat  after  tlie  decease  or  Resignation  either 
of  the  said  Hugh  Worthington  or  of  the  said  John 
Brockleliurst  the  said  sum  be  managed  to  the  above 
said  Uses  &  Purposes  by  the  Survivor  together 
with  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Chappel  joined 
with  him,  to  be  chosen  by  a  Majority  of  the  other 
Trustees  and  so  onward  by  their  Successors  in  that 
Trust  from  time  to  time  so  long  as  there  shall  be 
a  duely  elected  Protestant  Dessenting  Minister 
officiating  in  and  unto  the  aforesaid  Congregation. 
And  in  case  tlie  publick  assembling  of  Protestant 
dessenters  for  religious  worship  should  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  suppresst  or  the  said  Congregation 
sliould  be  dissolved  then  I  further  direct  that  the 
Produce  of  the  said  hundred  and  forty  Pouiuls 
shall  be  applied  to  such  pious  or  charitable  uses  as 
shall  seem  best  to  those  who  shall  at  such  time 
liave  the  Trust  and  Management  thereof  in  their 
hands.

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  a  branch  of 
this  family  was  in  the  seventeenth  century  located 
in  Berkshire.  According  to  Ashmole  and  Lysons, 
many  memorials  of  the  name  are  to  be  met  with  la 
the  Parish  Church  of  New  Windsor.  Among  the 
Windsor  M  P.'s  we  find  in  the  Cromwellian  Par- 
liament of  1659  the  name  of  George  Starkeif,  and 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  a  Samuel  Starkeij  sat  for 
tlie  same  Borough  in  the  Parliaments  of  1678-9, 
1679-80  and  IGSl.

[No.  275.]— OLD  STOPJES  OF  LEIGH. 
Passing  through  tlie  Leigh  Parish  Churchyard  a 
few  days  ago  I  noticed  that  some  speculative  per- 
son had  attacked  the  ancient  cluster  of  cottages  on 
the  north-west  of  the  tower  and  had  completely 
demolished  the  House  of  Correction  Inn  and  the 
adjoining  buildings — not,  I  hope,  with  a  view  to 
erecting  modern  jerry  built  residences  to  yield 
larger  returns.  However  that  may  be,  I  should 
like  to  hear  sometliing  about  a  nook  which  I  am 
given  to  understand  is  connected  witli  some  almost 
forgotten  parish  customs.  Report  tells  that  up  to 
the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  a  mimic 
Lord  Mayor's  Show  was  held  in  the  space  behind 
these  cottages  ;  tliat  a  townsman  was  annually 
chosen  to  be — for  the  day  of  election  only— Lord 
Mayor,  and  that  the  unaccustomed  Ciiief  Magis- 
trate was  carried  through  the  town  accompanied 
by  a  nois}-  crowd.  In  those  free-tradc-in-drink 
days  the  occupant  of  the  house  with  its  gable  abut- 
ting on  the  Church-yard  was  a  certain  Adam 
Brobliin,  who  is  also  connected  with  an  amusing 
Cluirch-yard  story.  He  was  the  possessor  of  a 
large  painted  board  (probably  an  heirloom   of  the 
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family  or  bouse)  on  which  board  was  clepic'Led  a 
likeness  of  Master  Reynard.  This  was  brought 
out  on  the  annual  show  day  to  be  suspended  at  the 
entrance  of  a  tent  erecteil  near,  and  thereby  con- 
stituted it  for  the  day,  "  The  Fox  Inn."  Can  any 
of  your  correspondeuts  attest  or  supplement  the 
above  story  ?  Whilst  writing  about  this  neigh- 
bourhood, I  uiay  meution  that  the  land  to  the 
north  of  Slacky  Field  was  called  "  The  Temple 
Field."  I  have  heaivl  of  some  connection  between 
this  and  a  former  resident  of  Westleigh  Hall,  who 
put  up  some  sort  of  summer  arbour  which  was 
ridiculed  and  styled  "The.  Temple,"  the  tale 
being  afterwards  embodied  in  verse  with  a  chorus 
about  "  The  Temple  of  Air."

[3;C.] -LANCASHIRE  PAllLI AM KNTAIIY 
REPRESENTATION.— Continued    (See    Nos.    2.50, 
251,  256,  281,  and  previous  articles.) 

BOROUGH  (NOW  CITY)  OF  LIVERPOOL, 
The  Borough  of  Liverpool  exercised  the 
privilege  of  sending  two  members  to  Parliament  in 
1295  and  1307,  but  thence  for  240  years  the 
right  continued  wholly  suspended.  To  the  vai'ious 
writs  issued  to  the  sheriffs  of  Lancashire  in  the 
reigns  of  Edward  II.  and  Edward  III.  the  return 
was  :  "There  ai'e  no  cities  and  Burghs  in  my  Baily- 
wick  except  the  Burgh  of  Lancaster."  From  the 
reiga  of  Edward  III.  to  that  of  Henry  VI.  the 
return  invariably  reads:  "There  is  not  any  City 
or  any  Burgh  from  which  any  citizens  or  Burgesses 
can  or  were  wont  to  come  by  reason  of  their  low 
condition  or  poverty."  In  the  reiga  of  Edward  IV. 
it  reads:  "And  because  there  is  not  any  City 
within  the  said  County  or  Burgh  which  in  former 
tunes  sent  any  Citizens  or  Burgesses  to  Parliament 
before  the  King  and  his  Counsel  by  reason  of  their 
poverty  and  inability,  therefore  no  mention  is  made 
of  Citizens  and  Burgesses." 

In  the  first  Parliament  of  Edward  VI.  which  met 
4th  November,  1547.  the  Elective  Franchise  was 
restored  to  the  two  Lancashire  Boroughs  of  Liver- 
pool and  Wigan,  and  has  since  continued  without 
further  intermission.  Liverpool  was  represented 
by  two  members  until  the  passing  of  the  "Repre- 
sentation of  the  People  Act,  1867,"  when  this  con. 
stituency — become  one  of  the  largest  in  the  king- 
^oni — was  empowered  to  return  three  members, 
the  present  number  of  representatives. 


Before  1832  the  right  of  election  from  time  im- 
memorial seems  to  have  been  vested  in  the  Freemen 
at  large.  The  only  occasion  when  the  question  of 
the  franchise  was  brought  to  any  legal  determina- 
tion was  at  the  contested  election  of  1729  between 
Thomas  Brereton,  Esq.,  and  Sir  Thomas  Aston, 
Bart.  The  former  petitiouing  against  the  return  of 
his  opponent  it  was  agreed,  5  March,  J  729,  by 
the  counsel  on  both  sides  "that  the  right  of  election 
is  in  the  Mayor,  Badiffi,  and  Freemen  of  the  said 
Borough  not  receiving  alms."  This  decision 
governed  all  future  elections  to  the  time  of  the 
Reform  Bill.  The  number  of  Freemen  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  year  1729  was  found  to  be  llGli  (  Willis  ; 
in  1821  it  had  increased  to  about  2(500  [Oldjield). 

Tiie  members  for  Liverpool  have  invariably  been 
selected  from  among  the  merchants  and  other 
trading  classes  resident  in  the  town ;  hence  the 
identity'  of  many  of  the  earlier  representatives  is 
very  diiHcult  to  establish.  It  is  a  somewhat 
singular  circumstance,  and  one  which  fully  shows 
the  small  value  placed  in  early  times  upon  the 
exercise  of  the  Parliamentary  privilege,  that  iu 
most  of  the  elections  of  the  sixteenth  century, 
while  the  town  returned  one  member  the  other  was 
left  open  to  the  nomination  of  tlie  Chancellor  of 
tlie  Duchy  for  the  time  being.  In  this  way  sevei'a] 
straugei's  to  the  Borough  v/ere  occasionally  intro- 
duced as  members,  the  nominees  of  the  Cliancellor 
being  taken  mostly  from  among  the  families  of  the 
surrounding  county  gentry  or  iu  some  instances 
from  those  at  a  greater  distance.  The  Earls  of 
Derby  also  exercised  cousideraijle  influence — both 
Parliamentary  and  municipal — in  tlie  affairs  of  the 
Borough  prior  to  the  sale  of  Lathom  House 
towards  the  midd  e  of  the  last  century. 
Thenceforth  the  most  important  influence  in  the 
elections  was  that  of  the  Corporation  which  could 
always  command  the  return  of  one  member,  the 
other  being  the  choice  of  the  Freemen,  the  result 
being  that  for  a  long  time  the  representation  0£ 
Liverpool  was  divided  between  the  two  political 
parties. 

Liverpool  M^as  lirst  incorporated  about  the  year 
1208  iu  the  reign  of  King  John.  It  was  created  a 
City  by  Letters  Patent  dated  11  May,  1880. 
The  population  in  1801  was  77,653;  in  1811, 
94,37(3;  iu  1821,  118,972;  in  1831,  205,572;  in 
1841,  294,95t3 ;  in  1851,  375,955  ;  in  18G1,  443,938  j 
iu^lS71,  488,845.

The  following  particulars  of  this  family  are  from 
"A  History  of   Blackburn,"  ice,    by  Mr.  W.  A 
Abram,  printed  in  1877,  a  work  containing  much 
valuable  information  : — 

Hector  Culcheth,  yeoman,  occurs  as  a  freeholder 
in  Saralesbury  between  1C95  an.1  1710.  An  in'lenture 
dated  .July  l(5th,  1695.  witnesses  that  in  consideration 
of  £3.50  paid  to  Christopher  Sloire  of  H  ithhushe«,  co  : 
Durham,  gont.,  and  his  brother  John  Moire  of  Pres- 
ton, gent.,  by  Hector  Culcheth  of  Samlesbur,',  yeoman, 
the  first  parties  sell  to  Hector  Culcheth  a  tenement 
upon  Sarbrose  Green,  in  Samlesbury,  containing  32 
acres  customary  measure. 

Hector  Culcheth  had  two  daughters,  Isahel  and 
Mary.  Mary  Culcheth  married  Robert  Huhberstcy, 
yeoman.  A  deed  dated  Jan.  7th,  1709,  witnesses  tliat 
Hector  Culcheth,  in  performance  of  articles  of  agree- 
ment dated  the  23rd  June  last  past,  between  Hictor 
Culcheth  and  Robert  Hubberstey  and  ^[a>•y  his  wife  and 
Isabel  Culcheth,  for  seeming  the  payment  of  a  re..t 
charge  of  £8: 10:  0.  yearly  to  Hector  Culcheth  for  his 
life,  releases,  &c.,  to  Robert  and  3Iary  Hubberstey, 
Isabel  Culcheth,  Roger  Eastham  and  Thomas  Lnuren- 
son,  the  messuage  on  Saibrose  Green;  Isabel  Cul- 
cheth to  receive  a  moiety  of  the  rents  thereof,  and  her 
Bister  Mary's  husband  to  receive  tlie  other  moiety. 

Hector  Culcheth  was  dead  before  1727.  His  daughter, 
Isabel  Culcheth,  died  in  1730 ;  and  by  her  Will  dated 


Jan.  2iid,  1729  .30,  Isabel  Culcheth,  of  Sandesbury, 
spinster,  gives  her  estate  called  Haydoek  tenement  to 
her  nephew  William  Hubberstey  ;  with  bequests  to  her 
nephews  John  and  J'lvies  Hubberstey,  and  nier'cs 
Dorothy,  Anne,  and  Elizabeth;  sister  Mary  Hub- 
berstey and  nephew  William  executors. 

Mr.  Abram  gives  an  account  of  the  Hubberstey 
family  bringing  down  their  family  history  to  the 
present  time.  Robert  Hubberstey  died  10  October, 
1727,  and  was  buried  at  Brindle  Catholic  Chapel. 
Mary,  his  widow,  survived  him  many  years  and 
died  in  extreme  old  age  22  November,  1766.

The   following   is   the   description  of   Liverpool 
given    in     "An    Entire    and    Complete    History, 
political  and   personal,  of  the   Boroughs   of  Great 
Britain,  &c."     Second  Edition.     London,  1794. 

"Within  these  fifty  years,  this  town  hath  in- 
creased so  prodigiously  in  trade,  that  it  is  now  said 
to  be  the  greatest  sea-port  in  England,  except  Lon- 
don, it  being  thought  to  exceed  even  Bristol.  The 
merchants  here  tradfl  to  all  parts,  except  Turkey 
and  the  East  Indies  ;  but  their  most  heneficial 
trade  is  to  Guinea  and  the  West  Indies,  by  which 
many  have  raised  great  fortunes.  The  incr  ase  of 
its  ti-ade  for  near  a  century  past  cannot  be  better 
ascertained  than  by  a  view  of  the  great  number  of 
ships  belonging  to  the  town,  or  which  have  been 
cleared  out  at  the  port,  for  any  two  years,  at  some 
considerable  distance  of  time.  In  1565,  the  trade 
of  the  place  seems  to  have  been  carried  on  solely 
by  their  own  ships  and  boats,  of  which  they  had 
twelve,  that  in  the  whole  amounted  to  no  more 
than  two  hundred  and  twenty  three  tons,  and  em- 
ployed but  eeventy-five  seamen. 

"The  Exchange,  which  cost  £30,000  is  erected 
on  the  spot  where  the  town-house  stood,  at  the  top 
of  Water-street,    and  is  a  grand  edifice   of   white 


stone,  built  in  the  form  of  a  square,  round  which 
are  piazzas  for  the  merchants  to  Avalk  io.  Above 
stairs  are  the  mayor's  offices,  tiie  sessions-hall,  the 
council  chamber,  and  two  elegant  ball-rooms. 

"The  custom-house  is  a  neat  building  of  brick 
and  stone,  situated  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  docks. 
There  are  three  large  and  commodious  docks, 
secured  by  iron  gates,  through  which  ships  sail  on 
their  coming  to  tlie  town.  In  these  docks  they  lie 
close  to  the  shore,  and  land  their  goods  with  the 
greatest  facility  ;  and  the  gates  being  shut,  they 
are  secured  from  winter  storms.  There  is  also  a 
new  playhouse  in  Drury-lane,  where  players  per- 
form in  the  summer  season."

A  correspondent  of  the  Manchester  Guardian 
writes  : — The  early  allusions  to  tlie  stapla  trade  of 
Manchester  are  few  and  scanty.  A  passage  from 
Roberts's  "Treasure  of  TralBilce,"  printed  in  li)41, 
has  frefjuently  been  cpiuted,  but  local  writers  have 
not  hitherto  noticed  a  few  lines  in  a  rare  tract 
issued  in  15S0,  written  by  Richard  Hitchcocke, 
and  entitled — 

A  politique  platt  for  the  honor  of  the  Prince,  the 
greate  prolite  of  the  pub  iijiie  st.ite,  relief  of  thj  poore, 
preservation  of  the  riche,  reformation  of  roges  and  idle 
persons,  and  the  wcalthe  of  thousands  that  knowesno* 
how  to  live. 

The  tract  is  an  earnest  plea  for  the  encouragement 
of  fisheries,  and  in  the  course  of  it  he  observes  : — 
"At  Eone  in  France,  which  is  the  chef  est  vent,  be 
solde  our  En^dish  wares,  as  Welcheand  Manchester 
cottons,  Northerne  corseis,  whites,  leade,  and  tinue, 
which  money  is  commonly  employed  in  Norniandic 
and  Biittaine,  in  all  sorts  of  canvasses  with  other 
small  wares,  and  in  Lockromes,  Viterie,  and  Dow- 
lasse,  Pouldavis,  Olgramsce,  and  Myndernex  ;  parte 
for  rcadie  money,  parte  for  commoditie.  . 
Thesejsorts  of  wares  bought  in  Fraunce,  besides  the 
wines,  amounts  (by  estiniacion)  to  six  tymes  so 
much  as  all  the  Englishe  wares  be  solde  in  Fraunce 
every  ycare."  — Editor, 


[No.  f6'7.]-LANCASHIRE  ADDRESSES  ON  THE 
BIETH  OF  A  PillNCE  IN  1638. 

The  Editor  of  the  Preston  Guardian  "Notes  and 
Queries"  prints  two  loyal  and  congratulatory  Ad- 
dresses presented  to  James  the  Second,  shortly 
after  the  birth  of  the  Prince,  in  IGSS,  known  in  after 
history  as  the  "  Pretender."  The  addresses  are  in- 
cluded in  a  tract  entitled  :  "A  Collection  of  the 
several  Addresses  in  the  late  King  James's  time  ; 
concerning  the  Concept'on  and  Birth  of  the  pre- 
tended Prince  of  Wales."  Two  only  of  thes  Ad- 
dresses were  from  Lancashire,  the  first  from  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  High  Sheriff,  County  Justices, 
Grand  Jury,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Shire  ;  the 
secoi-d  from  the  Corporation  of  Garstang.  These 
very  bohibastic  addresses  are  as  follows  :  —

—Dread  Sovereign, — Nothing  but  the  want  of  a 
more  early  opportunity  of  representing  the  Body 
of  this  County,  could  have  withheld  your 
l.Jajesties  most  Loyal  and  joyful  Subjects,  from

names  in  Notes  and  Queries,  and  among  the  gene- 
rous contributions  to   my  collection  from  all  partr- 
of  the  country,    1  cannob   pick  out  a  much  more 
valuable  one  than  tlie  small  lisb  given  in  Nuta  No. 
284.      Let  me  illustrate  its  value  by  one  example^ 
the  "  Mote  fold.  '      I  here  ought  to  be   a    mote  or 
a   thing-field    in  every  township  of  England,  for  it 
represents    the    primitive    meeting    place     of   the 
village   assembly   or    Parliament.     And   therefore 
my  collection,  not  a  I'ich  one  at  present,  of  mote- 
fields  is  greatly  assisted  by  this  new  example  from 
Leigh.      But    let  me  notice  a  special  value  arising 
from  the  name  "'  mote-fo'd."    The  KafSr  tribes  and 
'    some  Hindoo  villages  held    their    village    councils 
I    within  the  cattle-folds  of  the  village,  and  it  would 
be  carious  indeed  to  find   that    a  Lancashire  town 
I    has  preserved  in  its  field  name  a  relic  of  the  same 
!    primitive  custom.     May  I  ask,  in  order  to   eluci- 
date this  fact,  if  the  present  position  of  this  "  mote- 
fold"  is  known  ?   What  is  its  measurement  ?    What 
is  its  shape  ?     How  is  it  situated  with  reference  to 
the  town  itself  ?     Is  the  naine  an  old    one.  and  is 
there  any  means  of  testing  its  correct  spelling?     I 
trust  the  Editor' .s  valuable  remarks  at  the  end  of 
the  note  may  be  replied  to  voluminously.

Mr.  Gomme's  enquiry  as  to  the  position  of  the 
"mote-fold"  can  be  answered,  but  we  suspeci;  it 
will  not  sujjport  the  theory  that  the  parish  meeting 
place  can  be  identified.  In  the  survey  from  which 
the  field-names  were  extracted  the  "mote-fold"  is 
with  the  "  house,  garden,  and  lane,"  entered  as 
"  Lord's  measure  la.  3r.  lOp.  ;  pasture  land,  2r. 
20p. ;  yearly  value,  £2  "  The  land  is  included  in 
the  old  Pesforlong  Demesne,  which  was  situated 
between  the  rillages  of  Croft  and  Newchurch,  and 
a  distance  of  about  five  miles  from  the  town, 
although  in  the  parish  of  Leigh.  It  is  probable 
that  the  name  "mote-fold"  refers  to  the  mote  or 
ditch  which  surrounded  the  old  hall.  As  in  the  im- 
mediate neighbourhood  there  are  many  instances  of 
moted  houses  it  might  be  interesting  to  know  if 
the  "mote-fold"  as  applied  to  land  immediately 
adjacent  to  a  mote  occurs  in  other  cases.  As  Mr. 
Gomme  suggests,  if  readers  of  these  notes  will 
kindly  contrilmte  lists  of  Field  Names  much  in- 
teresting local  history  may  be  gleaned.  In  every 
instance  it  should  be  stated  if  the  names  are  copied 
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from  old  maps,  or  from  what  source  of  information 
they  are  taken.  — Editor.

After 
being  presented  with  the  freedona  of  Norwich,  he 
was  elected  one  of  its  aldermen,  served  the  office  of 
sheriff  in  18ci3,  and  that  of  Mayor  in  1805.

{No.  f52.]-CEILING   AT  THE  OLD  "WOOLPACK 

INN,  BOLTON. 

It  may  be  worth  noting  in  a  column  where  it  will 
be  preserved  in  a  form  convenient  for  reference 
that  in  the  Building  News  for  June  IS,  1880,  is 
given  a  photograph  from  a  very  carefully-executed 


drawing,  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Wallace,  of  Haulgh,  of  au 
old  plaster  ceding  in  the  Old  Woolpack  Inn, 
Bolton  The  inn,  which  is  now  pulled  down,  was 
built  in  the  year  1G72  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Good- 
win, formerly  vicar  of  B jlton,  ejected  on  account 
of  his  Nonconformity  in  1662.  The  front  apart- 
ment, in  which  is  the  plaster  ceiling,  is  said  to 
have  been  his  town  dwelling  ;  his  country  residence 
being  in  the  township  of  Hirwood,  near  Bjlton. 
The  rest  of  the  premises  were  used  as  a  Noncon- 
formist chapel.  The  Rev.  Oliver  Hey  woo  I,  the 
celebrated  Noncjnformist,  oftan  preachel  here 
In  June,  1696,  when  the  congregation  were  about 
to  remove  to  the  new  chapel  which  they  had  built 
in  Bauk-street,  he  preached  here  for  the  last  ti  ne. 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  at  noon,  to 
about  50J  people.  Since  that  time  the  premises 
have  had  a  varied  history,  and  have  for  many  years 
past  been  used  as  a  public-house,  under  the  name 
of  the  "Old  Woolpack  Inn."  Excepting  the 
plaster  ceiling,  there  are  no  details  of 
interest  to  an  architectural  student.  The  insida 
has  been  entirely  remodelled  to  suit  its  different 
requirements,  and  the  outside  walls  replaced  with 
stuccoed  fronts  of  ugly  and  commonplace  design. 
Some  of  the  back  wall  still  stands,  however,  and  is 
of  a  light  red  sandstone,  much  decayed,  with 
niuUioned  square-headed  windows,  indicating  the 
character  of  the  original  design.  — Editor.

It  is  suspected  that  the  William  Harriaon,  wliose 
son's  baptism  is  registered  at  Kirkham,  and  who 
was  living  in  1573  (see  first  pedi_:,'ree  above  given) 
was  the  William  Harrison,  of  Alddiff'e,  mentioned 
in  the  herald  s  visitation  and  to  whom  arms  were 
confirmed,  and  a  crest  granted  in  1616.  The  as- 
sumption is  that  the  family  originated  either  in 
Kirkham  or  Aldcliffe.  If  the  former  there  was  a 
migration  in  the  case  of  William  Harrison  or  hia 
father,  and  one  of  his  sons  I  Richard  Harrison,  of 
Frecklington),  returned  to  Kirkham,  while  another 
(John)  went  to  London  to  seek  his  fortune.  If  the 
latter  there  was  a  migration  of  one  son  (Williaini 
to  Kirkham.  Col.  Harrison  writes  that  he  has 
heard  tliat  William  Harrison  had  several  sons,  but 
it  is  sufficient  for  thepiirpose  m  view  to  prove  that 
he  had  two  sons,  and  that  they  were  the  Eichard, 
of  Freckleton — jreftrrf.d  to  in  first  pedigree),  and 
John,  of  London,  —  whose  existence  is  noted  in  the 
second  pedigree.  Some  confirmatory  evidence  of 
this  point  is  asked  for.  Col.  Harrison  notes  that 
from  records  he  is  led  to  think  that  Kirkham  was 
the  place  where  the  family  originated,  and  that 
Thtmas  Harrison  (or  perhaps  his  son  'William) 
migrated  to  AldclifTe,  but  Lronght  his  son  William, 
as  was  frequently  done  in  those  days,  to  Kirkham 
to  be  baiitised.

The  Editor  of  Preston  Guardian  "  Notes  and 
Queries''  gives  the  following  obituary,  printed  in 
June,  1817.  She  died  in  May,  1817.  "  Died,  at 
the  advanced  age  of  108,  Catherine  Prescott,  of 
Manchester.  She  retained  her  faculties  in  a 
wonderful  degree,  having  learned  to  read  the  Bible, 
without  the  aid  of  spectacle,  partly  in  the  Lan- 
casterian  School,  and  partly  in  the  St.  Clement's 
Sunday  School  in  that  town,  since  she  vms  one  hun- 
dred years  of  age  !  She  formerly  lived  with  the 
late  Rev.  Mr.  Farington,  Vicar  of  Leigh  ;  and  also 
a  considerable  time  in  the  family  of  the  late  Picv. 
Dr.  Master,  Rector  of  Croston.  At  the  age  of  105 
or  106,  she  was  a  regular  communicant  at  the  Col- 
legiate Church,  and  at  that  period  read  her  Prayer 
book  without  using  spectacles.  During  the  last 
two  years  or  upwards  she  has  been  chiefly  confined 
to  her  room,  and  supported  by  the  children  belong- 
ing to  St.  Clement's  Sunday  Sick  Society,  from 
which  she  received  4s.  a  week,  and  altogetlier 
about  £24.  Several  ineffectual  attempts  were  made 
to  obtain  her  registered  age  from  her  native  parish, 
Denbigh,  in  Wales,  but  it  appeared  to  have  been 
lost.  She  knew,  however,  that  she  was  41  years 
old  when  she  was  married,  and  that  it  was  eithtr 
three  or  four  years  after  that  before  her  daugliter, 
who  is  now  64,  was  born  ;  eo  that  she  was  108  at 
the  lowest  estimate."

ocean  of  oblivion."  It  is  not  always  the  useless 
which  perishes  ;  be  it  ours  to  rescue  from  oblivion 
whatever  may  tend  to  elucidate  the  history  of  by 
gone  days,  and  to  show  us  what  our  parish  was  in 
the  past.

Note. 
"  Tenure  in  frank  almoign  (or  free  alms)  was 
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that  tenure  by  which  a  religious  corpora- 
tion aggregate  or  sole  (as  the  parsoa 
of  a  church)  held  laivls  of  the  donor  by 
the  service  of  praying  for  the  soul  of 
the  donor  and  his  heirs  alive  or  dead  It 
differed  from  tenure  by  divine  service  inasmuch 
as  by  that  the  teaant  was  obliged  to  do  special 
divine  services,  as  to  sing  so  many  masses,  dis- 
tribute a  sum  of  money  in  alms  and  the  like  " 
For  this  definition  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Bea- 
mout,  who  also  writes:  "The  object  of  the 
above  writs  was  probably  nothing  more  than  to 
confirm  the  title  of  the  parson  of  Leigh  to  the 
several  properties  mentioned  and  this  seems  to 
have  been  established  by  the  non-appearance  of 
the  persons  sued."  As  regards  the  operation  of 
such  suits,  the  following  from  Brown's  "Law 
Dictionary  and  Institute  of  the  Whole  Law  "  will 
be  of  interest.  "A  common  recovery  was  one 
of  the  modes  of  transferring  property  from  one 
party  to  another  and  is  said  to  have  been  intro- 
duced by  the  ecclesiastics  in  order  to  avoid  the 
Statutes  of  Mortmain,  by  which  they  were  pro- 
hibited from  purchasing  or  receiving  under  pre- 
tence of  a  free  gift  any  lands  or  tenements  what- 
ever. To  effect  this  purpose  the  religious  houses 
used  to  set  up  a  ficUtious  title  to  the  lands  in- 
tended to  be  given  or  sold,  and  brought  an 
action  against  the  tenant  to  recover  them  ;  the 
tenant  by  collusion  made  no  defence,  whereby 
judgment  was  given  for  the  religious  house, 
which  then  recovered  the  lands  by  sentence  of 
law  upon  a  supposed  prior  title.  .  .  .  The 
first  thing  necessary  to  be  done  in  suffering  a 
recovery  was,  that  the  person  who  was  to  be  the 
demandant,  and  to  whom  the  lands  were  to  be 
adjudged,  should  sue  out  a  writ  of  ^9?-03c«2)e 
against  the  tenant  of  the  freehold  ;  whence  such 
tenant  was  usually  called  the  tenant  to  the 
prcecipe.  In  obedience  to  this  writ  the  tenant 
appeared  in  court,  either  in  person  or  by  his 
attorney  ;  but  instead  of  defending  the  title  him- 
self he  called  upon  some  other  person  who,  upon 
the  original  purchase,  was  supposed  to  have 
warranted  ;  or  otherwise  to  give  the  tenant  lands 
of  equal  value  to  those  which  he  should  lose  by 
defect  of  his  warranty  ;  and  this  was  called  the 
vouching  {vocatlo)  or  calling  to  warranty.  The 
person  who  was  then  called  to  warrant  (and  who 
was    usually    called   the    vouchee)    appeared  in 


Court,  was  sued  and  entered  into  the  warranty, 
by  which  means  he  took  upon  himself  the  de- 
fence of  the  bitle  to  the  land.  The  demandant 
then  desired  leave  of  the  Court  to  imparl,  or 
confer  with  the  vouchee  in  private,  which  was 
granted  as  a  matter  of  course  Soon  after  the 
demandant  returned  into  Court,  but  the  vouchee 
disappeared  or  made  default ;  in  consequence  of 
which  it  was  presumed  by  the  Court  that  he 
had  no  tit'e  to  the  lands  demamled  in  the  writ, 
and  therefore  could  not  defeu'l  them,  where- 
upon judgment  was  given  for  the  demandant 
(who  was  then  called  the  recoveror)  to  recover 
the  lands  in  question  against  the  tenant,  and  for 
tlie  tenant  to  recover  against  the  vouchee  lands 
of  equal  value,  in  recompence  for  those  so  war- 
ranted by  him,  and  which  had  been  lest  by  his 
default."

[No.  311]  -EXTRACTS  FROM  A  LAXOASHIRE 
LAY  SUBSIDY  ROLL.  A.D.  1332. 
Among  the  documentary  treasures  preserved  in 
the  Public  Record  Office  are  a  number  of  vellum 
rolls,  which  record  the  names  of  persons  taxed,  at 
various  periods,  with  the  sums  of  money  paid  by 
them,  and  the  townships  in  which  they  lived. 
These  records  are  generally  known  by  the  name  of 
Subsidy  Rolls  or  Aids,  being  grants  made  to  the 
King,  by  the  Parliament,  to  aid  him  in  his  wars  and 
other  undertakings.  The  roll  from  which  the 
extracts  given  below  have  been  taken  was  made 
pursuant  to  the  following  Order  of  Parliament, 
here  given  in  the  original  Norman  French  with 
translation   by  Mr.  Beamont : —

"  This  is  the  form  to  be  observed  of  the  assessors 
and  taxers  of  the  fifteenth  granted  to  our  Lord  the 
King  in  his  Parliament,  holden  at  Westuiinster  on 
the  morrow  of  the  Nativity  of  our  Lady,  in  the 
sixth  year  of  his  reign,  by  the  earls,  barons,  free- 
men, and  commons  of  all  the  counties  of  the  realm, 
also  of  the  tenth  granted  to  onr  said  Lord  the  kino- 
from  that  time  in  all  the  cities,  borou;,rhs,  and 
ancient  demesnes  of  the  king  of  the  same  realm,  of 
all  their  goods  which  they  had  on  the  day  of  St. 
Michael  in  the  year  aforesaid,  in  the  assessing, 
taxing,  collecting,  and  levying  of  the  same  fifteenth 
and  tenth  that  is  to  say,  that  the  chief  taxers  with- 
out  delaj'^  cause  to  come  before  them  out  of  every 
city,  borough,  and  other  town  of  the  county  as 
well  within  franchises  as  without  some  of  the  most 
loyal  and  best  esteemed  men  of  the  same  places  in 
such  number  as  the  chief  taxers  may  think 
sufficient  to  elect,  four  or  six  out  of  every  vill  or 
more  if  the  business  require  it,  at  their  discretion, 
by  whom  the  said  taxation  and  whatever  belono-g 
thereto  may  be  best  made  and  accomplished,  and 
when  they  have  elected  such  then  that  they  cause 
them  to  swear  upon  the  Holy  Evangelists,  that  is 
to  say  those  of  each  vill,  that  the  men  so  to  be 
sworn  without  showing  favour  and  under  a  grave 
penalty  shall  loyally  and  fully  enquire  what  goods 
each    of   the    same   vills  had   on    the   day   of   St.

Michael  aforesaid  in  the  house  or  out  of  it  wherever 
they  were,  Ami  all  such  goods  wherever  they  be 
which  shall  have  since  come  until  now  either  by  sale 
or  in  any  other  mannerthey  do  tax  according  to  their 
true  value,  except  those  things  hereafter  in  this  form 
excepted,  and  do  them  reduce  into  writing  and  fully 
put  them  into  an  indented  roll  and  with  all  the 
hate  they  can  deliver  the  same  to  the  chief  taxers, 
and  when  the  said  chief  taxers  shall  in  this  manner 
have  received  the  indentures  of  those  who  have 
been  sworn  to  tax  in  t'le  cities,  briroiighs  and  other 
vills,  the  same  cLi  f  taxers  are  loyall3' and  care- 
fully to  examine  the  same  indentures,  and  if  they 
find  there  is  in  them  any  fault,  that  they  forth- 
with correct  it,  so  that  nothing  be  concealed  either 
by  favour  or  respect  of  persons,  but  all  be  taxed  as 
reason  demands.  And  the  king  willeth  that  the 
chief  taxers  should  go  from  hundred  to  hundred 
and  from  vill  to  vill  where  their  business  shall  be 
to  make  sure  and  enquire  whether  the  sub-taxers 
of  the  same  vills  have  fully  taxed  and  presented 
the  goods  of  each.  And  if  tliey  find  anyth'ng  con. 
cealed  that  they  forthwith  take  notice  of  it  and 
make  known  to  the  Treasurer  and  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer  the  names  of  those  who  have  so  trans- 
gressed and  the  nature  of  their  offence.  And  let 
the  taxation  of  the  goods  of  the  sub-taxers  of  the 
vills  be  made  by  the  chief  taxers  and  for  others  by 
the  men  whom  they  shall  clioose  to  make  it,  so 
that  their  goods  be  fully  and  loyally  taxed  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  of  the  others.  Let  the  tax- 
ation of  the  goods  of  the  chief  taxers  and  of  their 
clerks  be  reserved  for  the  Treasurer  and  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  and  let  the  chief  taxers  as  soon  as 
they  have  received  the  presentments  of  the  sub- 
taxers  cause  the  fifteenth  and  the  tenth  to  be  levied 
to  the  use  of  the  king  without  deliy  and  without 
any  favour  sliown  to  any  one  in  tlie  form  which  is 
annexed  to  this  commission  ;  and  let  them  make 
two  rolls  of  the  said  taxation  agreeing  one  with  the 
other  in  all  points,  and  let  them  retain  one  in  their 
own  hands  whereby  to  levy  the  taxation  and  the 
other  let  them  have  in  the  Exchequer  on  the 
Morrow  of  the  close  of  Pasch  next  coming,  on 
which  day  they  will  make  their  first  payment. 
And  be  it  known  that  in  this  taxation  of  the  goods 
of  the  commons  of  all  the  counties,  the  armour, 
riding  horses,  jewels,  and  robes  of  the  knights  and 
gentlemen  and  of  their  wives,  and  also  their  vesse's 
of  gold,  silver  and  brass  are  to  be  excepted.     And 


in  cities  and  boroughs  one  dress*  for  the  man  and 
another  for  his  wife  and  one  bed  for  the  n  both 
one  ring  and  a  chain  of  gold  or  silver,  an  1  a  girdle  of 
silk  for  every  day's  use,  andalso  a  silver  hanap  ||  ora 
mazer  to  drink  from,  let  these  he  excepted.  And  let 
not  the  goods  of  lepers  wherever  they  are  governed 
by  a  superior  be  taxed  or  valued,  but  if  the  leprsra 
be  governed  by  their  own  masterf  let  their  goods 
be  taxed  as  others  are.  And  be  it  rememhered 
that  of  the  goods  of  the  gentry  of  the  counties  out- 
side the  cities,  boroughs,  and  the  king's  demesm  s 
which  are  not  in  the  whole  of  the  value  of  ten 
shillings  nothing  is  to  be  demanded  or  levied,  nor 
of  the  goods  of  the  gentry  of  cities,  boroughs,  or 
the  king's  demesnes  which  are  not  above  the  value 
of  six  shillings  in  the  whole  is  any  thing  to  be 
demanded  or  levied." 

The  subsidy  was,  apparently,  at  once  collected 
in  Lancashire  by  Robert  de  Sherborne  and  John  de 
Eadcliffe,  the  Chief  Taxers,  and  their  neatly 
written  vellum  roll  of  nineteen  membranes  is 
almost,  in  regard  to  the  names  of  the  laity,  a 
county  directory  of  householders  living  in  Lanca- 
shire five  centuries  and  a  half  ago.  The  roll  is 
arranged  in  townships  and  it  must  be  remembered 
that  as  all  kinds  of  goods  were  taxed  on  this  occa- 
sion (except  the  few  named  in  the  Parliamentary 
Roll)  the  names  of  persons  having  goods  in  two 
townships  would  appear  twice  over. 

Only  the  townships  in  and  near  the  parish  of 
Leigh  have  been  selected  in  these  extracts  because, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Record  Societ)/,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council 
of  that  Society  to  issue  to  its  Members  volumes 
consisting  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Subsidy 
Rdls,  printed  in  extenso,  at  no  very  distant  date. 
For  the  same  reason  it  is  not  necessary  here  to 
occupy  space  by  describing  any  further  this  class 
of  Records.  The  extracts  themselves  show  the 
great  interest  which  attaches  to  so  accurate  a  list 
of  names  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  the  district, 
in  the  remote  period  to  which  this  roll  belongs,  and 
it  is  not  difficult  to  obtain  an  idea  of  the  pecuniary 
positions  of  the  various  persons  named,  by  the 
sums  which  they  paid.  J

Mr.  C.  W.  Montague,  under  the  head  "  Recol- 
lections of  an  Equestrian  Managei',"  tells  the  story 
reported  below  in  Chamhcrs's  Journal  of  an  adven- 
ture he  had  between  Warrington  and  Lymm.  It 
is  worth  recording  in  the  "  Scrap  Book  "  as  a  con- 
tribution to  Lancashire  Fulk  Lore. 

— Editor. 

Driving  with  my  man  along  a  rather  unfre- 
quented road  from  Warrington  to  Lymm  in  Lan- 
cashire, I  observed  at  a  little  distance  ahead  a 
group  of  women  collected  in  the  road,  up  and  down 
which  they  appeared  to  be  casting  anxious  glances. 
Presently,  they  appeared  to  have  espied  us,  and 
■were  pointing  in  an  excited  manner  towards  us. 
Then  they  beckoned  wildly  with  their  naked  arms 
— and  such  arms  ! — to  other  groups  of  women 
standing  about,  who  immediately  rushed  to  the 
spot.  It  may  appear  that  I  am  a  coward,  if  I  con- 
fess that  I  was  somewhat  alarmed.  I  knew  what 
Lancashire  women  were  ;  that  if  thej'  got  a  notion 
in  their  head,  nothing  but  superior  force  would 
turn  them  from  their  purpose  ;  that  if — to  suppose 
a  case — these  women  had  imagined,  througli  mis- 
taken identity  or  false  information,  that  I  had  in 
some  way  injured  them,  they  would  have  horse- 
whipped or  duck-ponded  or  killed  me  first,  and  en- 
q'.nred  into  the  merits  of  the  case  afterwards.  But 
coward  or  not,  I  drove  on  towards  them,  slackening 
my  pace  as  I  approached  the  group,  but  sliowing 
no  signs  of  an  intention  to  stop.  The  women  put 
np  their  hands  beckonirg  me  to  pull  np  ;  two  of 
them  rushed  to  the  horse's  head  and  seized  the 
reins  ;  and  then  we  found  ourselves  surrounded  by 
a  gesticulating  and  jabbering  mob  of  bare-hea<led, 
bare-armed,  wooden-shod  Amazons,  their  faces  be- 


tokening  an  immense  amount   of   excitement,  but 
nothing  worse. 

"  Well,  my  good  woman,"'  I  exclaimed  as  calmly 
as  I  could,  "  what  do  you  want  ?  what  can  I  do 
for  you  ?■' 

Tliey  all  answered  together,  as  I  should  judge 
from  tiie  clamour  of  tongues  ;  but  they  all  replied 
to  the  same  effect,  in  their  broad  Lancashire  dia- 
lect :  "  We  want  you  to  give  ug  something  that's 
good  for  whooping-cough." 

What  a  strange  request  !  I  replied  that  I  sup- 
posed they  mistook  me  for  the  doctor.  I  was  very 
sorry,  but  I  could  not  help  them,  or  I  would. 

"Oh,  but  you  must !"  they  all  sang  out,  with 
an  emphasis  that  quite  unnerved  me. 

"  Well,  but  I  can't  !"  I  replied  witli  equal 
vigour. 

Thi.?  parleying  went  on,  until  my  man  quietly 
said  to  me:  "'Write  "em  something  down;  it'll 
mo.-t  likely  satisfy  them  ;  anything  will  do." 

I  adopted  this  suggestion,  determined  to  be  a 
doctor  for  once  in  my  life,  even  if  only  a  quack. 
Alighting  from  my  trap,  I  repaired  with  tiie  entire 
army  to  a  little  roadside  inn  a  few  yards  away,  and 
calle<l  for  pen,  ink,  and  pajoer.  I  then  wrote  down 
a  kind  of  prescription,  directing  that  eighteen 
grains  of  rhubarb  were  to  be  made  into  four  pills 
and  administered  to  the  suflerer. 

The  poor  ignorant  creatures  were  as  delighted  at 
my  action  as  I  was  perplexed  at  theirs.  They 
thanked  me,  invited  me  to  "have  a  drink, '' and 
were  in  every  way  as  pressingly  hospitable,  as 
they  had  before  been  apparently  hostile.  They 
accompanied  me  back  to  my  trap  and  wished  me 
God-speed  as  I  drove  away.  Still  wondering  at 
this  strange  adventure,  I  arrived  at  the  hotel  at 
Lymm,  and  narrated  the  whole  affair  to  the  land- 
lord, who  at  once  furnished  me  with  an  expla- 
nation. He  had  seen  me  drive  up  to  the  door  with 
my  piebald  or  skewbald  horse,  and  through  that 
was  ready  with  the  interpretation.  There  was  in 
those  parts,  be  informed  me.  a  superstition  that  if 
a  traveller  were  met  driving  with  a  piebald  or 
skewbald  horse,  and  were  asked  to  give  or  recom- 
mend something  that  was  good  for  the  whooping- 
cough,  whatever  he  gave  or  recommended  would  be 
an  unfailing  remedy  for  all  the  chil  tren  round 
about  that  were  suffering  from  that  complaint. 
Such  is  the  belief  indeed  of  these  simple  folks  up 
to  the  present  day. 
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[No.  5/7.]-THE  LEGH  CHAPEL  IN  WIGAN 
PARISH  CHURCH. 
It  is  often  thought  that  there  are  only  two 
chapels  in  Wigan  Parish  Church,  the  Bradshaigh 
and  Gerard  Chapels,  or,  as  they  are  now  commonly 
called,  the  Crawford  and  Walmesley  Chapels,  the 
Bradsliaiiih  estates,  after  three  times  passing 
through  the  female  line,  being  now  tlie  property 
of  the  Lindsays,  whilst  the  Gerards  of  Ince  are 
represented  by  the  Walmesleys  of  Westwood. 
But  the  north  aisle  of  the  Chancel  answering  to 
the  Crawford  Chapel,  used  to  be  called  the  Legh 
Chapel  or  Chancel,  and  was  only  made  over  to  the 
Eector  and  churchwardens  in  16S2  to  be  used  by 
them  as  a  vestry  :  where  the  Eector  had  robed 
before  that  date  does  not  appear.  The  Leghs, 
after  whom  the  chapel  was  died,  are  the  well- 
known  Cheshire  family,  the  Leghs  of  Lym^i,  co. 
Chester,  and  of  Golborne  Park,  co.  Lancaster.  Sir 
Peter  Legh  of  Lyme,  who  was  wounded  at  Agin- 
court  in  1415,  married  the  heiress  of  Sir  Gilbert 
Haydock  of  Ilaydock.  But  the  Leghs  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  Wigan  neighbourhood  even  before 
this  ;  three  generations  earlier  a  Robert  Legh  had 
married  the  heiress  of  Norley  in  the  township  of 
Peinberton,  and  they  owned  the  chapel  as  "  Loi-ds 
of  the  Lordship  and  Manor  of  Norley  or  North 
Legh,  within  the  parish  of  Wigan,"  a  manor  the 
name  of  which  is  well  known  to  this  generation  as 
belonging  to  the  Norley  Coal  and  Cannel  Company. 
They  were  further  connected  with  the  old  parish 
of  Wigan  by  marriage  with  the  Gerards  of  Ince 
and  Bankes'  of  Winstanley.  Frances  Lei^h  *  (a 
giand-daughter  of  Sir  Peter  Legh,  Sheriff  of 
Cheshire  in  1595,  and  his  wife  Mnrgaret  Gerard, 
and  a  cousin  of  tlie  Pdchard  Legh  who  gave  up  his 
chapel  to  the  Rector  and  churchwardens)  married 
William  Bankes  and  two  of  their  children  married 
their  cousins,  Richard  and  Lettice,  the  children  of 
Richard  Legh.  No  descendants  remain  of  either  of 
these  two  marriages,  but  Thomas,  another  son  of 
William  and  Frances  Bankes,  was  the  father  of 
Anne,  the  eventual  lieiress  of  Winstanlej^  who  in 
1731  married  Hulgh  Holme  of  Holland  ;  of  their 
^descendants  the  elder  branch  has  taken  the  name 
and  arms  of  Bankes  only,  whilst  the  younger  has

become  merged  in  the  W  )odcocks  of  this  town 
through  the  marriage  in  1799  of  Thomas  Woodcock 
and  Elisabeth  Holme. 

The  grant  of  the  Legh  Chapel  to  the  Rector  and 
churchwardens  of  Wigan  is  dated  October  10, 
1682.  The  Rector  at  that  time  was  John  Pearson, 
D.D  ,  Bishop  of  Chester,  the  author  of  the  Ex- 
jwsitton  oj  tlie  Creed,  and  one  of  the  most  learned  of 
English  theologians  ;  the  church  wanlens  were  John 
Keeling,  of  Wigan,  gentleman,  and  William  Black- 
burn, of  Blackleyhurst,  within  the  parish  of 
Wigan,  gentleman.  The  grant  is  sealed,  signed, 
and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  Roger  Bradshaigh, 
William  Gerard,  R.  Bradshaigh,  junior,  William 
Bankes,  Thos.  Gerard,  Hugh  Molineux,  E.  Herle, 
and  James  Baakes  — these  witnesses  will  be  identi- 
fied in  a  future  paper.  The  signature  of  Bishop  Pear- 
son has  been  cu";  away  by  some  barbarous  collector 
of  autographs,  traces  of  whose  scissors  are  still  dis- 
tinctly visible.  The  indenture  sets  forth  that  Rd- 
Legh  "in  consideration  that  the  Parish  Church  of 
Wigan  is  destitute  and  at  want  of  a  vestry  "  gives 
the  ancient  chapel  belonging  to  the  Lordship  and 
Manor  of  Norley  "with  its  rights,  members,  and 
appurtenances"  (except  the  "burial-plates"  and 
"free  use  of  the  stairs  in  the  said  chapel  erected") 
"for  ever  for  a  vestry  for  the  use,  benefit,  and  ad- 
vantage of  the  said  church  "  on  condition  that  he 
may  be  allowed  to  "  erect,  set  up,  and  repair,  one 
decent  and  convenient  gallery  or  loft  for  him,  his 
heirs  and  assigns  to  sit,  stand  and  kneel  in  to  hear 
Divine  service  and  sermons." 

The  chapel  was  "  made  ixp  "  in  1655  for  the  sum 
of  lOd.,  and  we  find  that  in  16G0  the  large  sum  of 
Is.  was  ''spent  in  going  twice  to  Mr.  Legh  about 
his  chancel." 

The  organ  was  for  many  years  in  the  western 
half  of  this  chapel,  whilst  the  eastern  was  used  for 
a  choir  vestry  ;  about  18137  it  was  moved  to  the 
space  under  the  tower,  whence  in  1878  it  was  once 
more  removed  to  the  eastern  half  of  the  Legh  Chapel, 
the  western  being  occupied  by  the  lady-helpers  of 
the  choir.  The  two  monuments  in  the  chapel  are 
now  hidden  by  the  organ  ;  they  commemorate 
Bishop  Hall,  Rector  of  Wigan,  who  died  1668,  and 
Richard  and  P]llen  Welles,  of  Wigan  ;  they  are  in- 
teresting tablets,  and  may  possibly  form  the  sub- 
ject of  another  communication.

The  Mcsnes,  Wigan. 
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[No.    ,1IS.]-TIIK    R'<]V.    TIIOM.VS     CKO^[PTON, 
OF  ASTLEY  CH  IPEL,  NKAK  LE1G!I. 

All  who  are  interested  in  the  family  of  Cromp- 
ton,  of  Lancashire,  should  consult  a  papor  in 
Onnerod's  Parentalia,  185 1,  ent'tled  "|Croinpton 
of  Hacking:;,  with  preliminary  notice  of  Crompton 
of  Crompton  and  its  collateral  branches,"  which 
was  based  upon  a  folio  MS.  containing  much  addi- 
tional information  about  this  family.  Mr.  Orme^ 
rod,  who  alludes  to  the  assistance  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Hunter  gave  him  in  his  enquiries,  distinguishes 
two  branches — one  seemingly  from  the  borders  of 
Yorkshire  ;  and  a  second,  to  which  Handle  Holme 
assigned  the  arms  of  Crompton  of  Crompton,  of 
Breightmet,  in  Bolton  Parish.  "They  occur  at 
Harwood  and  Breightmet  in  I52S  and  1552  in  the 
person  of  Elys  Crompton,  and  specify  many  rami- 
fications extending  thence  in  their  wills  made  in 
and  about  159i.  Succeeding  generations  were  pro- 
minent in  the  annals  of  Lancashire  Puritanism  and 
Nonconformity,  and  occur  conspicuously  in  the 
pages  of  Calamy  and  Henry,  and  the  Life  of  Hey- 
woofl.  They  were  of  two  lines.  Those  of  Breight- 
met Fold  were  rigid  Puritans  from  the  time  of 
Elizabeth ;  those  styled  simply  of  Breightmet  were 
Nonconformists  in  the  later  and  more  limited 
sense."  (Pp.  25-6.)  To  this  branch  beloviged 
Thomas  Crompton,  ]M.A.,  of  Toxteth,  born  1G35,  at 
Great  Lever,  educated  at  Manchester  School  and 
Oiford  J  described  as  a  man  of  excellent  ready 
parts  and  good  elocution  ;  and  who  continued  to 
preach  at  Toxteth  after  the  date  of  the  Ejection. 
Another  branch  of  the  family  was  settled  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Leigh,  and  was  of  some  literary 
repute. 

To  it  Thomas  Crompton  of  Astley  belonged.  The 
earliest  mention  of  the  name  in  the  existing  Leigh 
Parisii  Register  is  on  the  2Gth  of  October,  1561, 
when  one  William  Crompton  was  baptised.  That 
his  forefatliers  were  of  the  same  parish  can  be 
shown  by  other  docnments.  Richard  Crompton  of 
the  Leigh  branch  was  one  of  the  earliest  men  of 
note.  The  writer  of  the  present  article  possesses  a 
copy  of  L'Aiilhor'dte  et  Ivr'isdktion  des  Covrts  de  la 
Maief(tie  de  la  Iioygne,  London,  4to,  1594,  written 
in  Law  French,  which  is  said  to  have  been  newly 
collected  and  comjjosed  by  "R  Crompton,  del 
milieu  Temple  Es;quire,  Apprentice  del  Ley."  It 
was  printed  in  Fleet-street  by  Charles  Yetsweirt, 
Esq.,  and  was  sold  at  his   house   within   Temple 


Barre,  near  the  Middle  Temple  Gate.  (A  16.37 
edition  is  in  the  Chetham  Library,  No.  2,162). 
This  distinguished  barrister  and  councillor-at-law, 
who  wrote  other  legal  books,  and  of  whom  it  is 
said  that  he  might  have  been  called  to  the  coif  had 
he  not  prrferred  his  private  studies  and  repose 
before  public  employnaent  and  riches,  belonged  to 
"  The  Grange ''  in  Bedford,  in  the  parish  of  Leigh, 
and  received  his  education  at  Brasenose  College, 
Oxford,  and  the  Middle  Temple  (Athe.n.  Oxon.  i, 
634).  One  of  this  lawyer's  younger  sons,  William, 
educated  in  the  Grammar  School  of  Le'gh,  and  at 
Oxford,  was  afterwards  minister  at  Barnstaple, 
Devonshire.  To  him  we  shall  allude  in  a  subse- 
quent note. 

Thomas  Crompton,  of  Astley,  was  one  of  the  re- 
latives of  the  above-named  authors.  It  would 
appear  that  he  was  born  about  they  year  16)7.  He 
belonged  to  the  University  of  Oxford,  where  he 
graduated  M.A.  ;  and,  as  his  tombstone  says,  he 
commenced  his  ministry  at  Astley,  10th  October, 
1632,  being  presented  to  the  Chapal  by  Mr.  Adam 
Mort.  As  "  Preacher  att  Asley  Uhappell  "  he  took 
the  national  Protestation,  20  Feb.,  1041-2,  with  113 
of  the  inhabitants  of  his  township.  In  the  parish 
of  Leigh  at  that  time  the  only  members  of  the 
Crompton  family,  above  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
were  Peter  Crompton,  John  Crompton,  William 
and  Edward  Crompton,  all  of  Bedford  ;  and  Thomas 
Crompton  of  West  Leigh.  The  minister  of  Astley 
entered  into  the  proceedings  of  the  Lancashire 
Presbj'terians ;  and  he  took  part  in  the  local  ad- 
niiniftration  of  his  Classis,  being  appointed  by  the 
Ordinance  of  Parliament,  1646,  to  that  intent.  In 
the  Harmonious  Consent  of  the  Lancashire  Minis- 
ters, 1648,  he  is  called  "  Minister  of  the  Gospel  at 
Astley ;"  and  in  the  strictures  upon  the  Paper 
called  the  Agreement  oj  the  People,  164S-9,  he  is 
styled  "Minister  at  Astley."  It  does  not  appear 
whether  he  took  part  in  the  civil  war  ;  but  one  of 
his  name  was  chaplain  to  Col.  Morgan's  regiment, 
and  in  1648  petitioned  the  Lords  and  Commons  for 
arrears  of  pay.  He  next  comes  into  notice  in  the 
Ecclesiastical  Survey  of  1650.  The  surveyors  re- 
ported that  the  Chapel  of  Astley  was  3^  miles 
from  Leigh  Church  and  three  from  Athcrton 
Chapel  ;  that  Mr.  Thomas  Crompton  supplied  the 
Cure,  '  and  is  a  very  honest  and  painefuU  godly 
preaching  minister,  but  kept  not  the  last  fast  day 
appojnted  by  Act  of  Parliament;"  and  that  he  had 
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for  salary  =£16  per  ann.,  and  £40  more  from  seques- 
trated property.     {Survey,  p.  58.) 

Cronipton  was  still  at  <istley  in  1660,  when  his 
name  is  found  attached  to  an  address  to  the  King- 
It  is  rather  odd  to  find  Calamy  {Acct.  p.  414)  in- 
cluding him  amongst  the  Ejected  Ministers  of 
ie62,  and  yet  making  this  statement:  "Yet  7  or 
8  Years  after,  he  preach'd  in  Ashby  \_A.'itley'] 
Chapel,  reading  some  few  Prayers  without  sub- 
scribing," &c.  About  the  same  time  he  was  as- 
sisting Henry  Newcome  in  his  weekly  ministra- 
tions at  Stockport  ;  and,  being  a  mau  of  books,  he 
was  one  of  the  first  readers  at  the  Chetham  Library. 
Eoger  Lowe  heard  him  preach  at  Leigh  on  Sunday 
26  March,  1665,  and  was  "  glad  of  it  "  (Mr.  Rose's 
Edition,  page  23).  There  were  at  that  time  a  few 
ministers  in  Lancashire  whose  character  and  per- 
sonal connections  were  such  as  to  permit  of  their 
occupying  the  pulpits  of  the  church  without  a 
rigid  subscription;  and  Crompton  was  one  of  them. 
He  is  described  as  being  a  very  self-denying 
mortified  jSIan,  with  respect  to  worldly  Pleasures, 
Profits,  or  Honours.  There  were  elements  in  this 
"mortifiedness  "  which  were  not  always  in  unison 
with  the  more  lightsome  dispositi  n  of  his  friend 
Newcome,  the  "genial  current"  of  whose  soul  was 
on  one  occasion  "frozen  "  by  Crouiptoa's  humour. 
Newcome  has  put  the  following  entry  on  record 
(^!<<o&.  p.  157)  under  date  of  1st  June,  166G : — 
"  Mr.  Crompton  was  angry  at  something  I  said  to 
him,  wherein  I  did  not  bear  with  his  melancl-oly 
temper  as  I  might  have  done.  And  when  I  talked 
to  him  seriously  about  his  being  so  averse  from 
preaching  when  now  he  had  liberty,  which  we  had 
not,  he  said  I  was  serious  now,  and  at  other  times 
as  light  as  a  chip.'  Calamy  relates  that  Crompton 
was  "  a  great  Scholar,  well  acquainted  with  the 
ancient  Father?,  and  especially  St.  Austin,  of  most 
of  whose  Works  he  could  give  a  very  exact  Ac- 
count." I  thought  at  first  that,  unless  St.  Austin's 
works  were  studied  by  the  family,  Calamy  was 
here  confounding  him  with  his  relative.  Will/am 
Crompton,  above  named,  who  wrote  on  St.  Aus- 
tin's Pveligion,  in  answer  to  John  Brierley,  1625 
But  as  Calamy  is  not  given  to  errors  of  that  des- 
cription, doubt  ought  not  to  be  thrown  upon  his 
statement.  Thomas,  who  was  about  16  years  of 
age  when  William's  St.  Austin  appeared,  and  to 
whom  the  latter  may  liave  been  made  uncle,  might 
prize  such   a  production.     His  sermon?,  too,  might 


contain  many  quotations  out  of  that  learned 
Father's  works ;  for  the  period  was  not  then  at  an 
end  during  which  the  Spanish  provei-b  applied, 
"  No  Sermon  without  St.  Augustine."  And  thus 
Thomas  might  be  regarded  as  well  acquainted  witli 
St.  Austin's  works.  Cromptoii's  e[iifcapli  does  not 
run  counter  to  the  supposition  that  he  remained 
minister  of  A-itley  till  iiis  de-ath,  '2  Feb.,  1691.'' 
So  Calamy  gives  the  (late,  adding  that  he  was  aged' 
about  82  ;  bat  the  entry  f ro  n  the  register  ought  to 
be  consulted  fortiie  exact  date  of  this  event,  which 
the  tombstone  states  was  "Jan.  17,  1690."  He 
"  left  behind  him  a  considerable  Library,  a  good 
Name,  and  a  rare  Example  of  Mortification  "^a 
sentence  which  worth  putting  on  his  tomb.  He  is 
further  described  as  one  of  universal  Charity,  a 
true  Catholic  Christian,  of  an  exact  harmless  Con- 
versation. One  may  hope  that  the  memory  of  such 
a  character  has  not  altogether  been  lost  at  Astley.

14th.— In  behalfe  of  ye  town  of  Haverhill  in  the 
countie  of  Suffolk  burnt  by  fire  the  sum  of  eight 
shillings  &  fivepeuce  wch  was  paid  by  the  hands  of 
Mr.  William  Gerard  to  ye  collector  of  it. 

Collected  for  ye  use  of  ye  inhabitants  in  London 
who  sustained  losses  by  fire  the  sum  of  one  pound 
five  shillings  &  threepence  which  was  paid  to  the 
High  Constable  Mr.  Tiiomas  Gillibrand  who 
receipt  we  have  for  ye  same  dated  March  9th,  1663. 

20  June,  1669.— Collected  for  the  use  of  Joiin 
Eeeder  of  Catterall  in  the  Countye  of  I,ancaster 
who  had    his   house  and   goods  burnt  by   fire  «^u 
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September  20,    1G6S,  the  sum  of  lifteeue  shillings 
foiirpiiuce  f.irthing. 

lotli  Aii^'ust,  16G9.— Collected  for  the  use  of 
Thamas  Bannister  whose  wife  lia  I  her  le^'g  cut  off 
the  sum  of  tea  shillings  for  wch  we  have  his 
receipt. 

19th  Siptemhe-,  1389— Collected  for  ye  inhabit- 
ants of  Tiljerton  in  ye  couiitie  of  Salop  &  like- 
wise ye  inhabitants  of  Brockton  in  ye  countye 
of  Stafford  who  suffred  by  fite  the  sum  of  tliirteen 
shillings  &  threepence. 

14  Noveml)er. — Collected  for  William  Heapy  of 
Newton  at  ye  request  of  Dr.  Shirlocke  Mr.  Potter 
and  Mr.  Atkinson. 

19  Dacamber,  1 569  — Collected   the  sum  of  six 
teen  shillings  for  ye  reliefe  of  ye   poor  captives   in 
ye  Turkes   iJominions   whereof  we  have    Richard 
Tootells  receit  dated  January  15th.

The  Subsidy  Rolls  for  the  County  of  Chester 
now  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office  do  not 
extend  farther  back  than  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
I  have,  therefore,  selected  a  short  specimen  of 
this  class  of  record,  wliich  furnishes  us  with  the 
names  of  the  principal  families  in  the  County  at 
this  period.  The  heading  of  the  document  suf- 
ficieutlj'  explains  its  object,  but  from  another  roll 
of  a  slightly  earlier  date   we  obtain  further  par- 
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ticulars  as  to  the  method  of  collection,  which  may 
perliaps  be  worthy  of  notice.  In  other  respects  the 
earlier  roll  is  a  duplicate  of  the  one  now  printed, 
autl  furnishes  a  curious  illustration  of  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  spalling  of  tlie  period.  Scarcely  a 
single  name  is  spelt  the  same  in  the  two  rolls, 
though  tlie  names  run  in  the  same  sequence.  The 
earlier  record  is  descril)ed  as  :  — 

"This  bill  indented  tripnrtite  made  the  xxrijth 
day  of  June  in  tlie  xxxiiijth  yere  of  the  reigiie  of

For 
due  accomplishment,  fulfilling,  and  accompt 
whereof,  to  thone  parte  remayning  wt  Sir  Fers 
Dutton,  Knight,  receavor  of  the  saide  lone,  the 
reverend  father  in  God  Jhon,  bishop  of  Chester, 
cheef  commissioner  hath  subscribed  his  name  ;  and 
to  thother  parte,  remayning  wt  the  said  bishop  the 
said  Sir  Pers  hath  subscribed  his  name ;  and  to 
the  thirde  part,  to  be  sent  and  delivered  to  the 
Kings  most  honorable  counsaile,  the  said  bishop, 
cheef  commissioner,  the  said  Sir  Pers.  Sir  Jhon 
Holford,  Knight,  and  Sir  WiU'm  Stanley,  Knight, 
assistents,  have  subscribed  theire  names  the  day 
and  yere  aboove  written." 

The  total  of  this  collection  amounted  to  £1,098, 
and  is  attested  by  the  original  signatures  of  the 
bishop  and  his  "  assistants."

BOIIOUUH  OF  WIGAN. 

The  Borough  of  Wigan  was  the  last  of  the  four 
principal  Lancashire  towns  to  which  writs  were 
issued,  and  from  which  returns  were  made  in  the 
early  Plantagenet  era.  To  the  Parliaments  of 
1295  and  1303  7  it  sent  two  members,  but  after  the 
latter  date  we  meet  with  no  further  returns  for  the 
space  of  240  years,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  representation  ceased  during 
the  whole  of  that  period.  In  the  first  Parliament 
of  Edward  VI.,  4th  November,  1547.  the  elective 
privilege  was  renewed,  and  thenceforth  with  the 
exception  of  a  temporary  interruption  under  the 
Commonwealth,  similar  to  that  which  affected 
most  of  tiie  ancient  boroughs  in  the  kingdom  at 
that  epoch,  it  has  continued  to  return  two  members 
to  Parliament  until  tiie  present  time. 

The  elective  franchise  under  the  old  unreformed 
system  was  in  this  borough  of  a  very  limited 
character.  No  deterniinatiou  of  the  House  is  upon 
record  respecting  the  right  of  election,  but  it  was 
understood  to  rest  prescriptively  in  tlie  members  of 
the  Corporation  and  in  an  indefinite  number  of 
free  burgesses,  the  latter  being  created  by  and 
varying  in  number  at  the  option  of  the  former. 
The  Corporation,  consisting  of  a  mayor,  recorder, 
twelve  aldermen,  and  two  bailiffs,  thus  practically 
for  a  long  period  returned  the  members  for  the 
borough.  In  1750  the  voters  numbered  nominally 
2  0,  but  had  been  still  further  deminished  by  the 
year  1S25 — six  years  before  the  passing  of  the  firS|. 
Reform  Act — to  some  100  persons.  (Oldfield,  vol. 
iv.,  117.)  In  common  with  every  other  borough 
in  the  kingdom  this  number  was  of  course  largely 
increased  by  the  Reform  Bill. 
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The  borough  is  said  to  have  been  first  incorpor- 
ated as  early  as  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  The 
existing  charters,  however,  umler  which  the  Cor- 
poration is  elected  are  those  of  27  EHzabeth  (15-5) 
and  18  Charles  II.  (I GST).  The  population  in 
1S(»1  was  10,989;  in  18II,  14,060;  in  1821, 
17,716  ;  in  1^31,  20,774  ;  in  1841,  25,382  ;  in  1S51, 
31,941  ;  in  1801,  37,658  ;  in  1871,  39,110.

About  the  year   1300  Robert  de  Holland,  Lord 

Holland,  built   Upholland   Church  for  a  Dean  and 

Canons,  and  dedicated  it  to  St.  Thomasa-Becket. 

Very  soon  afterw>rds,  however,    with  the  consent 

*  i  e.,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent, 
t  i.e.,  May  31. 
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of  liis  (lidcesaii,  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  he  changed 
tiie  constitution  of  hia  foundation  into  a  Bene- 
dictine Priory.  Two  of  the  present  owners  of 
land  in  U|)Iiolland,  Meyrick  Dankes,  Esq.,  of  Win- 
etanley,  and  //.  iS".  Woodcock,  Esq.,  of  Wigan» 
are  descended  from  tiiis  Lord  Holland,  and 
have  a  right  ti  quarter  the  Holland  arms.  Thi.S 
will  be  made  clear  by  the  following  statement. 

Lord  Holland's  second  son.  Sir  Thomas  Holland, 
K.G.,  married  Joan  Plantagenet,  the  "Fair  Maid  of 
Kent,"  and  became  Eirl  of  Kent.  His  eldest  son 
married  a  daughter  of  Richard  Fitzalan,  Earl  of 
Arundel.  The  sous  of  this  marriage  were  child- 
less, and  consecjuently  tUis  l)ranch  of  tlie  Hollands 
ended  in  Alianore  and  EUiuor,  sisters  and  co- 
lieiresses  of  Edmund  Holland,  K.G.,  fourth  Earl  of 
Kent.  Of  these  sisters  Alianore  married  Rxger 
Mortimer  fourth  Earl  of  March,  and  was  thej^reat- 
graiidinotlur  of  Edward  IV.,  Ivichard  III.,  and 
GLorgf,  Duke  of  Clarence.  The  other  sister  Ellinor 
married  Thomas  Montacute,  K.G  ,  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
and  left  one  daughter,  whose  husband,  Kiciiard 
!Ne\ill,  became  in  riglit  of  his  wife  Earl  of  Salis- 
bury. Richard  Nevill  belonged  to  the  Nevills  of 
Brancepeth  and  Raby,  the  t  raudest  and  most 
historic  name  in  the  north  ;  he  was  one  of  the  sons 
of  Ralph,  first  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  and  his 
mother  was  a  Beaufort,  his  giandmother  a  Percy. 
Trie  son  of  Lord  Salisbury,  another  Richard 
Nevill,  became,  in  right  of  his  wife  Anne  Beau- 
champ,  Earl  of  NA'arwick,  and  is  well  known  to  all 
readers  of  history  as  the  "  King-maUer."  He  left 
two  daughters,  co-hbiresses.  one  of  whom  married 
Georgj  Plantagenet,  the  Duke  of  Clarence  already 
mentioned;  their  daughter  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Salisbuiy,  the  last  of  the  Plautagenets,  married  Sir 
Richard  Pole,  and  had  two  sons,  Reginald  the 
Cardinal  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  Henry, 
Lord  Montacute.  The  latter  left  no  sons.  One  of 
his  daughters,  however,  Katharine  Pole,  married 
Sir  Francis  Hastings,  K  G  ,  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  a 
descendant  of  the  Lord  Hastings  beheaded  by 
Richard  IIL,  and  an  ancestor  of  the  present  Lord 
Huntingdon.  Edward  Hastings,  a  younger  son  of 
Katharine  and  her  husband,  allied  himself  to  a 
family  as  nobly  born  as  his  own,  for  Barbara 
Pevertus,  his  wife,  could  trace  her  jiedigree  not 
only  to  S  r  Walter  Devereux,  who  fell  at  Bosworth, 
but  to   Thomas  Grey,   K.G.,   Marquis   of  Dorset, 


and  to  William  Bourchier,  Eirl  of  Ewe  and  Essex, 
who  could  boast  of  a  double  descent  from  Edward 
IIL  Walter,  the  great-grandson  of  Edward  and 
Barbara  Histin,'s,  left  his  daui,'hters  co- heiresses, 
and  one  of  them  manieil  El  ward  Holme,  of 
Holland  House,  near  Wigan.  Their  son  Hugh,  in 
1731,  married  Anne  Bankes,  and  thu.s  became  coa- 
nected  with  families  which  hold  as  great  a  position 
in  the  histories  of  Lane  ishirn  and  Cheshire  as  the 
Piantagenets  and  Morttmer.s,  Nevilis,  and  Poles, 
do  in  the  history  of  England,  for  the  mother  of 
Anne  Bankes  was  a  Cholmondeley  of  Vale  R  yal, 
with  Tollemiche  blood  in  her  veins,  whilst  her 
g  and  notiier,  a  Legh  of  Lyme,  claimed  descent 
from  names  so  well  known  as  Stanley  of  Hooton, 
Molyneux  of  Sefton,  Gerard  of  Bryu,  Gerard  of 
Ince,  As^hetonof  Asliton,  Trafford  of  Tratford,  and 
Standish  of  Standish.  The  Holmes  had  been  settled 
in  Upholland  since  1605  (they  were  thedescendanta 
of  an  honoured  companiou-in-arms  of  the  Black 
Prince),  whilst  the  Bankes'  had  purdiased  Win- 
stanley  f ro  n  the  Winstiuleys  abouf.  15S5.  Anae 
Bank  s,  who  married  Hugh  Holme,  was  eventually 
the  heiress  of  VVinstanlcy  Hall,  and  the  sou  of  her 
eldest  son  dropped  the  name  of  Holme  and  took 
that  of  Bankes,  whilst  the  children  of  her  second 
ton,  Eilvvard  Holme,  were  childless,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Elizabeth,  who  in  1799  married  Thomas 
Woodcock,  banker,  of  Newburgh  and  Wigan. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  bring  the  pedigree  down 
later.  W'hat  has  been  said  will  show  that  the 
landowners  in  Upholland  already  mentioned  are 
not  only  descended  from  the  ancient  family  of 
Holland  of  Holland,  but  are  also  entitled  to 
quarter  the  arms.

[No.  S25]-x  leigh:  mathematician. 

In  the  proceedings  of  the  Manchester  Literary 
Club  reference  is  made  to  a  Leigh  mathematician. 
The  writer  of  the  paper  read  December  17.  1877, 
refers  to  the  mathematical  diaries  published  during 
the  last  century  and  early  in  this,  especially  to  one 
called  "The  Ladies'  Diary  "  to  which  the  Rev.  T. 
P.  Kukman,  of  Croft  Rectory,  had  alluded  in  a 
previous   paper    as    being    the    oldest    and    most 
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valuable.  The  writer  continues :—"  The  first 
Lancashire  contributor  to  '  The  Ladies'  Di  iry  '  was 
Mr.  John  Hampton,  of  Leigh.  He  first  appears 
with  an  answer  to  the  prize  question  in  1728,  and 
his  labt  contribution  is  in  17o4  iu  an  answer  to  a 
question  in  spherical  trigonometry.  In  these  36 
years  he  proposes  five  questions,  four  of  which  are 
diophautine  and  one  gjometrical.  He  answers 
eeven  questions — four  diophantine  and  three  geo- 
metrical. This  gentleman  was  of  more  than 
averag'^  ability  and  shows  a  considerable  mastery 
over  figures  for  his  time."  Is  anything  more 
known  of  this  Mr.  Haiiipjoii  ?  — L.  W.  J.

Was  returned  again  to  the  next  Parlia- 
ment, but  was  expelled  the  House  29  August, 
1642,  "  for  deserting  tlie  service  of  the  House 
and  assisting  in  the  defence  of  Chester  against 
the  Parliament"  He  however  sat  in  the  Par' 
liament  called  by  the  King  at  Oxford.  After 
the  llestoration,  he  was  promoted  successively 
to  be  Serjeant-at-Law,  30  May,  1660  :  Cliief 
Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  31  May,  1660  :  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  12  Oct ,  1660  : 
Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  30  Aug.,  1667, 
till  dismissed  17  Nov.,  1672.  As  Lord  Chief 
Baron,  he  presided  at  the  trials  of  the  Regi- 
cides in  Oct.,  166').  Created  a  Baronet  7  June, 
1660.  Died  25  June,  1674,  aged  69.  His 
lineal  descendant.  Sir  FL'nrij  Brkhjeman,  fifth 
Bart.,  was  ennobled  in  1794  as  Baron  Bradford, 
and  the  second  Baron  was  advanced  to  be  Earl 
of  Bradford  in  1815.  Arms  of  Bridgemau, 
Earls  of  Bradford  :  Sahlf,  ten  plates,  four  three 
two  and  one,  on  a  chief  arrjcnt,  a  lion  passant 
of  the  fii'st. 

Alexander  Biijbi/,  The  celebrated  Parliamentary 
"  Colonel  Eigby,"  who  besieged  Lathom  House 
in  the  civil  wars.  He  was  the  representative 
of  the  Puritan  branch  of  the  family  of  li'igby, 
seated  at  Middleton  in  Goosnargh,  near  Pres- 
ton. Again  returned  for  this  borough  in  the 
next  Parliament.  Was  a  most  active  partisan 
of  the  Parliament  by  whom  he  was  entrusted 
with  the  chief  command  of  their  forces  in  Lan- 
cashire.

5^;:.]— BEDFORD  HOUSE  AND  PLATT  FOLD, 
IN  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF  ATHERTOX. 
Mr.  llichard  Guest,  of  Etherstone  Hall,  has 
kindly  sent  a  letter,  written  by  his  father,  the  late 
Mr.  Pv'cliard  Guest,  author  of  Tha  Compendious 
Hi-^tonj  of  the  Cotton- Manufacture,  and  addressed 
to  Mr.  Edward  Baines,  the  county  historian.  The 
letter  is  dated  December  10th,  1834,  and  the  writer 
says  :— 

"  I  believe  that  one  part  of  the  old  house  which 
stood  upon  the  site  of  my  present  house  was  built 
about  the  year  1600,  and  the  other  part  about  the 
year  1700.  The  most  ancient  part  was  built  by  Sir 
Alex.  Piatcliffe,  Bart.,  or  by  some  of  his  ancestors, 
and  the  other  partly  by  a  Mr.  Sale  and  partly  by 
Thomas  Guest,  my  grandfather's  grandfather,  who 
left  Shakerley  in  thh  parish,  and  came  to  reside 
hei-e  about  the  year  1704.  Sir  Alexander  Ratcliffe 
sold  this  estate  to  one  of  Mr.  Sale's  ancestor,  and 
Mr.  Sale  sold  it  to  Thomas  Guest.  My  farm  is  in 
the  township  of  Bedford.  The  next  farm  to  it,  as 
you  walk  towards  the  west,  is  Platfold.  Platfold 
is  in  Atherton.  A  century  ago  Platfold  formed 
three  leasehold  farms  {leaseholders  for  three  lives) 
under  the  Atherton  family,  viz.  :  Brideoake's, 
Gillibrand's,  and  Wright's.  Upon  the  house  be- 
longing to  Brideoake's  there  was  inscribed  ^^a- 
upon  the  house  belonging  to  Gillibrand's  there  is 
inscribed  TvT^^^^r^i  •  ^^^  upon  a  cowhouse  or  stable 
belonging  to  Wright's  there  is  inscribed  ^j^. 
The  Atherton  family  have  for  many  centuries 
been  the  owners  of  Platfold.  The  figures  in  pencil 
on  the  other  side  of  this  half-sheet  were  copied  by 
me  this  morning  from  a  piece  of  ancient  stained  or 
painted  glass  now  in  the  window  of  the  house  once 
called  Gillibrand's." 

Accompanying  this  letter  is  one  from  Mr.  T.  R. 
Wetton,  of  Leigh,  addressed  to  Mr.  Guest  giving 
tlie  writer "s  "  explanation  "  of  the  drawing  referred 
to.  Mr.  Wetton  wiselj' took  the  letters  to  mean 
"  A.  T.  X.'  slightly  varied  by  the  taste  of  the 
"  monkish  painter"  who  drew  them.  He  thought 
thej'  might  l>e  "  fairly  considered  as  the  initials  o^ 
Ad  Te  Christum,  and  were  placed  to  remind  the 
family  and  domestics  of  their  dutj'  to  praj'  and 
f'ive  glory  to  their  Saviour  when  passing  by  in  per- 
foniiance  of  their  family  duties."  Unfortunately, 
tbe  old  glass  was  either  placed  in  the  window  the 


wrong  way  up  an  1  was  thus  drawn  reversed,  or  the 
tip  side  of  the  pencil  sketch  was  not  noted.  The 
letters  are  plainly  those  forming  the  Libarum 
joined  with  a  compend.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  who  is  the  present  possessor  of  this  ancient 
piece  of  stained  glass — possibly  a  relic  of  the  old 
Parish  Church.

A  correspondent  of  Xotes  and  Queries  writes 
that  on  a  public-house  at  Walton,  near  Liver[)oo], 
bearing  the  name  of  "The  Hive,"  is  the  following  :

JENNY. 
Readers  of  Mr.  Guest's  Compendious  History  of 
the  Cotton- Manufacture  will  remember  that  a 
Statement  by  Thomas  Leather,  aa  old  Leigh 
•weaver,  is  given  iu  the  appendix.  This  wituess, 
after  describiugthe  early  attempts  made  by  Tiiomas 
Highs,  of  Leigh,  to  invent  a  new  spinniuj^ 
machine,  confirms  the  story  of  the  trials  which 
Highs  had  to  bear  owing  to  his  wife  not  appreci- 
ating the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged,  ending  in 
the  machine  he  had  made  being  broken  up  and 
thrown  from  the  window  into  the  house  yard.  The 
wlieel  of  the  Jenny  thus  destroyed  was  picked  up 
and  came  into  the  possession  of  Mary  Biethertonj 
a  next  door  neiglibour,  at  the  sale  of  whose  effects 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Board  man,  auctioneer,  of  Wigan 
(a  brother  of  Mr.  Thomas  Boardman,  father-in-law 
to  Mr.  Richard  Greenough,  of  Leigh),  it  was 
bought  by  Hecry  Lowton,  of  King-street.  The 
shaft  attached  to  the  wheel,  and  which  had  a  tooth- 
wheel  at  one  end,  was  taken  out  and  used  as  a 
poker.  The  wheel  itself,  of  mahogany  with  turned 
spindles,  was  used  by  Wilkinson,  blacksmith,  of 
Bradshawgate,  Leigh,  iu  the  construction  of  a  ball- 
ing machine — the  first  introduced  into  this  neigh- 
bourhood. Tliis  machine,  to  which  is  attaclied  the 
interesting  relic  of  possibly  the  first  Spinning 
Jenny,  is  still  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Richard 
Greenough,  the  Chairman  of  the  Leigh  Local  Board.

titled  :  The  Iris,  or  Literary  and  Scientific  Mis- 
cellany. Tiie  first  number  is  dated  Wigan,  Fri- 
day, March  12th,  1830.  Price  3H.  The  size  is 
large  quarto,  and  each  weekly  nu  nber  consists  of 
eight  pages.  No  1  open?  with  an  "Adlress"  by 
the  Editor,  who  appears  to  be  the  same  as  the  pub- 
lisher, J.  Young,  bookseller  and  stationer.  Ma  ket- 
place,  Wjgan.  Then  follow  an  account  of  Lord 
Byron,  a  letter  on  a  Coal  Mine  Explosion  at  Pern- 
berton,  the  first  of  a  series  of  Fireside  Stories  of  an 
Old  Sailor,  poetry,  anecdotes,  extracts,  notices  to 
readers,  &c.  Sucii  is  the  type  of  the  succeeding 
numbers.  I  will  only  mention  a  few  of  the  articles 
as  I  turn  over  the  leaves.  There  is  a  series  of 
letters  discussing  the  evils  or  advantages  of  rail- 
ways, and  Vdry  curious  reading  they  prove  at  this 
day.  The  most  voluminous  contributor  to  The 
Iris  was  a  Mr.  William  Byrom,  of  Liverpool.  A 
considerable  part  of  the  "  Poet's  Corner  "  is  taken 
up  by  him,  but  of  more  interest  than  his  poems  is 
a  tale  which  runs  through  several  numbers  and  is 
entitled,  "  The  L  igend  of  the  Bloo  ly  Stone,  a  Tale 
of  the  Red  Bank  Fight."  Mr.  Byrom  was  pro- 
bably a  native  of  Wigan  or  its  neighbourhood. 
There  are  still  several  well-known  burgesses  of 
that  name  in  the  good  old  town.  In  several  places 
we  come  across  "Original  Lines"  by  J.  Bjoth,  a 
weaver.  Bottling  Wood,  near  Wigan.  These  are 
rather  extravagantly  praised  by  the  editor.  In 
Nos.  4,  5,  and  8  are  some  remarks  condemning  the 
employment  of  females  in  coal  mines.  No.  6  con- 
tains a  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Wigan  Sunday 
School  Society.  Articles  on  scientific  subjects  on 
gaming,   education,  trades  unions,    the   thtory  of 
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language,  and  other  sober  subjects,  interspersed 
with  "  points  of  humour,"  tales  by  the  old  sailor, 
and  miscellaneous  matter  make  up  the  contents  of 
these  specimens  of  the  Wigan  periodical  press  of 
fifty  years  asjo.  The  last  number  which  I  have  is 
No.  19,  for  July  16th,  1830.  I  should  be  glad  if 
any  of  yoar  readers  could  say  how  long  The  Iris 
lasted.

REGICIDE. 

On  the  7th  of  Ma}',  1700,  letters  of  administra- 
tion of  the  estate  of  Catherine  Legh,  late  of  High 
Leigh,  CO.  Chester,  were  granted  by  the  Prerogative 
Court  of  Canterbury  to  her  husband  Thomas  Legh. 
This  was  evidently  the  Thomas  Legli  named  in  the 
pedigree  of  Legh  of  East  Hall  (Ormerod's  Cheshire, 
Helsby's  edition,  I.  462)  as  son  of  Henry  Le^h,  of 
Hi'4h  Legh,  by  Dorothy  Turner  his  wife,  and  who 
is  there  said  to  have  married  "  .  .  .  .  relict 
of  Colonel  Harrison." 

The  object  of  this  note  is  to  suggest  a  probable 
identification  of  the  lady  in  question,  and  of  her 
first  husband  "Colonel  Harrison." 

During  the  years  1649-1653  there  were  buried  at 
St.  Anne's,  Blackfriars,  London,  several  children, 
described  at  first  as  children  of  ' '  Colonel  Thomas 
Harrison  and  Katherine  his  wife,"  and  later  as 
children  of  "  Major  General  Thomas  Harrison  and 
E 


Katherine  his  wife."  One  of  these,  a  son,  buried 
in  1652,  was  named  Ralph.  In  1647,  a  daughter, 
and  in  1653  the  wife,  of  Ralph  Harrison,  were  also 
buried  at  St.  Anne's,  Blackfriars,  after  which  the 
name  disappears  from  the  registers.  General 
Fleetwood  was  also  a  re-^ident  of  this  parish  at  this 
pariod.  There  can  be  little  hesitation  in  determin- 
ing that  this  Colonel,  af  erwar.U  Mijor  General 
Harrison,  was  the  well  known  regicide,  and  these 
entries  prove  that  his  wife's  name  was  Cathcrin^^. 

Ou  the  13th  day  of  May,  1656,  Ralph  Harrison, 
then  of  Elighgate,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
Esquire,  made  a  nuncupative  will,  simply  bequeath- 
ing an  annuity  of  £200  to  his  then  wife  for  her  life, 
and  making  his  son  inlaw  Thomas  Harrison  sole 
executor.  One  of  the  witnesses  to  this  will  was 
Katherine  Harrison.  The  will  was  proved  18  July, 
1656,  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  by 
"Thomas  Harrison,  the  son  in-law  and  sole 
executor  "  Ou  the  10th  of  December,  1660,  letters 
to  administer  tl\e  goods  of  testator  still  unad- 
ministered  were  granted  to  ^^  Catherine  Harrison, 
daughter  of  the  tes'ator,  for  that  Thomas  Harrison 
the  executor  was  now  also  deceased."  Further 
letters  were  granted  as  late  as  7  May,  1700,  to 
Thomas  Legh,  the  husband  and  administrator  of 
Catherine  Legh  aWa.^  Harri-ion,  while  she  lived  the 
daughter  and  administratrix  of  siid  Ralph  Har- 
rison 

It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Legh  was  Catherine,  daughter  of  this  Ralph 
Harrison  The  question  remaining  is,  was  she  the 
widow  of  the  regicide  Major  General,  o.%  as  he 
spems  better  known.  Colonel  Thomas  Harrison  ? 
The  weak  point  in  the  evidence  above  furnished  ig 
that  in  the  record  of  administration  she  is  only 
described  as  the  daughter  of  Ralph  Harrison.  But, 
being  actually  so,  it  was  sufficient  to  establish  her 
right  to  administer,  and  there  was  no  necessity  for 
recording  also  the  fact  she  was  the  widow  of  the 
man  who  was  executed  at  Charing  Cross  less  than 
two  months  before.  Thi^  weak  point,  however, 
appears  to  vanish  under  the  testimony  of  the  Legh 
pedigreee,  which  distinctly  declares  that  she  was 
the  relict  of  a  Colonel  Harr!.<:on.  If,  then,  her 
former  husband  was  not  the  regicide,  who  was  heT

A  cross  after  the  names  signifies 
those  who  paid,  the  names  of  J.  Mort  and  Thomas 
Ridgway  being  tiie  only  two  not  thus  distinguished. 
Before  some  of  the  names  are  the  initials,  "  W.  C," 
which  do  not  correspond  to  any  name  in  the  list. 
Richard  Hampson's  subscription  appears  to  have 
been  altered  from  5s.  to  2s.  66..  or  the  reverse 
The  "  Withing "  is,  I  think,  an  abreviation  for 
Withington.  A  family  of  the  name  of  Fildes  onoe 
kept  the  King's  Head,  Chowbent,  and  there  was  a 
Fildes  who  lived  the  "  Two  Porches."  There  was 
a  family,  named  Kichardson,  kept  the  "Bear's 
Paw  Inn. "

[No.  555,]-LOCAL  MATHEMATICIANS, 
The  '•  Scrap  Book"  recently  [No.  325.]  contained 
an  account  (from  the  Manchester  Literary  Club 
Papers)  of  a  Leigh  mathematician.  At  the  end  of 
the  paper  referred  to  the  writer,  Mr.  INIorgan 
Brierley,    appends    a  list   of   Lancashire    mathe- 
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maticians  collected  from  the  contributors  to  the 
Mathematical  Diaries.  Amongst  them  occur  the 
following: — 

James  Cunliffe,  sen.,  Bolton  and  Westhoughton, 
contributed  to  Ladies'  Diary  1795,  Gentlemen's 
Diary  1788-1803,  every  year  inclusive.  Mathe- 
matical Companion  1803  9-10  and  every  year  to 
1827. 

Jonathan  Haslam,  Westhoughton,  Gentlemen's 
Diary  1820.  Born  1800;  died  1820.  A  young 
man  of  great  promise. 

Joseph  Hine,  Tyldesley,  Gentleynen's  Diary  1808-9 
to  1817,  Mathematical  Companion  1810-11-12. 
The  Enquirer  1811-12-13,  Leeds  Correspondent 
1814-15-16.  Author  of  a  book  entitled  "The 
Schoolmaster  "  and  another  "  Hine's  Selection  of 
Wordsworth's  Poems."  Thougli  not  so  fertile  a 
contributor  to  the  mathematical  periodicals  of  his 
time  as  some  of  his  cotemporaries,  Mr.  Hine  was  a 
remarkable  man.  His  father,  a  native  of  Cumber- 
land, came  to  Lancashire  in  the  early  years  of  his 
married  life,  and  was  emploj'ed  as  a  bookkeeper 
and  cashier  to  a  firm  at  Tyldesley.  His  children 
went  into  the  mill  when  very  j^oung,  and  in  couse- 
queiice  of  the  hours  there  received  no  instruction 
except  only  what  he  gave  them  at  nights  and  on 
Sundays  As  Joseph  grew  into  a  young  man  he 
became  discontented  with  the  drudgery  of  the  mill 
and  ran  awaj'  from  home.  Ultimately  he  enlisted  in 
the  2nd  Royal  Lancashire  Militia,  which  was  sent 
to  Hull  and  from  there  to  Plymouth.  From  Hull 
he  sent  his  first  contribution  to  the  Gentlemen's 
Diary  in  1808,  and  in  1809  he  and  Jesse  Winward, 
a  fifer  in  the  same  regiment,  addressed  their  com- 
munications from  Plymouth  to  the  editor  of  the 
Diary  (Dr.  Gregory),  who  complimented  them 
highly  on  the  excellence  of  their  work.  Whilst  in 
the  regiment  he  and  Winward  gave  private  instruc- 
tion to  the  officers'  children,  ^^'hen  the  war  was 
over  and  they  got  their  discharge  Hine  married 
and  started  a  school  at  Plj^mouth,  in  which  he  was 
rery  successful.  Afterwards  he  bought  a  large 
house  at  Brixton  and  commenced  a  boarding-school 
there,  by  whicii  he  acquired  (a  very  unusual  thing 
in  those  days)  a  good  fortune.  On  one  occasion  he 
had  the  misfortune  to  have  his  house  burnt  down, 
and  what  perhaps  he  valued  more  with  it  were 
burnt  2,000  volumes  of  books.  In  his  declining 
years  he  retired  to  a  little  quiet  nook  in  Derby- 
shire where  he  married  a  third  time,   and  died  in 


1865  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age.  In  1809  he  was 
one  of  three  private  soldiers  whose  names  were  at- 
tached to  the  solution  of  a  question  in  the  Diary. 
He  and  Jessie  Winward  got  the  prize  in  1813  for 
answering  the  most  ditficult  problem  of  that  year — 
a  problem  for  tlie  rectification  of  a  curve 
Homer,  it  is  said,  sometimes  nods,  and  as  a  remark- 
able instance  of  how  men  who  never  err  when  en- 
gaged in  a  process  of  purely  abstract  mathematical 
reasoning,  can  err  througli  the  misapplication  of 
data  when  they  come  to  apply  correct  theories  to 
actual  phenomena,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  in 
1815  Mr.  Hine  proposes  the  following  question  in 
the  Gentlemen's  Diary  :  "  If  a  uniform  bar  of  iron, 
Oft.  in  length,  be  placed,  one  end  upon  the  horizon 
and  the  other  against  a  vertical  wall,  the  angle  of 
inclination  is  required  when  the  pressure  upon  the 
horizontal  plane  is  equal  to  twice  the  weight  of  the 
bar."  In  1816  John  Butterworth  and  W.  G* 
Horner,  two  of  the  cleverest  mathematicians  of 
their  time,  gave  geometrical  solutions  of  the  ques- 
tion as  if  it  involved  no  error,  whereas  it  is  utterly 
absurd.  It  is  like  saying  that  if  two  men  of  un- 
equal height  were  carrying  a  plank  on  their 
shoulders,  the  shorter  man  would  have  to  bear 
more  weight  than  that  of  the  plank  itself.  It  is 
alike  astonishing  that  the  keen  intellect  of  Wolfen- 
den  should  make  a  similar  mistake  in  his  solution 
of  question  67,  Mathematical  Companion,  1810,  in 
respect  to  the  angular  position  of  greatest  strength 
in  a  pair  of  canal  lock-gates. 

J.  Wright,  of  Westhoughton. — Jesse  Winward, 
Westhoughton,  born  1786,  died  ISGl.  Like  Hine 
Winward  was  a  private  soldier  for  many  years. 
He  was  entirely  self  taught  and  a  man  of  great 
capacity.  After  leaving  the  army  in  1816  he  es- 
tablished a  school  in  his  native  village  of  West- 
houghton and  subsequently  became  master  of  the 
Grammar  School  at  West  Derby,  in  both  of  which 
places  he  is  still  remembered  as  a  good  teacher 
and  an  upright  man.  — L.  IP.  J.

John  Byrom.  The  Byroms  were  an  ancient 
Lancashire  family,  dating  from  the  fourteenth 
century.  In  this  century  there  were  three 
branches  located  respectively  at  Byrom,  near 
Leigh — the  original  seat  of  the  family  from 
whence  the  name  was  derived — at  Salford,  and 
at  Kersall,  in  Manchester.  The  first  failed  in 
the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the 
Salford  line  became  extinct  in  1684,  while 
that  of  Manchester  existed  down  to  recent 
times.  It  is  difficult  to  say  to  which  branch 
the  member  fwr  Wigan  belonged,  but  he  was 
probably  connected  with  the  eldest  at  Byrom 
who  held  considerable  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  Wigan.

THE  Motion  of  Henry, 

The  Official  of  the  Court  of  Canterbury  by  the 
prior  and  Chapter  of  Christchurch  Canterbury  <the 
see  being  vacant)  to  the  discreet  Master  Walter  de 
Asheby  greeting  in  the  Author  of  Salvation.  The 
petition  of  Sir  Henry  de  Rixton  Kector  of  the 
Church  of  Legh  in  the  diocese  of  Coventry  and 
LichHeld  exhibited  to  us  contained  that  whereas 
he  had  and  has  canonically  obtained  the  said  Churcii 
with  all  its  rights  and  appurtenances  and  possessed 
the  same  so  obtained  for  a  long  time  peaceably  and 
quietly  and  it  was  to  be  conjectured  on  the  part  of 
the  said  Henry,  being  in  possession  of  this  and 
fearing  from  certain  causes  probable  and  likely  that 
grievious  prejudice  might  hereafoer  arise  to  him 
and  his  church  aforesaid,  that  no  one  should 
attempt  or  in  any  wise  cause  to  be  attempted  any- 
thing to  the  prejudice  of  himself  or  his  church 
aforesaid  touching  the  right  and  possession  of  the 
same  appeal  is  made  openly  and  publicly  and  law- 
fully to  the  apostolic  see  &  for  the  protection  of  the 
Court  of  Canterbury ;  Yet  you  alleging  yourself  to

[.Vo.  341.]— B.OLAND  PRIORY. 
In  Dugdale's  Anglicanum  Monasticon  are  a  few 
notes  on  the  Priory  of  Holaud,  which  may  be  of 
interest  in  connection  with  the  old  Leigh  docu- 
ments appearing  in  the  "  Scrap  Book,"  many  of 
which  bear  the  seal  and  signature  of  the  Prior  of 
Holand.  At  Holand,  previous  to  the  priory,  was 
a  college  or  chantry,  consisting  of  a  dean  and 
twelve  secular  priests  in  the  Church  of  St  Thomas, 
the  martyr.  In  1319,  this  college  was  changed  into 
a  priory,  consisting  of  a  prior  and  ten  monks.  This 
was  done  by  Walter,  Bishop  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield  (whose  name  also  occurs  in  relation  to  the 
institution  of  William  de  Urmeston  as  Rector  of 
Leigh),  on  the  petition  of  Robert  de  Holand,  the 
reason  assigned  being  disagreements  among  the 
the  canons  and  neglect  of  worship.  The  appoint- 
ment of  priors  was  arranged   by   the    monks  and 


patron  jointly,  the  monks  choosing  three  from  their 
own  body,  and  from  these  three  the  patron  elected 
the  prior.  At  the  time  of  the  dissolution,  the 
house  consisted  of  five  religious  and  26  servants- 
The  lands  were  sold  to  Sir  John  Holcroft,  of  Hol- 
croft,  for  £.'?44  123.  lOd.  (the  estimated  value — 
yearly  income  being  £18  lis.  2d.,  less  tithes  £1 
17s.  3|d.,— at  twenty  years'  purchase,  £.331  Os. 
101.),  to  which  was  added  £10  for  woods.  In  the 
transcript  of  particulars  of  grant  to  Sir  John  Hol- 
croft  occurs  the  following  : — 

"Memordthat  the  churche  of  the  seyd  late 
monasty  wt  the  steple  and  bells  and  a  chamber  at 
the  west  ende  of  the  seyd  churche  wt  a  garden  to 
the  same  adioynyng  and  also  the  churche  yarde 
there,  remayne  and  contynne  in  th'  use  easement 
and  comodytie  of  the  teiints  and  inhnitaunts  of 
Hollande  and  other  places  and  hamletts  there- 
abowtts  adioynyng  being  dystaunt  from  theyr 
pyshe  churches  too,  thre,  or  foure  myles  and 
some  more  which  do  use  there  to  bery  corpses  of 
the  seyd  hamletts  and  townes  whiche  in  the  winter 
season  and  other  tempestyus  tymes  of  the  yere,  by 
reason  of  greate  aboundance  of  waters  can  not  con- 
venyently  convey  nor  carry  the  seyd  corpses  to 
theyr  pyshe  churches  to  be  buryed,  as  was  de- 
clared by  the  seyd  inhabitants  before  the  ryght 
honorables  Edwarde  Erie  of  Derby  and  Robert  Erie 

of  Sussex,  the  kyngs  late  levetenaunfcs  in  thes 

in  the  month  of  M'che  in  anno  23th  reg 

Henrici  VIII."

[No.  5^^.]-ROMAN  REMAINS  NEAR  ASTLET. 
The   following  entry  is  from  the    unpublished 
diary  of  Nicholas  Bkiadeli,  of  Crosby,  Esq.,  grand- 
son of  the  Cavalier,  1702 — 1728  : — 

"1721,  Augt  28.  My  wife  &  I  went  to 
lodge  at  Astley  ;  we  called  at  Fran  :  Farers  He 
showed  me  a  place  in  his  ground  were  'tis  sup- 
posed there  formerly  stood  a  small  castle,  &  in 
t  iking  up  the  foundation  (for  that  was  all  as  was 
left  of  it)  he  found  a  large  Mugg  Bottle  which  I 
suppose  held  about  three  gallons.  The  mouth 
was  large  enough  for  a  girl  to  put  her  hand  into 
it.  It  had  two  large  bows  as  came  from  the 
moutli  of  it  to  the  belly,  to  carry  it  by.     It  was 
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of  a  coarse  brown  clay    &    seemed    not  to  be 
nicely  made  nor  well  burned      T'was  so  broke  in 
digging  it  up  that  I  could  only  judge  at  the  size 
of  it.     He  also  showed  me  a  piece  of  a  Mugg 
which  seemed  to  be  the  bottom  of  a  Quart  Jugg 
and  had  stamped  upon  it  in  the  inside  of  the 
bottom  these  words  in  the  character  OF  BASSI. 
It  was  made  of  extraordinary  good  mug  metal 
&  was,   where  it  was  broke,  as  red  as  the  best 
sealing  wax.     The  outside  was  not  so  clear  a  red. 
The  bottom  was  about  the  thickness  of  half  a 
crown ;    the  sides   considerably   thinner.      The 
bottle  was  about  an  inch  thick.     He  also  showed 
me  some  pieces  of  tile  which  were  of  a  very  red 
colour  &  of  a  much  better  metal  than  any  of  our 
brick  tiles  are  now  made  of  &  very  well  burned. 
Some  were  five  inches  &  some  almost  four  inches 
as  I  o'uess,  were  broken  into  such  small  pieces 
(that^  one  could  not  tell  how  many  inches  square 
they  were." 
The  diarist  and    his  wife    had    left  Crosby  that 
moruinc,  no  doubt  on  horseback,  to  make  a  visit  to 
Astley.  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating,  on  the  29th, 
the  anniversary  of  the  wedding  day  of  their  kins- 
man    John     Gelibrond,      Esq.       John    Gelibrond 
(Gillibrand),  of    Astley,   was  an  able  and  upright 
man   and   very  much   in   the     confidence    of    his 
relatives.     Perhaps  some  of  your  local  correspon- 
dents can  say  something  of  the  connection  of  the 
family  with  Astley.     Where  was  Frank  Farers,  the 
site  of   the   discovery  of   Roman  remains?     There 
was  a  Frank  Farer  at  that  time  at  Lydiate,  but  there 
is  no  tradition  of  anything  Roman  having  been  dis- 
covered in  that  locality.     Perhaps  the  author  of  an 
interesting    paper,    in    the     Lancashire     Historic 
Society's  new  issue,  on  "  Minor  Roman  Stations," 
may  be  able  to  throw  some  light  upon  it.     I  sup- 
pose the  letters  inside  the  mug  to  be  intended  for 
Officina  Bassi— "the  workshop  of  Bassus."     One 
of  the  following  entries  records  :—

Some  eighteen  months  have  passed  since  communi- 
cating with  your  paper.  Quite  an  interest  has  been 
awakened  since  the  appearance  of  ihe  art  cle  pub- 
lished in  your  Notes.  I  feel  greatly  indebted  to 
you  and  all  who  have  interested  themselves  in  the 
"  Mather  Families"  of  England.  I  would  be  glad 
to  express  my  obligation  to  all  such  through  your 
paper,  especially  the  following: — "Messrs.  Wm. 
Duucombe  Pink,  of  Leigh  ;  Richard  Leigh,  of 
Hastings;  Jas.  Kendrick,  M.D.,  of  Warrington  ; 
Thos.  Mather,  of  Lowtou ;  Robert  Fitch,  of  Nor- 
wich ;  Rev.  George  Mather,  F.L.S.,  of  Liverpool ; 
B.  Beedham,  of  Kimbolton  ;  H.  W.  Ward,  Bever- 
ley; J.  Gregson,  of  Loudon;  and  J.  F.  Matthews, 
of  the  •'  Old  South-East  Lancashire."  Some  of  these 
gentlemen  have  sent  much.  I  have  quite  a  pile  of 
letters,  books,  and  pamphlets,  with  photograph  of 
old  Mather  Church  at  Toxteth  Park,  Liverpool ; 
the  Grammar  School  at  Winwick,  and  the  old 
house  of  Richard  Mather  at  LoA-ton,  in  Lancashire, 
all  of  which  have  come  since  the  articles  appeared 
in  the  Chronicle. 

It  would  be  of  great  service  to  me  if  any  con- 
tributors to  your  column  should  know  of  any  facts 
relative  to  the  ancestry  of  Richard  Mather,  aa 
emigrant.  All  we  know  is  that  is  father  is  Thoma* 
and  grandfather  John.  In  his  will,  which  I  have, 
and  which  was  made  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  1664, 
he  mentions  the  name  of  his  sister  Ellen  Worsley. 

Captain  John  Cotton  Mather,  died  Jan.  4,  1880, 
at  San  Francisco,  California.  He  came  over  from 
Liverpool  when  four  years  old  with  his  uncle 
Thomas  Mather.  At  his  death  he  was  over  97 
years  of  age.  He  had  seen  much  of  the  world, 
and  was  faithful  in  all  his  relations  to  family  and 
the  Church  (to  which  he  was  strongly  attached) 
that  of  the  Episcopal  faith.  I  would  be  t;lad  to 
mention  in  this  communication  the  names  of  one 
or  two  of  our  very  successful  business  men  among 
the  many  Mathers  who  have  made  their  mark  in 
the  New  World.  Mr.  Roland  Mather  of  this  city, 
when  a  boy,  left  his  home  in  Westrteld,  Mass.,  for 
a  Boston  store.  He  went  on  from  that  beginning 
until  he  went  up  the  rounds  of  the  ladder  to  the 
top,  for  many  years  was  one  of  the  firm  of  Mather, 
Morgan,  and  Co. ,  and  Home,  Mather,  and  Co,  ex-

He  gave  nine- 
teen tliousaud  dollars  to  place  a  spire  on  one  of  our 
city  churches  ;  is  a  man  of  great  wealth,  has  most 
excellent  judgment  and  fine  executive  ability  ;  is  a 
man  very  quiet  in  his  manners,  and — without 
making  any  display — he  has  made  his  mark  for 
good,  and  will  lonij  be  remembered  in  this  world 
after  he  has  passed  from  it  to  a  higher  life. 
Roland  Mather  was  the  seventh  generation  down 
from  the  emigrant  Richavd  Mather.  I  would  like 
also  to  mention  the  name  uf  Charles  B.  Mather  of 
Philadelphia,  Penn.,  a  descendant  of  Joseph 
Mather,  who  came  to  America,  1682.  It  was  my 
good  fortune  to  receive  an  invitation  to  visit  him  at 
his  room  at  Bryu  Mawr  last  summer,  which  I  ac. 
cepted.  Mr.  Mather  was  born  in  1S50,  being  30 
years  of  age.  When  a  boy  at  school  he  made  up 
his  mind  to  make  his  mark  in  the  business  world. 
He  accordingly  entered  into  an  insurance  house  in 
Philadelphia,  and  rose  with  rapidity  until  he  be- 
came the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  insuranc® 
businesses  of  that  city  He  went  to  England  last 
year,  and  secured,  in  addition  to  his  many  first- 
class  insurance  companies,  one  of  the  largest  in 
Liverpool.  His  firm  is  Mather  and  Co ,  308, 
Walnut-street,  Philadelphia.  His  county  seat  is  at 
Bryn  Mawr,  about  nine  miles  out  of  Philadelphia 
on  Pennsylvania  Railroad  ;  its  residents  are  only  of 
the  wealthy  and  cultured  class.  He  bought  forty 
acres  of  land  and  put  up  a  lovely  house  on  a  high 
point  overlooking  a  large  tract  of  most  lovely 
scenery,  and  is  making  constant  improvenjents  on 
his  grounds.  The  two  days  that  he  devoted  to  me 
at  his  home  and  in  drives  aV>out  Bryn  Mawr,  and  in 
the  Centennial  Grounds  at  Philadelphia,  are  among 
my  pleasant  recollections.

Alice  (Ailes)  Farer  must  have  had  some  reputa- 
tion for  holiness  of  life,  and  was  probably  a  victim 
of  that  dire  malady  which  carries  off  in  the  bloom 
of  youth  the  best  and  most  promising  ones.  She 
died  a  few  months  afterwards  ;  was  buried  thenorth 
side  of  Halsall  Church,  on  9th  Deer.,  1722.  The 
flat  stone  which  covered  her  remains  has  been  re. 
moved  in  the  course  of  alterations,  but  it  was  seen 
by  the  writer  several  years  ago.  She  is  there  des^ 
cribed  as  Alice,  daughter  of  Francis  Farer,  Yeo- 
man, and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  of  DownhoUand.  In 
the  list  of  recusants  returned  1680  are  the  names 
of  Thos.,  Ellen,  and  John  Farrer  :  likewise  of  Alice 
wife  of  John  Farrer,  all  of  DownhoUand.  The 
name  has  now  disappeared  from  that  neighbour- 
hood. 

Mr.  Blundell  might  go  to  Astley  through 
Lydiate,  DownhoUand,  and  Ormskirk  without 
losing  much  ground.  As  for  the  site  of  the  castle 
or  fort  at  DownhoUand  the  most  likely  place 
wouLl  be  the  crest  of  the  eminence  over  which  the 
Liverpool  and  Southport  road  now  passes.  It  is 
true  that  the  land  rises  only  slighth',  but  quite 
sufficiently  to  command  all  the  neighbouring  flat 
country.  An  adjacent  field  has  been  used  uf  late 
years  for  the  manufacture  of  brioks  and  draining 
tiles. 

Although  the  writer  lived  for  nearly  twenty 
years  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Down- 
hoUand, he  never  heard  of  any  Koman  Remains 
having  been  discovered  there.  It  may  be  as  well 
to  add  that  in  "  A  Cavalier's  Note  Book  "  (p  28  0 
will  be  found  an  account  of  the  discovery  of  Rumau 
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Coins  at  Scarisbrick  in  1655.  Scarisbrick  is 
reached  from  Downholland  by  passing  through  the 
village  of  Halsall.

his  rebellious  accomplices  in  this  behalf  and  compel 
them  thereto  if  it  be  necessary  by  all  ecclesiastical 
censures  whatever  to  give  up  the  occupation  thereof 
and  leave    altogether   vacant    and  free  the   said 


Church  and  Rectory  and  tlie  aiipurtr-nances  of  the 
r;;!nie  au  1  tli.it  yua  iul.iet  or  cause  to  lie  inducted 
the  aforesaid  Master  John  into  corporal  possession 
of  tlie  said  Churcli  its  rights  and  appurtenances 
aforesaid  ;  For  which  purpose  we  appoint  you  our 
deputy  in  thi-  matter  in  these  things  which  pertain 
to  us.  Moreover  ye  shall  t:vkp,  care  to  certify  to  us 
before  the  Sunday  on  which  is  sung  "  Letare 
Jerusalem "  clearly  and  fully  by  your  letters 
patent  setting  forth  these  touching  what  you  siiall 
have  done  here  and  the  names  of  those  (if  yon  shall 
have  found  any)  rebellious  in  the  premises.  Given 
at  York  on  tiie  2Sth  February  in  the  year  of  oUr 
Lord  mcccxxvii.  But  the  saiil  Archdeacon  and  his 
Official  have  altogether  neglected  to  execute  this 
our  command  or  to  certify  us  of  the  same.  Not 
willing  therefore  that  our  command  aforesaid 
should  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  said  Arch, 
deacon  and  his  Official  lack  effect  in  this  behalf  we 
command  and  charge  yiu  on  account  of  tneir 
neglect  and  failure  in  virtue  of  j'our  obedience  and 
under  penalty  of  excommunication  that  you  with- 
out delay  diligently  execute  our  aforesaid  command 
in  all  its  parts  according  to  the  force  form  and 
effect  of  the  same.  Certifying  us  clearly  and  fully 
by  your  letters  patent  setting  forth  these  before  the 
feast  of  the  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul  what  you 
shall  have  done  in  the  premises.  Given  at  North, 
ampton  the  8th  May  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
mcccxxviii.  By  the  authority  therefore  of  the  said 
mandate  we  charge  and  command  you  that  you 
execute  the  said  mandate  of  ihe  said  father 
in  all  things  according  to  the  force  form  and  effect 
of  the  same.  In  witness  whereof  we  have  caused  our 
seals  together  with  the  common  seal  of  the  said 
house  of  Holand  to  be  set  to  these  presents. 
Given  at  Holand  aforesaid  the  Wednesday  next 
before  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  mcccxxviii.
